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No Building Code 
Violations: Village 


A resident who has charged that Elk 


Grove Village officials have permitted 
shoddy construction of homes was told 
Tuesday that there are no building code 
violations in a list of complaints he pro- 
vided. 


Charles Willis, village manager, said 


no code violations were identified in a 
list of 25 items that Richard Corsiglia, of 
154 Hastings, submitted recently to the 
village board. 


Willis said that Corsiglia mdiiectly of- 


fers suggestions for modification of the 
building code and more governmental 
control in areas beyond the normal range 
of health, safety, and welfare for which 
the village board may legislate 


Me recommended that the suggestions 


for change in the code be considered by 
a village committee. 


JACK PAHL, village president, follow- 


ed Willis' recommendation ami referred 
the matter to the judiciary, planning and 
zoning committee headed by Trustee 
Richard McGrenera. 


McGrenera agreed to meet Monday at 


8 p.m in the village offices with Cor- 
siglia to go over recommendations for 
changes in the code. 


Corsiglia said he was dissatisfied with 


the answers to the questions on the list 
he gave the village president Oct. 31. 


He said the answers the village gave 


were "mis-answers" and that the village 
had "not done anything " 


Corsiglia has appeared at the last 


three village board meetings, each time 
complaining about the quality of con- 
struction of homes by Centex Corp., the 
village's major developer 


Just as had happened last week, Cor- 


siglia was joined by Tom King, head of 
the local consumer fraud office. 


KING SAID HE received six com- 


plaints Saturday from residents who 
have home problems. The problems in- 
cluded cracked walls, warped floors, 
poor topsoil, peeling paint, and others.

Water Cleaning 


6Up To Villages' 


The $50 million Salt Creek Watershed 


Improvement project will provide recrea-» 
tional retention basins, but it's up to lo- 
cal villages and health boards to clean 
up the water, said Tom Hamilton, water- 
shed steering committee chairman. 


Hamilton was speaking to the Elk 


Grove Village Board of Health Wednes- 
day morning, describing the committee's 
plan to curb flooding along Salt Creek 


The five-year project, If approved by 


Congress, will provide six water reser- 
voirs in Cook County along Salt Creek 


The project is expected to improve the 


quality of the environment, enhance fish 
and wildlife, and prevent future flood 
damage. 


The lakes will be there, and recreation- 


al areas will surround them, but if they 
are to support fish and wildlife the water 
must be cleaned, Hamilton said. 


WHEN ASKED if use of fertilizer 


should be curbed as one pollution pre- 
vention method, he said fertilizer does 
pollute to some extent, although it is not 
known how much. However, fertilizer not 
only promotes good grass, thus holding 
the top soil from washing into the creek, 
but provides a deeper root system and 
allows for more drainage, serving as 
flood prevention. 


The health board, which has been map- 


ping areas of stagnant water in the vil- 
lage, questioned Hamilton on how to ap- 
proach the project. 


Hamilton said none of the areas were 


natural lakes, that they could be made 
into lakes, but should be controlled. 


"The worst areas of stagnant water 


are in the industrial park," Donna Far- 
ley, board member said. 


HAMILTON SAID the village and the 


developer were partially to blame.

"In the areas where drainage is 


blocked, it's up to the building depart- 
ment to enforce the village ordinance on 
this," he said. 


"Undeveloped land is Centex's respon- 


sibility and they should clean it up," he 
added. 


"There is no reason v/hy all of these 


puddles cannot be drained or filled if we 
get stoiage areas for the water," he 
said. 


Hamilton 
stressed 
that 
the 
most 


needed reform was in the area of public 
education as to how local residents can 
help eliminate pollution. 


"People will dump anything into a 


storm sewer without reabzing the pollu- 
tion it causes in Salt Creek," he said. 
"This must stop " 


this," he said. "It's up to your fellas to 
do something about this code." 


It was later that Willis reported there 


were no violations of the building code in 
the list submitted by Corsiglia. 


FOR CORSIGLIA it was the second 


tune he submitted a list of complaints to 
the village. Last April another list was 
submitted and for which the village re- 
plied 


Willis said the village has not heard 


from Corsiglia since, until he first ap- 
peared at the village board meeting Oct. 
27 


Corsiglia is vice president of the Home- 


owners Association of Elk Grove Vil- 
Igage, a group formed last summer when 
residents became dissatisfied with fol- 
low-up repairs on their homes by Centex 
Corp. 


As a result of meetings between Centex 


and the homeowners, the construction 
firm changed its follow-up methods. 


Meetings were held once a month in 


the beginning and "it. was going well," 
according to Robert Calkins of Centex. 


Calkins acknowledged there was a 


"severe problem" with exterior paint in 
section 16, the planned unit development 
area west of Arlington Heights Road, but 
that many of the homes were repainted. 


He said there was some neglect to the 


homes, largely because of a personnel 
problem within the firm. A key employe 
became ill. 


As a result of the meetings with the 


homeowners and "our trying to correct a 
deficiency in the organization," Calkins 
said the firm created a new service posi- 
tion filled by Howard Sanderson, who 
was hired in August. 


New service procedures' have alle- 


viated major problems for new homes 
being built by the firm, he said.

Youngsters Learn Drug Habits 'From Parents9

"I don't know how much of this has 


any meaning to you. I can only say go 
home and look in your medicine cabi- 
net " 


That is where youngsters first learn 


how ot use marijuana and pills, Dr. Rob- 
ert Willford, elementary educator of psy- 
chology at Forest View Hospital in Des 
Plaines, told 50 Ridge School parents and 
teachers Tuesday night in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


After two hours of discussion with Will- 


ford on topics ranging from advertising 
to love, all related to drug taking, most 
of the parents there had already men- 
tally perused their medicine cabinets. 


Willford had accused them, as well as 


most parents today, of "popping a pill 
every time you want to get rid of a 
hurt" 


WILLFORD SAID, "People who care 


for themselves, have a realistic under- 
standing of life, and put everything in 
proper perspective, don't take drugs. 
-They don't have to. We deal with the 
people who are non-functional, who are 
not capable of this understanding." 


Claiming that we are going to live with 


drugs for the rest of our existence, Will- 


ford said that the problem now is accept- 
ing drug accessibility and teaching chil- 
dren not to abuse drugs. 
. 


He stressed a home atmosphere of 


open communication honesty, and the en- 
couragment of decision-making abilities 
at an early age. 


Willford traced the use of drugs by 


youngsters back to their babyhood and 
observances of parents. 


"The youngster learns by association 


that whenever you don't feel good you go 
to the bathroom and take a pill, and 15 
or 20 minutes later you're loving again," 
he said. 


THROWING OUT a few facts to point 


to parents as major drug users, the psy- 
chologist said: 


—One third of all drugs in the United 


States are sold to adults. 


—There are more women hooked on 


diet pills than there are people on heroin. 


—Alcohol is one of the most dangerous 


drugs on the market today — mostly con- 
sumed by adults. 


—The adult population represents the 


greatest number of addicts consuming 
the predominance of all drugs. 


Wilford contends that the home is still 


the major source in providing direction 
to yputh, but said that doing so was not 
easy.

Her car collided with another car driv- 


en by Pearl Sweeney, 35, of Chicago who 
was charged by Elk Grove Village police 
with failure to yield the right of way. 


Police reported that Mrs. Sweeney was 


making a left turn onto Elmhurst Road 
when she said a semi-trailer obstructed 
her vision. 


"Being a parent is not an easy job or a 


natural thing To raise a child in a 
healthy emotional environment is more 
delicate than 
any occupation in the 


world," he said 


But because it was a difficult job did 


not excuse parents' failures, according to 
Willford. 


"I WANT to impart the idea that we 


cannot take this responsibility and shirk 
it off onto kids. They are responding to 
attitudes and a value system imposed on 
them," he said. 


One of these values is that of taking a 


drug for every hurt. Willford said that in 
an experiment with Elk Grove Village 
youngsters last year, 32 out of 35 said the 
only way to get rid of a headache was 
taking aspirin. 


"We have failed to teach them the al- 


ternatives," he said 


Listing the alternatives that the young- 


sters- decided upon, Willford suggested 
asking a friend to rub your neck, laying 
down, using a cold rag, or going outside 
and taking a deep breath. 


"These are things that would get rid of 


a tension headache but we never try 
them anymore. And youngsters do have 


tension headaches," he said. 


"Kids have four times more to learn 


than kids did 20 years ago, but the same 
time in which to learn it," he said 


"THEY CAN'T handle it, so they begin 


to do what they see their parents do — 
take a pill to get rid of the hurt," he 
said. 


'Mrs. R. J. Strelau, a Ridge Seheol 


p a r e n t , questioned Willford's "pec- 
missiveness" with children. 


"Aren't we even supposed to express 


an opinion of what we believe is right or 
wrong?" she asked. 


W i l l f o r d encouraged some per- 


missiveness, open discussion and ex- 
pression of opinions as long as parents 
"knew as much as possible about the 
topic." 


He said that punishment only leads to 


"knowing it's wrong to do in front of 
mom and dad, but does not stop the ac- 
tion " 


Willford said the first step in rearing a 


child was "never to expect him to b* 
better than you are." 


He asked, "How have you taught your 


children to take pot and pills? Go home 
and look in your medicine cabinet," 
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Mental Illness Rare — Problems Prevalent

A witch hunt possibly ending in an exe- 


cution was the fate of the severely 
emotionally disturbed in the 18th centu- 
try. 


Treatment of the emotionally disturbed 


today is much more civilized, but some 
misconceptions still linger. Popular opin- 
ion often labels these people as "crazy" 
and envisions them living In the midst of 
bedlam in a mental institution. 


In reality, mental illness today is rare, 


according to Alan Raddatz, a psychiatric 
s o c i a l worker traitfed as a psy- 
chotherapist. "The emotionally disturbed 
•re, usually people jvho are experiencing 
emotional problems, not Illness. 


"I work with people who have prob- 


lems in living. They aren't happy and 
they would like to get something more 
out of life. And they would like to learn 
something about themselves that would 
ease their tension," said Raddatz. 


RADDATZ'S BASE OF operation is a 


two-room office attached to his home in 
Prospect Heights. A blazing ftteplace in 
the main room takes the chill out of 
black vinyl furniture and rough stone 


wall*. 


At one end of the room, glass doors 


frame a tall oak tree standing in front of 
a flock of wild dudes, drifting on the sur- 
face of a small lake. Shelves stretch 
across the entire length of the opposite 
wall, with books ranging from popular 
novels to scientific text books. 


Seated in front of the bookshelves, 


Raddatz can look out at the lake and eas- 
ily reach his reference materials. His fa- 
vorite is the "Prophet," a philosophic, 
religious book written by a Lebanese 
poet, Kahili Gibran. Raddatz said the 
book is the closest thing he has found to 
good general guidelines on living. 


Raddatz, a small compact man with a 


thick crop of hair and wire framed 
glasses, said he chose his profession be- 
cause he wanted to be a "man among 
men. I consider my profession the most 
interesting thing I have encountered in 
my life." 


"Pop Freudianism" and sensitivity 


training are denounced by Raddatz. He 
is a serious young man anxious to be 
"straight" and to avoid the hypocrisy 
som'etimes exhibited by his colleagues. 


BEFORE RADDATZ chose his career, 


he spent two years in college studying to 
be an accountant. He followed that with 
11 years of under-graduate through post- 
graduate study in psychotherapy. 


Psychotherapy is different from psy- 


chaitry in that the latter focuses on 
medicine to reduce or relieve phycholo- 
gical symptoms, according to Raddatz. 
"Medicdnte is useful in cases where the 
patient's ego is very battered. In such 
instances, I refer the patient to a psy- 
chiatrist." 


However, Raddatz prefers that his 


patients not be under the influence of 
medication because "they can't work 
with me as well then. Their mind and 
emotions are not working effectively, 
and they are not trying to examine them- 
selves to find their problem " 


Raddatz begins work with his patients 


by "learning who and what they are ... 
where their conflicts lie. I find out what 
solutions they have tried and what their 
resources are. Then I consider how they 
might act more effectively, possibly clos- 
ing down certadn avenues of behavior 


"AFTER THE DIAGNOSIS, I begin a

In these sessions the 
patient talks about himself in the present 
and in the past, and learns to understand 
himself by understanding his past." 


In general, Raddatz's patients are 


people who feel dissatisfied or unhappy 
with their lives. "Some can't function at 
work because they feel too anxious and 
frightened. Others are severely depr- 
essed and feel life isn't worth living." 


"In some cases a personal problem is 


interfering with a marital relationship. I 
believe the divorce rate is high because 
frightened. Others are deverely de- 
pressed and feel life isn't worth living. 


"It is essential that people learn to 


communicate their conflicts rather than 
to suppress them," said Raddatz. "And 
they must cease to construct fairy tales 
about an easy life. God never intended 
hfe to be easy. As it states in the "Pro- 
phet," 'as love crowns you, so shall you 
be crucified' " 


REWARDS IN l!lFE come from acting 


respnsibly and trying to do things right, 
according to Raddatz "Happiness is not 
what you experience on a high. It is a 


steady experience coming from a good 


and meaningful life. A life in which you 
love your fellow man without abusing 
him." 


Some people are reluctant to accept re- 


sponsibility because of inadequate train- 
ing in then- childhood, according to Rad- 
datz: "Under the guise of permissiveness 
some parents escape their obligation to 
set limits for then- children and demon- 
strate concern. Other children are re- 
stricted so much they never develop self- 
confidence. It is important that children 
have a sufficient display of love and dis- 
cipline." 


The home is not the only root of emo- 


tional disturbances. So is society at 
large, said Raddatz. "With the popu- 
lation boom, the business world and the 
philosophy on sex have become imper- 
sonal. The pace is faster and people no 
longer 'greet each other at the market 
place.' " 


"People are so busy with so many 


things, they don't have time to relax, 
love and play," added Raddatz, turning 
to look at the peaceful scene outside his 
glass doors.

do something their regular teacher 
doesn't allow. 


"1 learned fast the first couple of 


classes I subbed in," John Hentoz, a new 
substitute teacher in High School Dist. 
211, said. When kids brought radios and 
newspapers into the first class he was 
supervising, Hentoz picked out the mean- 
est and toughest looking kid who was dis- 
rupting the class and reprimanded him. 


"It was amazing how busy everybody 


suddenly got. But then, at the end of the 
period, I give the kids a few minutes to 
talk and they usually go out with a 
smile." 


SWAPPING SEATS and trying to con- 


vince the teacher it's ttove to go when it 
isn't, is normal conduct from a class 
with a substitute teacher. Despite pranks 
and antics, substitute teachers in Dist, 
211 think students are generally well be- 
haved, 


"They aren't like students used to be 


yean ago," Mrs. Fred Hohenhorst, a 
Palatine High School sub for 21 years, 
said. A self-described disciplinarian, she 
said kids today try to talk back to a sub 
more than they used to. 


But then she remembers some of to- 


day's Dist. 211 administrators who were 
in the classes she substituted in years 
ago: "Some of them were little devils, 
too, and look how they turned out." 


Dennis Paige, a Schaumburg resident 


who is a substitute at Conant, Schaum- 


burg and Fremd high schools, has a 
teaching certificate, and is waiting for a 
permanent opening: 


"You have to admit that learning 


doesn't come across that much in a class 
where the teacher is absent. I substitute 
teach now while I'm waiting for a per- 
manent job, but I think full-time teaching 
is better." 


MRS. TERRY LEIGHTY, a former 


physical education teacher at Palatine, 
thinks differently: "I find I have all the 
fun of teaching and not all the things I 
didn't like — like for instance giving out 
grades and making up reports." 


She is willing to substitute teach any 


class: "You certainly learn a lot from 
the kids. I find they can teach them- 
selves for a day, and I sometimes end up 
learning something, too." She substitutes 
in one of the Dist. 211 schools daily. 


A shortage of male substitute teachers 


for boy's physical education, vocational 
education, and some of the advanced 
math and science courses has prompted 
airline pilots to go into substitute teach- 
ing. Many cannot substitute for an entire 
week, but they are available part of the 
week. 


John Hentoz substitutes at the begin- 


ning of the week: "As a first-year pilot 
with owe of the airlines, my salary is 
about half what it should be, so I substi- 
tute teach to get more money. My airline 
is very helpful. If I'm on standby and get 
called to sub, they will usually let me 
go." 


HENTOZ FLIES from Chicago to 


Miami, Atlanta, Fort Lauderdale and 
Houston three days a week. Two or three 
days a week he substitutes at one of the 
four Dist. 211 schools: "The kids now 
know I'm a pilot, so at the end of class 
they usually spend some time asking me 


questions about it." 


Hentoz was also in the Air Force for 


seven years. "I didn't particularly like 
the military, but it wasn't like the hip- 
pies tell it, so I sometimes tell kids about 
my military career. I learned to fly in 
the An- Force. Before that, I was think- 
ing of being a teacher." 


Substitutes have favorite subjects they 


like to teach, though they sometimes get 
into classes they haven't had any experi- 
ence with. 


"I've taught just about everything," 


Mrs. Hohenhorst said When she began 
substituting for Dist. 211, she was the 
only substitute teacher in the district. 


NOW, WITH A few men on the substi- 


tute list, the district tries to have men in 
the boy's physical education classes and 
industrial arts classes. 


"When I'm ra a foreign language class, 


I usually keep my mouth shut," Mrs. Ho- 
henhorst said. "I let the kids pronounce 
the words. If I do, I bring the house 
down with laughter." 


Regular teachers usually leave lesson 
plans for their substitutes, though the 
district does not require dairy lesson 
plans be turned in 


When <a regular teacher is going to be 


absent for any length of time, a substi- 
tute with a major in that subject is usu- 
ally brought in. 


Dist. 211 substitute teachers like the 


central system for contacting substitutes 
which began this year. They will get only 
orte phone call in the morning from the 
central office instead of several from dif- 
ferent principals each of whom was re- 
sponsible for obtaining his own substi- 
tutes in past years. 


"Of course, it all boils down to one bas- 


ic thing," 
one substitute chuckled. 


"When a teacher is absent they need 
someone in the classroom with the kids. 
You can call it high-priced babysitting if 
you want, but I like to think I'm doing 
something for the district. And some- 
times the kids do end up learning some-

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Going To Damascus?Keep Cameras Hidden 


by JOAN DEPPA 


DAMASCUS, Syria (UPI) - This is 


one of the places in the world where the 
smart tourist leaves his camera in his 
suitcase. 


Cameras make the populace and Syr- 


ian police nervous. 


The shutterbug who points his lens at 


the colorful throngs in the streets of 
Damascus or tries to photograph the sun- 
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drenched courtyard of the Omayyad 
Mosque, which houses the tomb of St. 
John the Baptist, may find himself inter- 
rogated about his political views and po- 
litely escorted out of the country. 


That problem may one day disappear 


because there are plenty of signs Syria is 
preparing for a tourist boom once peace 
arrives in the Middle East. 


A new, ultra-modern airport, built at a 


cost of $4 million was opened this year. 
It has the only runways in the entire re- 
gion capable of handling jumbo jets. 


THE FIRST REGULARLY scheduled 


service to Damascus, by a Western air- 
line was inaugurated this fall by Pan 
American World Airways, with flights 
each Wednesday from Paris via Beirut 
to the new Syrian airfield. 


Damascus hotels are equipped with 


government-produced leaflets in English 
which contain a map of the city and brief 
descriptions of such sights as Ael Azem 
Palace with its mossaic facades and the 
Church of St. Paul, built at the point on 
the Damascus wall where the Apostle 
was let down from a window to escape 
his Roman and Jewish pursuers. 


More and more Damascenes, whose 


second language has been French since 
the days when Syria was part of the 
French colonial empire, are learning 
English. 


Shopkeepers in the souk or native mar- 


ket in the old section oMhe city are more 
than ready to conduct their bargaining in 
English, although they do it in the tradi- 
tional Arab style — completing no busi- 


ness until they have offered their cus- 
tomers some refreshment. It is consid- 
ered an insult to Arab hospitality to re- 
fuse and the soft drink or strong coffee is 
usually more than welcome in the Syrian 
heat. 


MANY TAXI drivers know as much 


English as their counterparts in Paris or 
Rome — that is, enough to understand 
directions and to quote their fare but not 
enough to carry on a conversation — and 
a few speak it fluently. The same is true 
for waiters and hotel clerks, although it 
usually seems simpler for all to commu- 
nicate in French. 


The sights to be seen ]ust walking 


along a street make a stranger learn to 
snap pictures — veiled women and tur- 
baned men mixing with crowds in West- 


ern style dress; coffee sellers who carry 
ornate urns on their backs and dispense 
the drink through long slim spigots; don- 
keys laden with fruits and vegetables; 
horse carts with jangling bells wending 
their way through the heavy traffic of 
cars, taxis and buses. 


Then there are the splendors of the 


city and the region — the delicate min- 
arets and low domes of the El TeWyeh 
Mosque built in 1554 to shelter the der- 
vishes, the even older Omayyad Mosque 
built in 705; the village of Ma'Loula per- 
ched on a dramatic rocky terrace where 
the people still speak the old Aramaic 
language in which Christ preached, and 
the monastery of Sednaya which contains 
an icon of the Virgin Mary said to have 
been painted by St. Luke 


Puppets Used For Pediatric Therapy 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Puppets 


usually perform on the stage, in small 
cubicles at state fairs, and on television, 
but the University of California, San 
Francisco Medical Center, uses them for 
pediatric therapy. 


The new program helps to ease young 


patients' fears and tensions. It's called 
"Puppet Therapy." 


Under the guidance of Judy (Mrs. Wil- 


liam Hinrichs), the program focuses on 
youngsters being prepared for cardiac 
surgery and may soon be expanded to 
serve all children facing other types of 
surgery. 


She started the program during her 


volunteer service days in a Chicago hos- 
pital. 


"The idea is to prepare youngsters for 


what happens in cardiac catherization," 
she explained, "when he or she should be 
spending two hours in a strange room, 
hearing strange noises and seeing only 
strangers. And that's scary." 


Mrs. Hinrichs and Mrs. Cecil Free are 


assigned to the program on a call basis. 


"I JUST LIVE a few minutes from the 


hospital," said Mrs. Hinrichs, "and when 
they need me, they telephone me and I 
come in " 


She works with children from four 


years of age and up after consultation 
with doctors and nurses. The puppets are 
designed and made by Mrs. Hinrichs to 
represent a doctor, a nurse and two chil- 
dren. The doctor wears a green surgical 
gown and mask to help clue the child on 
what to expect during the hospital stay. 


Each puppet gets the name of the child 


patient She tells the youngster that 
"Suzie, (the puppet) will have an oper- 
ation like yours." 


Later in the interview the child plays 


himself and is told what to expect: blood 
pressure readings, blood tests, the shot 


before going upstairs on a rolling cart, 
the elevator, the hall outside the oper- 
ating room, anesthesia and a stethos- 
cope. Then the child is told where he'll 
be taken after the operation, perhaps to 
an intensive care unit or the recovery 
room. 


Mrs. Hinrichs also designed and uses a 


miniature operating table, a stethoscope 
so the child can listen to his own heart, a 
real 
anesthesia 
mask, 
an intensive 
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care unit complete with miniature in- 
travenous feeding tubes, drains, a res- 
pirator and electrocardiogram machine 
that makes a real "bleeping" sound. 


Before she interviews a child, Mrs. 


Hinrichs makes it a point to check the 
head nurse to double check procedures 
and be positive that she says the right 
thing. 


"IF I TELL a child something will 


happen and it doesn't," she said, "that 


child is really disappointed, 
really 


crushed. A child wants to know about his 
bandages, how many days he'll be in the 
hospital, when he'll see his parents, when 
he can eat and whether he'll be thirsty or 
not." 


Studies have shown that children given 


puppet therapy exhibit less emotional 
disturbance during catheterization and 
that they are more willing to return to 
the hospital for further treatment 
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Large 6Slum City' Improving Its Image

CIU D A D 
NETZAHUALCOYOTL, 


MEXICO (UPI) - In Cludad Netza- 
haualcoyotl, Mexico's fourth largest city, 
the water cornea on around 9 p.m., no 
one ventures Into the street after 10 p.m., 
and the last bus from Mexico City gets in 
at 11 p.m. 


During the June-to-Scptember rain 


season, the unpaved, unlit streets be- 
come ugly canals. Islands of putrid gar- 
bage form nests for swarms of rats. In 
the dry season, the dust is so thick you 
can only gee a few feet ahead. 


Situated just east of Mexico City on the 


former lakebed of Lake Texcoco, Ciudad 
Netzahualcoyotl (pronounced see'-oodahd 
nets'-ahwalh-coh-yodel), with a popu- 
l a t i o n conservatively estimated at 
650,000, is the largest single slum in the 
Western hemisphere. 


"Don't die in Ciudad Netzahualcoyotl," 


runs a sample of the inhabitants morbid 
humor, "because there are no cemeter- 
ies." (the dead are buried in nearby 
towns). 


BUT DEATH IS ever-present. Three 


out of every four babies manage to sur- 
vive. Even the survivors must learn ear- 
ly how to defend themselves for the rest 
of their lives. An average of one person 
is murdered every day. 


Most of the male population carries 


some kind of weapon and teenage gangs 
abound. Police officials point out that the 
crime rate has been rising almost as 
spectacularly as the city's mushrooming 
population. 


Promiscuity is also a problem and sex 


crimes rank third after theft and homi- 
cide There is one policeman for every 
10,000 residents and even the police 
know better than to walk the streets af- 
ter 10 p.m. 


It was only eight months ago that the 


city received electricity not robbed from 
adjacent parts of Mexico City by the 
residents themselves. 


Francisca Aguilar de Camaeho, a nine- 


year resident of Ciudad, Netzahualcoyotl, 
told UPI that before electricity was put 
in the inhabitants used lanterns and can- 
dles for light. 


"THE WATER RUNS only at night and 


it's full of dirt. We have to strain it first 
and then boil it several times before us- 
ing it," she said. 


"The only thing we had here when I 


moved in were buses," Mrs. Camaeho 
continued. "We had to go to Mexico City 
to buy food, because we didn't even have 
a market. Nine years ago it was death to 
live here," 


But Ciudad Netzahualcoyotl is finally 


attacking its problems, eyen though most 
experts say it will be at1 least 20 years 


before much progress will be visible. 


The electrification of the city is sched- 


uled for completion by next June. And an 
ambitious $33.6 million drainage and po- 
table water program has been announced 
for 1971. 


Mayor Gonzalo Bare-lain Diaz, 58, an 18- 


year resident of the city who has been in 
office less than a year, exudes con- 
fidence. "These people are helping them- 
selves and we finally have leadership in 
the state capital," he said. 


BARQUIN DIAZ referred to new Gov. 


Carlos Hank Gonzalez, who has promised 
to resolve all of the problems of his popu- 
lous problem-city by the end of his six- 
year term. Even though the city is so 
close to Mexico City, it still belongs to 
the State of Mexico. 


The story of how Ciudad Netzahualco- 


yotl came to be is a sordid one. The area 
was opened up to development in ]945, 


much of the land being turned over with- 
out restriction as gifts to friends of the 
then President Manuel Avila Camaeho. 


Barquin Diaz explained: "Some of 


these developers sold their lots when 
there still was no law. The land was dirt 
cheap up until 10 years ago and the pay- 
ments very comfortable — ideal for poor 
people who couldn't find housing in Mexi- 
co City. 


It wasn't until 1963 that the govern- 


ment imposed housing laws on the Ciu- 
dad Netzahualcoyotl developers. Since 
then, they have been required to provide 
water, drainage, electricity, curbs, and 
dirt roads. Only two per cent of the city's 
roads are paved.

"The people of Ciudad Netzahualcoyotl 


will be asked to contribute to these im- 
provements," the mayor said. "We esti- 
mate that they will have to pay about 30 


pesos, $2.40 a month, per family. 


"I'm' sure we are going to overcome 


our problems," he said, "because the 
governor is an honest man who does 
what he promises and already we are 
able to see the results of his work."

East Germans are being warned that 


the desire to possess luxuries is the mark 


of a "Spiesser" — the German equiva- 


lent of Babbitt — and is uncompatible 
with a Socialist personality.

vision sets, washing machines, all these 
are chains that keep revolutionaries

from freeing the world proletariat, ac- 
cording to the current party line. What's 
more, the lust for them could cause a 
worker to steal or neglect his obligations. 


Judging from the propaganda cam- 


paign carried on by the Communist party 
the worst Babbitt of all is the one who 
lords it over his neighbor because he 
owns an automobile. 


"WHO OWNS whom?" asked the East 


B e r l i n newspaper Berliner Zeitung. 
"Does the automobile possess the owner 
or the owner the automobile?" 


The Communist warning that there is 


more to life than possessions reveals two 
things about the state of the East Ger- 
man economy. 


It has the highest standard of living in 


the Soviet bloc. The average Czech earns 
only 95 per cent as much as the average 
East German and the average Russian 
only 88 per cent as much. 


But despite this prosperity all the 


needs and wants of East Germans can 
not be satisfied. 


Hence the constant repetition of Soc- 


rates' adage' "We don't live to eat, but 
we eat to live." 


KARL MARX, the German founder of 


the modern Socialist movement, said the 
same thing more verbosely and vaguely 
and he is being quoted, too. 


Automobiles are bearing the brunt of 


the attack on would-be Babbitts because 


they are beyond the reach of the average 
person. 


For example, only one East German in 


18 has an automobile compared to one in 
five in West Germany. And it takes from 
one to four years to get delivery on a 
new Moskowitsch or' Wartburg. Used 
cars are in such demand that an ancient 
Volkswagen can bring 12,000 marks 
($3,260). 


Dr. Hajo Herbell, assistant editor of 


the Neues Deutschland, official Commu- 
nist party newspaper, said it would be 
best if possessions were held collectively. 


BUT HE SAID since this is not possible 


"every Socialist must be unpretentious in 
the sense of the rejection of an alien 
'prosperity' and 'consumer ideology' of 
showing off, of possessing things at all 
costs. 


"We expect Socialists, revolutionaries, 


to devote their hearts first of all to then1 


revolutionary work, whatever form 
it 


may take. And above all that they devote 
their hearts to unity with the collective, 
with the others. 


"We do not expect them to differ- 


entiate themselves through so-called stat- 
us symbols. 


"The chains of which we are speaking 


may be shining, they may look good. But 
they are chains which could hinder us 
from stepping out in the revolutionary 
march."

The convention hotels will be the 350- 


room Trelawney Beach Hotel, being built 
by Trelawney Hotels Ltd., and the 400- 
room Jamaica Village Hotel. The latter 
is being built by Investment Properties 
International, a wholly-owned subsidiary 
of the Geneva-based Investors Overseas 
Service, the -world's largest financial 
planning organization. 


In addition, some 2,000 villas, bun- 


galows and condominium apartments 
will be constructed at New Falmouth. 


A full complement of sports facilities is 


also planned, including two international 
golf courses, a yacht club and marina, 
beach clubs and lawn tennis courts.

From the smallest courtyards in town- 


house developments to commercial and 
industrial sites, parks and country clubs, 
there are areas planned for outdoor en- 
joyment. 


These images of open space and char- 


acter are created by landscape archi- 
tects like those of Novak, Carlson and 
Associates in Rolling Meadows.. They 
have also 'Worked at schools, hospitals 
and other public buildings throughout'Il- 
linois and several other states. 


Principals of the company are Paul M. 


Novak, president, who does most of the 
financial planning, and Hal. A. Carlson, 
vice president. Both are graduates of the 
University of Illinois earning bachelor 
degrees in landscape architecture. 


Home for the Novak, Carlson firm is in 


what used to be a single-family residence 
at 4000 Industrial Ave. The informality of 
the remodeled home is also reflected in 
the landscaping of the front lawn. 


Discussing the work involved in site 


planning, Carlson said they begin with a 
visit to the site to see the topography, 
plant life and other 
characteristics. 


"Some you get the feeling for immediate- 
ly, and others take longer," he said. "We 
may make 10 or 20 different schemes be- 
fore coming up with the right one." 


Then the architect makes a design con- 


ception and meets with the property own- 
ers to design working drawings and spec- 
ifications. "We then contact bidders and 
prepare contracts and supervise the 
work," said Carlson. "We work with con- 
sultants in other fields to design foun- 
tains, bridges and other specialized parts 
of the operation." 


Asked what determines the design of 


site plans, Carlson said, "We try to stay 
compatible with the architecture in the 
project and with the area we're working 
in. You like to have the feeling that it all 
belongs together." 


"We can control views with land- 


scaping," he continued. ."If we get into 
the project earlyenough, we site (or lo- 
cate on the property) the building, if 
there is one involved. We work either as

a consultant for the architect or directly 
for the owner. 


"We show customers slides and pic- 


tures of our work, and they can visit the 
sites where we've done site planning," 
said Carlson. 


Carlson does not like to follow the rules 


at every site. "There are basic precepts 
in landscape architecture, but for the 
most part, it has to be creative," he said. 
"Walkways, paving and gravel are also 
part of the landscaping, but there's still 
nothing,like a green lawn." 


A variety of forms and experiences in 


the heights and textures of plantings is 
ideal; according to Carlson. This variety 
was incorporated in the design of the 
Rock Island site of Modern Woodmen of 
America Insurance Co., for which the 
Novak and Carlson firm recently won an 
award in landscape architecture from 
the American'Association 4 of Nursery- 
men. 


Carlson likes to work with people who 


care about the landscaping of their prop- 
erty and the image they project through 
this medium. "There was a time when 
you went by a factory and you knew it 
by its drab image. Now they want to do 
something else. The same thing is true in 
the 
large residential developments. 


People want a building they can be 
proud of." 


More than a company image can be 


involved in the landscaping of an indus- 
trial or commercial property, according 
to Carlson. "We like to suggest area to 
be developed for employes," he said. 
"For example, there's an area for em- 
ployes to eat their lunch and enjoy the 
outdoors in the Chemplex plant in Roll- 
ing Meadows, and an interior court in 
the Universal Oil Products Building 
under construction in Des Plaines. It's 
one of the advantages of working in the 
suburbs where employes have a chance 
to sit and talk in quiet." 


One of the largest sites being devel- 


oped by Novak, Carlson is a new state 
park on the site of the old Edgewater 
Country Club in Chicago, for which they 
serve as architectural consultants. Carl- 
son said more people are becoming con- 
cerned with public parks as they dis- 
cover the lack of such areas in Illinois, 
compared to other states. 


The key problem is the purchase of the 


land, said Carlson. "Many towns are try- 
ing to do this, but they need the money. 
There is -generally apathy unless the 
parks directly affect residents."

"Are women constitutionally stronger 


than men? 


"Are they emotionally more resilient9 
"Are women more intelligent than 


men? 


"Undoubtedly they are. These are not 


argumentable points." 


So said Dr. Ashley Montagu, an anth- 


ropologist, as he spoke at Maine South 
High School Tuesday night on the "Natu- 
ral Superiority of Women." 


Montagu, along with Ann Matasar of 


Mundeleln College, gave the second lec- 
ture in an eight part series on the "Odys- 
sey of Man Into the 70's," sponsored by 
the Maine Adult Evening School and For- 
est Hospital in DCS Plaines. 


Montagu told the audience of a little 


more than 100 people that women are, 
over-all, the superior of the two sexes 


"The female is constitutionally strong- 


er than the male because she must bear 
the young of the species. She, as opposed 
to the male, must be preserved to bear

and care for offspring and thereby con- 
tinue the species. A male can die after 
impregnating the female and the species 
can still go on." 


MEN, MONTAGU admitted, do have 


more muscular power. They can jump 
higher, run faster and hit harder but 
they die sooner than women because 
they have a higher metabolism rate 
which they need to remain stronger, A 
man burns himself up more rapidly than 
a woman, according to Montagu. 


"It is a myth that men work them- 


selves to death while their women sit 
around on chaise lounges," Montagu 
said 


' ' W o m e n work infinitely harder 


than men. They do so many more 
chores and more strenuous activity. 
When a man is home for three days with 
the kids he's exhausted but a woman 
works constantly." 


Montagu called a man's physical 


strength a terrible handicap He said a 
man falls back on his brawn rather than 
his brain — that's why he's more prone 
to violence. 


"Take a group of children on a play- 


ground," he said. "While the girls stand 
around and treat each other like civilized 
people, the boys run around punching 
and pushing kids." 


And Montagu defended the emotional 


aspect of a woman. He called weeping a 
natural way of restoring a person's 
equilibrium and because society allows 
women to cry they are more likely to be 
better balanced individuals. Men, who 
are not supposed to cry, take out their 
emotions in other ways, he said, like 
acne, wheezing lungs and colitis. 


HE ADDED several other attributes of 


women which make them superior to 
men. 


"A male is so dumb he calls in- 


telligence intuition. A woman can give 
the proper response to a situation. She 
knows when her husband tells her he's 
been out with the boys he's jreally been 
out with the girls Men call logic in- 
tuition. And women notice more things 
than a man does. They pick up clues and 
men call this gossip. Men never gossip — 
they just investigate rumors." 


Matasar, a political science instructor 


from Mundelein College in Chicago, told 
the audience that the biological differ- 
ences between sexes no longer pre- 
determines one's role in society. 


She said strides have been made to 


make women co-equal with men but 
something is missing. 


"To me constitution is not just biologi- 


cal as Dr. Montagu refers to it, but a 
political constitution And we must ask 
ourselves how we can change our envi- 
ronment We must have positive political 
success." 


Matasar continued to speak forcefully 


about the need for women to organize

into a movement to force decision 
makers to change things in society. 


"BIOLOGICAL FACTS, good will, ur- 


gency and needs and demands are not 
enough to bring a change in women's 
status," she said. "Women who refuse to 
believe their roles are determined by so- 
cial custom and refuse to think they 
can't win must band together and force 
social change " 


Matasar said the women's liberation 


movement now is too fragmented, lacks 
a recognized leader or group of leaders 
and lacks a unified goal to be successful. 


"The women's liberation movement 


must establish one overall group with 
designated leaders. Those leaders must 
be people who will be heard and the 
group must establish a step by step plan 
of political attack. They must stop fight- 
ing over ultimate results, form an ideolo- 
gy and tighten their ranks. Then the lib- 


eration movement can be successful." 


DURING A QUESTION and answer pe- 


riod following the lecture Matasar reaf- 
firmed her position that the problem of 
women in our society is political. 


"I assume the difference between men 


and women is political and the solution 
to this difference is political. I don't care 
if women are biologically constitutionally 
superior to men. Unless they're at least 
co-equal in society the problem is politi- 
cal." 


Matasar added, "The question that is 


important is not that brains are larger or 
smaller but that they're being used." 


Her audience applauded and Montagu 


agreed with her stand as he ended the 
program. "The one important thing we 
should remember is that we must treat a 
person as a human being — not as a 
member of a group. We should live and 
love as one."

utrimc insurance are getting robbed, 
"Svorkers with medical insurance are be- 
:'coming ill, and so on 


fc. That sort of thing is undermining the 
'very foundation of our underwriting sys- 
.'tem. 


Our insurance system, as everyone 


, -knows, was founded on tbe principle of 
' Insuring you against catastrophes that 
;iever happen. 
'• IT OPERATES ON the assumption 
that most of the robbery victims will be 


• workers who don't have anything worth 
'stealing, that most of the medical ex- 
'penses will be incurred by healthy mo- 
torists and that the bulk of tbe traffic 
accidents will be caused by merchants 
who don't own cars. 


The Insurance companies don't have 


much patience with people who insist on 
collecting the benefits their policies pro- 
vide, and I don't blame them. 


If the time ever comes when a large 


"percentage of the policyholders actually 


need the insurance on which they pay 
premiums, then it is obvious that the sys- 
tem no longer will work. 


Let us say, for example, that you wish 


to take out insurance against being per- 
forated by woodpeckers. 


If you happen to live in a desolate area 


where no woodpeckers have been seen 
for at least SO years — fine. No problem. 
Nearly any agent who handles wood- 
pecker insurance will happily write you a 
policy. 


But suppose you move to a wooded 


area where woodpeckers abound. Again 
no problem. 


ANYTIME A woodpecker vents you, 


you simply have the aperture plugged at 
your own expense. That keeps you in the 
good graces of the insurance company, 
which might otherwise cancel your pol- 
icy. 


Paying your own insurance benefits 


also has another advantage: It helps 
keep your premiums low. Let's face it — 
if you run to the insurance company ev- 
ery time you are impaled by a wood- 
pecker, the premiums soon will be so 
high you can't afford to keep the policy 
anyway. 


The only other alternative is insurance 


insurance. That is, you take out a policy 
that insures you against having your oth- 
er policy canceled.

Al- 
most anything in grotesque excess can 
be harmful, Including oxygen, sunshine, 
exercise and any naturally occurring 
foods, not to mention alcohol, tobacco 
and coffee.

Women On Pro Bowling Tour?

NEW YORK - (NBA) -Being rated 


the best woman bowler in America may 
be pleasing to the ego, but so far it has 
done little to fill even the most petite of 
pocketbooks. 


Dotty Fothergltl has been the best 


woman bowler in the country the last 
three years, yet she has made less mon- 
ey for all her victories than Don Johnson 
did last spring when he won a single 
tournament — the Tournament of Cham- 
pions — and $25,000. 


So Dotty, 25, 5-foot-2, 105 pounds and 


lefthanded, filed an application to join 
the Professional Bowlers Association 
Tour, which has been known to reward 
20th-place ftnisrters with checks for 
$1,000, the same amount she was winning 
for finishing first in one of the Infrequent 
women's tournaments. 


The PBA rejected her application on 


the grounds she did not meet their quali- 
fications, (she hadn't bowled in • sanc- 
tioned league in three years, for one 


thing) but carefully avoided any mention 
of her sex. Dotty, meanwhile, has been 
saying that the PBA's reasoning is a lot 
of chauvinistic fine print, and the real 
reason she was rejected was precisely 
because of her sex. 


The PBA, she believes, doesn't want a 


woman on its tour, even if she is the best 
woman bowler in the country and better 
than some of the men. So Dotty hired a 
lawyer, and he filed a $2.5 million law- 
suit in Common Pleas Court in Akron, 
contending that the PBA is depriving her 
of making a sufficient living as a pro 
bowler because she is a woman. 


The PBA is preparing its legal answer 


and some time before the $77,777 Show- 
boat Invitational Tournament in Las 
Vegas the court will decide whether or 
not another frame will be added to the 
game. 


"The thing that has disturbed me most 


in all of this is the thinking of the touring 
pros," said Dotty, a native of North At- 
tlebore, Mass. 


"I've talked to a tot of them about the 


situation and, in some cases, I might as 
well be talking to a brick wall. Others 
listen to me and nod their heads and try 
to be sympathetic. But I know what 
they're thinking. They're thinking I'm 
crazy. 


"A lot of pros have told me, 'Now lis- 


ten, Dotty, if it were only you it wouldn't 
be bad at all. But if you get in, how 
many other women are going to try to do 
the same thing? It would be some mess 
if we had a couple dozen girls on the tour 
with us. What would we tell our wives?' 
And I tell them, 'What do you tell your 
wives about the girls who travel the tour 
now and don't bowl?' 


"Other pros tell me, 'Dotty, having a 


woman on the tour is going to create all 
kinds of problems. How are you going to 
dress in the paddock with all the rest of 
us? We're going to have to spend all 
kinds of money getting separate facilities 
for you.' I tell them, 'I don't have to 
dress in any paddocks, and I'm a big 
enough girl now to take care of myself.' 
It's all a lot of nonsense." , 


Dotty already has beaten many of the 


PBA's top money-winners in exhibition' 
matches. Among her victims were Jim 
Stefanich (by 115 pins), Dick Weber (by 
105), Billy .Hardwick (by 113) and Dick, 
Ritger (by 79), all in three-game sets. 


The one thing Dotty has avoided men- 


tioning in her cause is Women's Liber- 
ation. She does not have Betty Friedan 
or Bella Abzug waiting in the wings for 
vocal support, nor has she read a single 
line of Kate Millett's "Sexual Politics" 
for moral support. Her campaign has not 
been dramatized by a single charred and 
smoldering brassiere. 


"Funny thing is, I don't nave the sup- 


port of top many women," said Dotty. 
"Women bowlers are peculiar. You're 
one of them until you get real good. Then 
they drop you. They're not afraid of your 
ability like men are, but they're envious. 
That's why I stopped bowling in women's 
teagutes. I didn't have too many friends 
after awhile."

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India Trying To End 'Untouchability'

XEW DELHI (UPD-The Indian gov- 


ernment led by Prime Minister Mrs. In- 
dira Gandhi Is making another effort to 
wipe out once and for all the practice of 
untouchability. 


It is no easy task; India has been 


unable to accomplish it in 23 years of 
freedom under a constitution that forbids 
it 


In an emotional address to the Indian 


parliament, Mrs, Gandhi said the mam 
reason for "this continuing social mal- 
ady" was the traditional attitudes which 
had been deeply Ingrained over many a 
century. She urged parliament to remind 
the people that th» campaign against un- 
touchabillty should be treated as a na- 
tional campaign. 


From time to time, cases of alleged 


tormenting of "untouchables" — mostly 
from rural districts — are reported in 
the 
Indian press: Untouchables' 
villages 


have been burned, their children mas- 
sacred in front of their parents and low 
caste people have been segregated in vil- 


are the lowest of the four varnas (colors) 
into which Hindus are divided according 
to the code of Manu, which was written 
around 100 to 300 A D to define rules of 


domestic conduct and ceremony. 


The four classifications: 
Brahmins 


(priestly caste), Kshatriyas (warriors), 
Vaishyas (traders) and Shudras (untou- 


The prime minister, deploring these 


"most shameful" acts, called for more 
stringent laws against the practice of un- 
touchability. 


There are more than 80 million untou- 


vhablcs in India today, and their plight is 
little better than it was before the coun- 
try achieved independence in 1947, al- 
though the practice now is confined 
mostly to rural areas

NEW YORK (UPI) - A chamber 


where "Rock of Ages" once rang clear 
now vibrates with rock music of the 70s 
blaring from electronic amplifiers. 


The scene is the former Manhattan 


Baptist 
Church, now the home of 


Mediasound, an independent recording 
studio. 


The studio has become one of the "hot- 


test" in New York, recording hundreds 
of artists for independent record com- 
panies or "labels," television specials 
and commercials 


Every day miles of multitrack magnet- 


ic tape winds ,its way through Scully 
recorders to capture the sounds of music 
styles by performers like the Fifth Di- 
mension, Judy Collins, Changing Scene 
and Richie Havens. Hundreds of hours of 
television commercials are also recorded 
there. 


"The church was a natural for us," 


said Harry Hirsch, the company presi- 
dent. "For years musicians and vocalists 
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have been recording in studios that are 
as sterile-looking as hospitals. The envi- 
ronment was missing and most of these 
studios 'turnoff creative people " 


In redesigning the church into a mod- 


ern studio, Hirsch tried to keep as much 
of the church atmosphere as possible. 
The main studio of four is the former 
chapel. While it is now equipped with 
glassed-in control rooms and assorted 
microphones, cables and musical in- 
struments, the stained glass windows 
and 35-feet-high vaulted ceiling were left 
intact. 


The studio's recording rooms, disc cut- 


ting and mixing rooms are crammed 
with upwards of a million dollars worth 
of electronic equipment, mainly multi- 
track recorders. Hirsch explained that 
the 4-8-12-and 16-track recorders are used 
to capture "the first generation of an art- 
ist's enthusiasm" which is then blended 
and refined down to a 2-track finished 
product.

By tradition, the untouchables are re- 


stricted to such occupations as sweepers 
(scavengers), 
cobblers, 
taxidermists, 


barbers and launderers. 


It is impossible to exaggerate the ex- 


tent to which rules for maintaining the 
social distance between various castes 
were made in Indian society until very 
recent times. 


The whole set of gradations prescribed 


among castes was based on the idea of 
the purity of the Brahmin and the utter 
impurity of the Shudra. 


Most 
fantastic 
was 
the popular 


belief that the breath, or even the shad- 
ow, of an untouchable would pollute an- 
other person. In some places, untou- 
chables were required to wear gauze 
masks over their mouths so that their 
lowly breath would not pollute the atmos- 
phere. 


In the effort to eliminate the practice 


of untouchability, the Indian constitution 
sets aside the untouchables certain privi- 


leges or reservations in government 
posts 
and 
in educational institutions 


to protect 
them 
from 
social in- 


justice and exploitation 


Seats for untouchables in parliament 


and state assemblies are reserved (77 
seats in the 521-member lower house of 
parliament and 505 of the 3,563 seats in 
state assemblies) 


The Indian intelligentsia, by and 


large, is opposed to the evil practice of1 
untouchability. Such leaders as the late 
Mahatma Gandhi, Jawaharlal Nehru and 
Dr B R. Ambedkar (himself born untou-,, 
chable and one of the principal architects 
of the Indian constitution) all denounced- 
the practice of untouchability. Gandhh 
called the untouchables "God's people." 
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The current dispute over John 


S e x t o n Sand & Gravel Corp's 
land-fill project on the Des Plaines 
River north of Des Plaines has 
helped point out some weaknesses 
in county and state flood laws and 
confusion on the part of some offi- 
cials in enforcing those laws.

According to John C. Guillou, 


head of the waterways division, his 
agenda does not regulate construc- 
tion on flood plains unless the af- 
fected area becomes part of the 
river channel at flood stages.

from a Paddock Publications re- 
porter, sent an inspector to the 


site. He found no violations of 
county zoning laws. 


We have to agree with Sexton 


that its critics are guessing about 
possible damage that could result 
from eliminating the floodplain. 
That does not mean, however, that 
the company should be allowed to 
fill at will. According to Guillou, 
it would cost $1,500 to $2,000 to 
study the effects of Sexton's flood 
plain operation. That would be a 
relatively small investment in view 
of possible damage. 


In our opinion, construction on 


floodplains of rivers and streams 
has been a contributor to flooding 
problems in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. The county, needs to review 
its laws to tighten' regulations in 
line with what has been done by 
some local municipalities and oth- 
er Illinois counties.

ry students in the district to Willow 
Grove School in Buffalo Grove next year. 


Currently all students attend Kildeer 


School in Long Grove, the lone school in 
Dist. 96. The school is overcrowded how- 
ever, and split shifts were started in the 
elementary grades this fall. The situation 
will be remedied around the start of 1971 
when Wallow Grove opens. 


Air Ambulance Could Save Lives

Traffic accidents are causing one per- 


sonal Injury or death every 17 minutes 
around the clock, 365 days a year in 
suburban Cook County. Last year, 31,561 
persons were Injured on highways in 
Cook County (outside the City of Chi- 
cago), and 288 persons were killed in 
highway accidents. This year, the record 
will be even more grim. Since 1963, fatal, 
accidents in suburban Cook County have 
risen 34 per cent and personal injury ac- 
cidents have risen 48 per cent. 


Recent studies by both military and ci- 


vilian groups show that many deaths and 
permanently crippling injuries can be 
eliminated by using helicopters to airlift 
victims from the scene of an accident 
directly to the hospital emergency room 
and surgery. 


Undoubtedly, the most dramatic ex- 


ample of using helicopters to save lives 
is the Vietnam war. Today, no soldier in 
the battlefield is more than 35 minutes 
away from a medical facility capable of 
giving life-saving treatment. Sharp re- 
ductions in wartime fatality rates have 
taken place by using helicopters to rapid- 
ly airlift trained medical technicians 
to the 
battlefield 
where initial aid 


is administered and then to transport 
wounded personnel quickly to a modern 
surgical unit. In Vietnam, 90 per cent of 
the wounded are evacuated by helicop- 
. ter. In 1968, more than 250,000 wounded 
men were moved this way. The per- 
centage of men dying from wounds after 
reaching a hospital in Vietnam is 2.3 
per cent. This contrasts sharply with a 
death rate of 4.5 per cent experienced 
during World War II. 


THIS EXPERIENCE in saving lives in 


military combat is now being applied to 
saving lives on the highways at home. 
. S e v e r a l helicopter ambulance ex- 
perimental programs have been con- 
ducted and some cities are now offering 
helicopter ambulance service on a regu- 
lar basis. 


A helicopter ambulance program con- 


ducted by the Ohio State University Col- 
fege of Medicine, Ohio Army National 
Guard and Ohio Highway Patrol from 
November, 1967, to May, 1970, clearly re- 
veals the benefits that are possible. In 
general, only those persons with critical 
illnesses or injuries that required Inflight 
treatment were carried by the medical 
helicopter. From a total of 50 patients 
carried, 25 were moved dirtectly from the 
scene of an accident to Ohio State Uni- 
versity Hospital and 25 were critical 
transfers from community hospitals. A 
surgeon was carried on each flight, along 
with equipment for emergency medical 
care and special radio equipment to per- 
mit 
dhA>ct voice communication with 


both the Ohio Highway Patrol and Uni- 
versity Hospital personnel. 


The most outstanding result of this pro- 


gram was revealed by Dr. Stuart Rob- 
erta of Ohio State University in a paper 


presented to the American Surgical Asso- 
ciation: "The assessment of specific 
medical benefit of this project is docu- 
mented by patients who arrived alive (at 
the hospital) who otherwise would have 
been dead on arrival — by the usual 
means. There are 13 patients in this cate- 
gory; they were either not breathing, 
had voluminous secretions, cardiac ar- 
rest, or were in profound shock. Six of 
these patients, including four from the 
accident scene and two from community 
hospitals survived to leave the hospital." 


Recognizing the importance of -rapid 


medical mobility in accident cases, sev- 
eral cities have already started helicop- 
ter ambulance services. Regular on-call 
Service by helicopter ambulance is now 
available in Indianapolis, Detroit and 
Seattle. Experimental programs are pre- 
sently being conducted in Minneapolis, 
Palm Beach and San Antonio. 


THE PICTURE here in Chicago is dif- 


ferent. While outstanding rescue work 
has been performed by Chicago police 
and fire department helicopters in recent 
years, no helicopter ambulance service 
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for highway accident victims exists in 
suburban Cook County. The Cook County 
sheriff's department has been working 
on the development of a helicopter ambu- 
lance program for more than a year. 
This service would supplement, not re- 
place, conventional ambulances. It would 
however, be of great value in reaching 
accident victims during rush hour traffic 
and victims in remote areas. Maximum 
response time under the sheriff's depart- 
ment plan would be five minutes to the 
sc'ene of an accident anywhere in Cook 
County. Departmental records show that 
the average response time by ground 
ambulance is 14 minutes and in some 
cases has been up to 1 hour and 20 min- 
utes. A test of this helicopter ambulance 
program was conducted 
successfully 


over the Memorial Day weekend in 1969. 


The Cook County sheriff's department 


is ready to start its proposed helicopter 
ambulance program immediately. Since 
federal funding under the Highway Safe- 
ty Act has been obtained, no additional 
costs would be borne by Cook County 
taxpayers. The department's helicopter 


ambulance program has been placed be- 
fore the Cook County Board two times hi 
the past two months. In each instance, 
the board took no action on the program. 
With one injury or death occurring every 
17 minutes and 'the toll continuing to 
mount, such lethargy on the part of the 
Cook County Board clearly is not in the 
public interest.

SUPT. WILLIAM HITZEMAN pointed 


out that Kildeer would be too small to 
remain as an eight-grade school next 
year. 


In his report to the school board, he 


noted that about 227. students would be in 
junior high during .the second semester, 
more than had been predicted by school 
officials. 


He added that 17 of the 21 classrooms 


at Kildeer would be needed for juniqr 
high, leaving four classrooms empty, not 
enough to accommodate all the ele- 
mentary students from Long Grove, par- 
ticularly if junior high enrollment contin- 
ues to grow in the first six months of the 
new year. 


The only feasible alternative, he said, 


would be to send these elementary stu- 
dents to Willow Grove, which with a 700- 
pupil capacity, would have ample room 
for all Dist. 96 students in kindergarten 
through fifth grade. 


The objections to this plan when it was 


presented to the board for approval Mon- 
day were loud and long from the assem- 
bled Long Grove residents. 


THEY VOICED opposition to any plan 


whereby their children would have to at- 
tend school in Buffalo Grove. 


Their objections were not for educa- 


tional reasons, but emotional ones. 


"We want our school to remain a coun- 


try school." 


"We don't want our children to go to 


school in Buffalo Grove." 


Some said they would not support the 


district in future referendums if their 
children had to go to school in Buffalo 
Grove. They said Kildeer should remain 
' a "neighborhood" school, despite the fact 
that many Long Grove children must al- 
ready be bused there: 


Wisely, the Dist. % Board adopted the 


administration's plan. 


The incident was an unfortunate one. 


From the Long Grove parents, there was 
too much talk of "we" and "they," of 
one side of the district vs. the other side, 
and not enough sensible talk about the 
best way to educate all the children in 
the district. 


It is sad when geography takes prece- 


dence over education.

Pitch Campaign To Low Key 


Highway's A Monstrosity

Almost half the population of Palatine 


has to live with a monstrosity every day. 
The rest of the people probably encoun- 
ter it on a regular basis or spend sleep- 
less nights figuring out how to 'avoid it. 


The monstrosity is Palatine Road as it 


zooms into town from the east. To most 
it's become an accepted thorn in the 
side, but to a few it's still a scary expe- 
rience. 


It's not too bad for a motorist who just 


wants to travel on Palatine Road from 
the beginning of town to the end. But 
even then you have to pretend you're at 
a tennis match and jerk your eyes from 
side to side to make sure some impatient 
driver from the frontage roads hasn't 
reached the end of his line. 


THE REAL frightening part begins 


when you're on a frontage road and want 
to enter Palatine Road. It's not an enjoy- 
able experience to be on Palatine Road 
and exit to a frontage road either. 


The confusing monstrosity has been 


there for a long time now, and it's amaz- 
ing so few bad accidents happened along 
that stretch. There have been some fend- 
er benders but few injuries. 


Mostly, it's caused a lot of headaches, 


especially when children are involved. It 
takes a brave soul to stand in the middle, 
of Palatine Road to stop traffic for safe 


pedestrian crossing. 
All the hazards and problems are 


known only too well to a frequent driver 
on Palatine Road. Village officials know 
the problem too. So does the state high- 
way department. 


Everyone knows the problem so well 


they've been looking for a solution for 
more than two years now. There have 
been several valiant attempts to kill the 
monstrosity, but none have been suitable 
to all the groups involved. 


THE LATEST PLAN is still being de- 


bated. It calls for closing off the Wil- 
liams Drive intersection and installing 
traffic signals at the Winston Drive cor- 
ner. In the process Palatine win lose a 
few houses. 


It's easy to predict there'll be a few 


complaints about this plan-too. At least 
four or five homeowners won't be too 
happy with it. 


But no matter what the outcome one 


question keeps coming to mind: How did 
the monstrosity get there in the first 
place? 


As incredible as it may sound, no one 


seems to know. Palatine Road was 
planned as a. junior expressway by the 
state highway department many years 
ago. That accounts for the frontage 
roads. The problem comes from en- 
trances and exits off Palatine Boa*, and 


that's where the dilemma begins. 


At a meeting a couple of years ago, 


village officials and representatives of 
the state highway department expressed 
surprise over the Winston Drive inter- 
section. Neither knew by whose authority 
the street was cut through, and the ques- 
tion still hasn't been answered. 


But it's there so it's about time there 


are traffic lights at the corner.

It is only in partial deference to the 


village that Hoffman Estates Fire Pro- 
tection District plans to run a low keyed 
campaign for passage of its $500,000 bond 
issue next month. 


According to sources close to the fire 


district, Its trustees do not feel it becom- 
ing to have to press then- case, but, nev- 
ertheless, plan to make complete infor- 
mation available to those interested in 
the election. 


The fire district hopes to finance con- 


struction of a major facility In the west- 
ern part of the village. This building will 
serve as the prime station and is to be 
built, at an estimated cost of $500,000 in- 
cluding construction and equipment, on. a 
site donated by a major area developer. 


PASSAGE OF the bond issue will also 


enable the fire district to extend its juris- 
diction northward over the toUway in or- 
der to provide service for the Winston 
Knolls subdivision. 


On a three-quarter acre site, to be fur- 


nished by Centex Winston, developer of 
the northernmost section of Hoffman Es- 
tates, the fire district hopes to be able to 
construct a smaller facility. 


Cost of the sub-station is projected at 


about $200,000 and most of the equipment 
needed'at this site, with the exception of 
a pumper, is currently owned by the fire 
district. 


Financing for this facility is expected 


to come totally from $17.50 per unit dona- 
tions being given to the fire protection 
district by area builders. 


According, to fire district representa- 


tives, the cost of defeating their referen- 
dum would be far greater than its pas- 
sage because of eventual fire insurance 
rate increases which would come about 
if service is not extended and upgraded. 


The fire district is certain that the pre- 


sent bond issue, will not reflect any sig- 
nificant increase In present taxes. 


RESIDENTS OF the district are now 


paying approximately 42 cents per thou- 
sand dollars of assessed valuation. 


Any increase originating from passage 


of the Dec. 12 referendum will'not ap- 
pear on tax bills until the 1972 levy is 
collected in 1973. 


By that rime, fire district trustees are 


certain that extensive building within 
their territory will more than make up 
the difference in total assessed valuation. 


They anticipate that it will take a min- 


imum of two and one-half years after au- 
thorization to sell the bonds before the 
first fire call will be answered at either 
of the two new stations. 


It appears certain that by that time, 


the Winston Knolls sub-station will be 
serving a far greater population than at 
present, and this is a big factor in get- 
ting a facility in that area at least in 
planning. 


AREA RESIDENTS are being encour- 


aged to drop by the Flagstaff Lane fire 
station to look at very tentative drawings 
of the two planned facilities. 


Although no big formal community 


pitch is planned, either before or after 
the Nov. 21 village referendum, the dis- 
trict's staff is enthused and anxious to 
share its plans with those interested.

Increases, So Do Costs

WASHINGTON UPI — Giving to Pro- 


testant churches increased slightly dur- 
ing the 1969 fiscal year, but not enough to 
keep pace with inflation, a financial re- 
port indicated Monday. 


The report was compiled by the Na- 


tional Council of Churches from data 
supplied by 48 Protestant denominations. 


It showed that total contributions to 


those bodies increased by about 3 per 
cent'during the fiscal year which ended 
June 30," 1969. Government indexes show 
that inflation eroded about 4 per cent of 
the dollar's value during that period. 


Per capita giving total contributions 


divided by total membership for the 48 
denominations was reported to have been 
$87 for the 1969 fiscal year, compared to 
$83.65 in fiscal 1968. 


A REPORT ISSUED by the National 


Council of Churches in 1967, and never 
withdrawn or corrected, reported per ca- 
pita giving to Protestant denominations 
averaged $127 in fiscal 1966. If that re- 
port were accurate, it would mean that 
the average Protestant's giving had 
dropped by about 30 per cent over the 
three-year period. 


However, a spokesman for the Nation- 


al Council said Monday that the council's 


statisticians now regard the fiscal 1966 
figures to be "inaccurate and invalid." 
He said the earlier report "therefore is 
now repudiated." 


He was unable to supply per capita 


giving figures for fiscal 1967 or fiscal 
1965, but said the National Council had 
reported a figure of $72.04 for fiscal 1964. 


Assuming the vau'dity of this figure, it 


would follow that annual per capita giv- 
ing increased by $15, or about 20 per 
cent, during the five-year period 1964- 
1969. During the same period, according 
to U.S. government figures, disposable 
personal income of Americans on a per 
capita basis arose about 35 per cent.

Dear Dorothy: Do you have the in- 


structions for baking turkey in a brown 
paper bag? — Mrs. James Hewitt, 


Thelma White, who is expert at such 


matters, suggests two bags to make sure 
the Juices don't seep out. Some grease 
the inside with cooking oil, but you can 
just rub the bird well with oil or butter, 
put in the stuffing, sprinkle on a little 
salt and put in the bag which is then tied 
securely with string and placed on a 
roasting pan, The oven should be set at 
300 degrees. Do not open the bag to 
baste. Here are the cooking times: 30 
minutes a pound for a 7 to 10 pound tur- 
key; 20 minutes a pound for a 10 to 15 
pound bird; 18 minutes a pound for a 15 
to 18 pounder; 15 minutes a pound for 
one 18 to 20 pounds; and 13 minutes a 
pound for a 20 to 23 pound fowl. When 
the turkey is done, there should be plen- 
ty of rich stock in the bottom of the bag. 
Do the giblets separately.

"You may not do a thing with flowers 


all year, but Christmas and Thanksgiv- 
ing are times when you at least make a 
table arrangement," said Bob Thomas, 
noted lecturer and author on flower ar- 
ranging. Thomas appeared recently at 
the Des Plaines Garden Club's "Holiday 
Happenings." 


A recognized authority in the field of 


abstract arranging, Thomas created flor- 
al table arrangements, floor arrange- 
ments and wall and door hangings. 


"You must do what pleases you as an 


arranger," he told the audience. "I lean 
strongly toward line in my arranging. 
When I give programs during this season 
I use larger arrangements. 


"I use the seeing eye and wishful 


thinking in gathering containers for my 
pieces," he laughed. His method was ob- 
vious as he produced stands garnered 
from antique shops, weathered wood, 
candle sticks, cork floats, antique ash- 
trays and other unusual bases. 


HE EMPHASIZED that a sturdy base 


should be used for all standing arrange- 
ments. "You don't want to have a guest 
brush past your piece and send it crash- 
ing to the floor." 


Crysanthemums were used heavily 


during the program. Thomas commented 
that they are the harvest flower and 
their colors fit in beautifully with fall ar- 
rangements. Orange and gold mums, or- 
ange and olive grapes 
and a few 


branches of greens were wrapped artis- 
tically around a tall wooden base for the 
beginning buffet centerpiece. 


"Wrap wet cotton around the bottom of 


the stems of your fresh flowers and wrap 
the bases in plastic to keep them alive in 
an arrangement," he suggested. 


A very simple arrangement was con- 


structed from mahogany lotus blossoms 
and swamp grass, placed off center on a 
wood base. A statue of water birds was 
set in front of the display — finishing the 
stark, yet beautiful arrangement. 


ANOTHER STRAIGHT-LINED, mod- 


ern arrangement featured the Three 
Wise Men, carved out of pine. Thomas 
explained that the pine has been burned 
with a blow torch and then rubbed until 
the wood finish came through. 


Palm fronds were used also and 


Thomas said, "The palm frond is wood. 
To reshape it, soak it overnight in water 
and then it will be easy to work with. 
Shape it, then secure it and let it dry out 
completely." 


"Formal designs need formal balanc- 


ing," he said and created a French 
wheel with yellow Fuji mums, a glitter- 
ing gold artificial spray and hanging 
bunches of grapes. 


Another formal centerpiece had a flow- 


er box effect. The bottom of the box- 
shaped container had been filled with 
Styrofoam. Three gold artificial flowers 
were inserted — two short ones at either 
end and a tall one in the center — 
through a bed of artificial greens. Clus- 
ters of grapes and gold tassels hung 
from the front and back. "A table center- 
piece must be kept low," he cautioned. 


THOMAS' DOOR decorations proved to 


be the hit of the show. He said, "Use a 
good backing for your door or wall deco- 
rations. I use a thin panel of plywood as 
a backing. I cover it with fabric on the 
front and back — using anything from 


velvet to tapestry 


"Tack on the decorations with carpet 


tacks and glue trim around the edges. 
Again, you don't want someone to shut 
the door and have your decoration fall 
apart " 


What means Christmas to one may not 


mean the same to others, he said. He 
proved his point with a bright-colored, 
Mexican-influenced arrangement and a 
gold leafed angel set on a background of 
brown and gold. 


Red and green had their day also — 


especially in a door decoration in which 
Thomas had secured a Christmas wall 
plaque to a plywood panel backing. "Use 
cotton soaked in glue when securing a 
plaque to a acking if the surfaces are 
not even The cotton will fill in and your 
piece will remain secure," he said.

away," he laughed. "Just dust things off 
and put them back in storage. I've used 
things that have been sitting around for 
20 years." 


Before ending his program, Thomas 


told the audience, "Fifteen years ago 
garden clubbers never thought the word 
'Utter' would be known to the public. 
Now it is in vogue — but it has been 'in' 
with us for a long time. We must be 
more aware of the minute things that we 
use everyday. Be careful of nature. Take 
care of it." 


And his finale reproduced a glory of 


nature — the butterfly Thomas used a 
wicker frame in the shape of a butterfly. 
The frame had been covered with plastic 
wrap, with chipped marbles and glass se- 
cured on it with quick drying plastic 
glue The intricate butterfly was fastened 
to a large, oval backing — the entire ar- 
rangement done in shades of blue.

bee's "Everything in the Garden." 


A disappointingly small audience saw 


the opening night performance of this 
witty but cruel exposure of the "other 
side" of supposedly affluent suburbia. 
True, an Albee play is no guarantee of a 
sold out house hereabouts, but the acting 
in this Guild production is worth a little 
seat squirming. 


Albee can take a seemingly ordinary 


situation, probe beneath the surface and 
come up with some uncomfortable truths 
about ourselves, in this case what living 
beyond one's means for status sake can 
do to otherwise nice people. 


MIKE AND BETH Woulds play the 


young marrieds struggling to maintain a 
country club style of living. She wants to 
take a job to help out. He won't have it. 
Real life marrieds, the Woulds do a con- 
vincing job of portraying Richard and 
Jenny, a couple who love one another 
when they're not worrying about money. 
Jenny's pride is her garden . . . her 
dream, a green house. 


The other leading role, the couple's 


millionaire friend Jack who doesn't have 
to worry about money but nonetheless 
isn't truly happy, is capably handled by 
Tom Ventriss. The playbill says Ventriss, 


ordinarily on the other side of the "foot- 
lights" directing, acts at least once a 
season He should do it oftener than that. 


Jack also serves as narrator to let the 


audience in on some things we wouldn't 
otherwise know . , for instance, that he 
is changing his will to make Richard and 
Jenny his heirs, but they don't know it If 
they had, would it have made a differ- 
ence? 


ENTER MRS. TOOTHE, played by 


Phyl MacCowan. She knows her lines 
perfectly but lacks depth in character 
portrayal. Mrs. Toothe offers Jenny a 
chance to earn plenty of money — as a 
call girl. At first repelled, Jenny finally 
succumbs, her qualms quickly buried in 
the pile of money that flows in. As Mrs 
Toothe says, everything is money . . . 
everything in the house . . everything in 
the garden. 


Jenny and Richard's son, Roger, ably 


done by young Collier MacCowan who 
shows great stage presence and seems 
tailored to the part, arrives home from 
private school just as his father learns 
the source of their sudden -affluence. 
Richard is horrified . . . takes Us anger 
out oh Roger . . . orders Jenny to leave 
the house. Her retort: prostitution is no 
worse than blatant advertising, shady 
real estate deals, government research 
in germ warfare. She refuses to budge; 
they have a party to give. 


T H I S CONFRONTATION between 


Richard and Jenny is one of the best 
scenes of the production. Richard tries to 
absorb the shocking news of his wife's 
"part-time job" as she presses him to 
tell her what they need for the party. 
Mike Woulds plays the angry, dis- 
believing, distraught husband to per- 
fection Beth Woulds is superb . . . why 
is he upset? Isn't money everything? 


Oh yes, the party. This little celebra- 


tion reveals Richard and Jenny are not 
alone in their corruption Kathleen Lind- 
sey, Mearl Gable, Jackie Tuverson, Ken 
MacCowan and Hank and Beth Van- 
denboom, as the three guest couples, are 
caught up in the same money grab, but 
they're reconciled to it 
. . can't face 


giving up what they have. 


When their "second income" is threat- 


ened, the men and Mrs. Toothe agree on 
a solution . . even Richard. But Jack 
barges into the party and learns what's 
been going on. He must be silenced — 
the Voice of conscience perhaps?

ar and either one sweet roll or one slice 
of bread. 


The test lunch includes one cup of fruit 


juice, medium potato, two slices of bread 
or two rolls, one serving of cake, sher- 
bert or ice cream, one cup milk and sug- 
ar. 


An hour-and-a-half after eating the test 


meal the patient must report to the hos- 
pital where he fills out forms. A blood 
specimen is taken two hours after eating 
and a sugar determination is made. Re- 
sults of the test are sent to the patient's 
physician. 


ACCORDING TO THE Diabetes Asso- 


ciation, one person in twenty has diabe- 
tes or will develop it during his lifetime. 
Those most likely to have diabetes are 
relatives of diabetics, those over 40- 
years-old and overweight individuals. 


Symptoms of diabetes include ex- 


cessive thirst, frequent urination, con- 
stant hunger, loss of weight, tendency to 
tire easily, changes in vision and slow 
healing of cuts and scratches.

program are Presbyterian-St. Luke's, Il- 
linois Masonic, Augustana and Little 
Company of Mary, Evergreen Park.

Edges Higher 


State gasoline tax rates continue to 


edge higher across the nation, said Com- 
merce Clearing House (CCH). 


Since 1960, 37 states and the District of 


Columbia have opted for higher rates per 
gallon 
with only Alabama, Florida, 


Georgia, Hawaii, Kentucky, Nevada, 
New Hampshire, Ohio, Oklahoma, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and Virginia 
holding the line at decade-ago levels. 


CCH noted California's current rate is 


up a penny from the six-cent-leyel of 
1960, but down from the eight cents lev- 
ied in 1965. 
. 


So far this year, Mississippi, Nebraska, 


Pennsylvania and West. Virginia have 
boosted rates while a new -motor carrier 
road tax was levied in Delaware. 


Pennsylvania's motor fuel and use tax 


rates went up a penny to eight cents a 
gallon, while a 1.5 cent rise per gallon to 
8.5 cents in the West Virginia gasoline 
and motor carrier road tax began July 1. 


The Illinois gasoline tax rate was 5 


cents in 1960. It is now 7Vz cents.

The Federal Trade Commission an- 


nounced that tests of certain women's 
and girls' berets distributed by Scheer 
Brothers, Inc., and S & S Sales, related 
concerns of 15 W. 39th St., New York 
City, N. Y., have shown them to be dan- 
gerously flammable. 


The berets were manufactured in Italy 


and are designed so that they may be 
worn to cover the ears and forehead and 
part of the neck, as well as the hair. 
They are a coarse knit trimmed in che- 
nille and come in various colors, among 
which are red, purplish red, green, and 
light beige. 


They can be expected to carry some or 


all of the following information on string 
tags and cloth labels: "Style 3013," "70% 
rayon, 20% cotton, 10% wool," "Schiapa- 
relli," "Made in Italy expressly for Miss 
Schiaparelli," "Hand made in Italy H. N. 
27612." Samples from the lot .failed to 
pass flammability standards under the 
Flammable Fabrics Act. 


At the present time two sales of these 


berets are known to the Commission, 
both recent: one of over 17 dozen to Don 
Goldsmith, Inc., San Francisco, Calif., 
and another one of an unknown quantity 
to Consolidated Millinery Co., Chicago. 
The Commission's staff has no knowl- 
edge of any way in which these berets 
can be more specifically identified. 


The firms have agreed to stop selling 


these berets. Every effort is being made 
to insure their removal from the market 
and to notify the firm's customers since 
some of the berets were sold to con- 


sumers before their flammable nature 
became known. 


The announcement was made in the 


public interest to alert of consumers of 
the berets' flammable character. Publi- 
cation of this news release does not rep- 
resent a Commission judgment as to the 
existence of any violations of the Flam- 
mable Fabrics Act or the Federal Trade 
Commission Act.

Performance Gap In This District 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 


reported on bank portfolios of U.S. secu- 
rities, the recent economic slowdown and 
the ratio of capital accounts to assets in 
the Seventh District. 
BANK PORTFOLIOS of U.S. securities 
rose sharply In the third quarter of 1970. 
District member banks added almost 
$538 million to their government security 
holdings., for an increase of 7.6 per cent 
over midyear levels. National, com- 
mercial banks are estimated to have ab- 
sorbed about $3 billion of U.S. debt in the 
July-September period — equivalent to 
about 40 per cent of the net increase in 
publicly he'd Treasury debt during the 
quarter. Last year, commercial banks 
were net sellers of governments In the 
same months. 


The renewed interest of banks in gov- 


ernments marks a reversal of a down- 
trend that has persisted since the fell of 
1968, according to the bank. It reflects 
greater availability of funds through 
time deposit 'inflows, reduced loan de- 
mand and efforts by banks to improve 
their liquidity. 


THE RECENT economic slowdown has 


affected the Seventh District more than 
the nation as a whole. Personal income 
in district states grew only 6.4 per cent 
between the..«tecond quarter of 1969 and 
the second quarter of this year, com- 
pared with 8.6 per cent between the sec- 
ond quarters of 1968 and 1(69. For the 
United States, personal income grew 8,2 
per cent in the year ended with the sec- 
ond quarter of 1970, compared to 8.9 pter 
cent a year earlier. 


The difference in performance between 


the district and the United States ap- 
pears to be due to the manufacturing 
wage and salary componenet, which in- 
creased only slowly between the second 


quarters of 1969 and 1970 compared with 
the previous year, according to the re- 
port. District states depend more heavily 
that the nation as a whole upon the man- 
ufacturing sector as a source of earn- 
ings. District states that emphasize du- 
rables manufacturing, particularly trans- 
portation equipment, have bevsn the hard- 
est hit. 


THE RATIO OF bank capital accounts 


to assets reversed a six-year downtrend 
in 1969. This ratio fe commonly used as 
an indication of the ability of commercial 
banks to absorb losses resulting from a 
decrease in the value of assets. For all 
member banks in the United States, the 


ratio dropped from 8.1 per cent at the 
end of 1963 to 7.3 per cent at the end of 
1968. The five Seventh District states 
showed similar patterns. In 1969, the ra- 
tio increased by 0.1 percentage point 
k the nation and somewhat more in this 
district: 


The improvement is traceable to a 


greater slowing in the growth of total as- 
sets than of total capital Nationally, as- 
sets rose 5.1 per cent in 1969, compared 
with an average annual growth of 9.6 per 
cent in the six previous years.

Supplying the consumer with informa- 


tion to make wise daily food decisions is 
the purpose of the current "Nutrition 
Awareness" campaign stressing "Eat 
the Basic 4 Foods Every Day." This nu- 
trition saturation program was initiated 
by the Food Council of America, a group 
of food-related associations, to tackle 
recommendations of the recent White 


( House Conference on Food and Nutrition. 


Acquainting the consumer with the 


food essentials of a good diet was consid- 
ered a national necessity after the find- 
ings of various studies, including the 
McGovern Senate Hearings and U.S.D.A. 
diet surveys, were reviewed. Evidence 
that the number of families eating ade- 
quate diets is decreasing no matter the 
income level was revealed. 


Because adequate nutrition is neces- 


sary for good health, inadequate nutrient 
consumption may lead to especially cru- 
cial problems. It is now known that nu- 
trient depravation may cause mental 
deficiency in youngsters, complications 
during and after pregnancy and tissue 
breakdown and vitality loss. 


Good nutrition, although based on com- 


plicated chemical reactions only under- 
stood by scientists, can by attained by a 
simple formula applied by consumers. 
Each day consumption of protein, car- 
bohydrate, fat, vitamins and minerals is 


essential for optimum body functioning. 
A sure way ^o eat the necessary amounts 
of these nutrients is to use the basic 4 
food groups as a formula. These groups 
are: (1) meat, (2) milk, (3) vegetable 
and fruit and (4) bread and cereal. 


In menu planning include the following 


requirements 
from 
each 
individual 


group: Two or more servings of beef, 
pork, lamb, veal, poultry or fish. Two 
eggs, 1 cup legumes of Vt cup peanut 
butter can be an alternative for one 
serving of meat. Foods from this group 
are necessary for protein, iron and B 
vitamins. Liver is exceptionally high in 
iron and pork in thiamin. 


Foods from the dairy group supply es- 


sential calcium and some protein. Adults 
and children under 8 require 2 or more 
cups of milk; children 8 to 12 need at 
least 3 cups and teenagers and pregnant 
women, 4 or more. One ounce of cheese 
can be substituted for % cup milk. 


Four or more servings of fruits and 


vegetables are important daily for vita- 
mins and minerals. One % cup-serving of 
a citrus or other ascorbic acid source 
should be included daily and a % cup 
serving of a dark green or deep yellow 
group member every other day for vita- 
min A. Allow four servings of whole 
grain or enriched breads and cereals to 
complete the basic four meal plan.

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Rouladen Her Specialty 


She Reflects German Ancestry 


by LOIS SEILER 


Although married a mere four years, 


Mrs. David M. Nelson of 502 S. Edward, 
Mount Project, has expansive culinary 
knowledge and likes variety in her cook- 


A YOUNtt but experienced cook, 
Jane Nelson of Mount Prospect likes 
to try famous foods from all coun- 
tries. But her specialty is Rouladen, 
or Beef Rolls a recipe handed down 
from her German ancestors. 


She was introduced to the famous 


foods of other countries in a gourmet 
cooking class and enjoys preparing Can- 
tonese, Spanish, Italian and Indonesian 
dishes. 


However, being of German descent, 


her real specialties reflect her ancestry 
and she uses recipes that have been 
handed down in the family for years. 
One such is Rouladen, or Beef Rolls, 
easy to make yet different and delicious 
to taste. 


Jane Nelson uses thinly sliced round 


steak for this dish. She cuts it into oblong 
pieces which are then spread with horse- 
radish mustard, sprinkled with onion and 
seasonings, and rolled up with slices of 
bacon inside. 
v 


SECURED WITH toothpicks, the rolls 


are easily browned first in the oven, and 
then covered and baked until tender. 


A savory gravy made from the pan 


drippings is served with the Rouladen 
and mashed potatoes. Jane also suggests 
green beans, hot rolls and a bing cherry 
mold as accompaniments. 


"The salad simply consists of bing 


cherries molded in dark cherry Jell-0 
flavored with cherry juice and white 
wine," Jane explained. 


A dressing, made from sour cream 


sweetened with sugar and grenadine, 
adds interest and complements the fla- 
vor of the mold. 


FOR DESSERT, homemakers will 


want to try Jane's rich and delicious 
Chocolate Pound Cake. The chocolate 
flavor, preferably, achieved by using 
Droste's Cocoa, makes this a little more 
unique than the ordinary pound cake. 


The recipe has a few unusual specifica- 


tions. It calls for two shortenings, one of 
which is Crisco and the other butter or 
margarine. If butter is preferred, only a 


half-pound need He used; if the cook 
chooses margarine, she must use % 
pound. 


"It works out best to follow the method 


exactly," Jane emphasized. "Although 
the recipe calls for three cups of flour, it 
only requires % teasopon of baking pow- 
der, and the baking temperature is 320 
degrees." 


The batter fills one very large tube or 


two bread pans. Jane usually prefers the 
bread pans, so that she can freeze one 
loaf and use the other. Sprinkled with 
powdered sugar, the cake is cut in slices 
to serve. It is solid and moist and will 
keep fresh for dqys. 


ALTHOUGH THE NELSON'S daughter 


Nancy is only 16 months old, she already 
has demonstrated her liking for this ap- 
pealing cake. And it is a favorite of her 
husband, who enjoys it tucked inside his 
lunches. 


"The recipe can't fail," Jane says re- 


assuringly, "and the cake is ideal for 


In addition to cooking, Jane enjoys 


sewing and gardening. She is a member 
of the Mount Prospect Nurses Club and 
Newcomers Club. 


ROULADEN ' 
(Beef Ball*) 


Thinly sliced round steak 
Horseradish mustard 
Salt and Pepper 
Bacon 
Chopped onion 


Cut round steak in pieces three inches 


wide. Spread each piece with horseradish 
mustard and sprinkle with seasonings. 
Place two strips of bacon, lengthwise, on 
each piece. Sprinkle with chopped onion. 


Roll, lengthwise, and secure with tooth- 


picks or skewers. Place in a heavy oven- 
proof pan or casserole. Bake at 375 de- 
grees, uncovered, until brown, about 15 
minutes.

To make gravy, remove roulades from

As Simple As Pie 


The quiche, that savory open-faced 


custard pie, is one of the classics of 
French cookery. In recent years it's Ween 
much-favored by American hostesses as 
a brunch entree or cocktail-hour hors 
d'oeuvre. This version, though, is a sup- 
per main dish.the whole family can en- 
joy. And it's practically foolproof to 
make! 


A pastry shell is traditional, but this 


quiche is made in a heartier shell of rice. 
No need to roH out a pie crast. Just cook 
rice as usual. (It's a good way to use 
leftover rice.) Mix in an egg and press 
into a pie plate. 


The filling is a nutritious custard made 


of eggs and fresh milk (almost everyone 
has that on hand) with the addition of 
shredded Cheddar cheese. There are 
many variations on the additions that 
can be made to this basic cheese filling 
— such as bacon, shrmip, or lobster, but 
everyone's favorite tuna fish is used 
here. Either Swiss or Cheddar can be the 
cheese used. 


Served hot from the oven, this Tuna 


Rice Quiche makes a wonderfully satis- 
fying main dish. It's simple to make it as 
individual tarts, too. 


TUNA RICE QUICHE 


*k cup uncooked regular rice 
1 egg, beaten 
2 cans (7-oz. each) tuna, drained 


and broken into pieces 


1% cups (6 oz.) shredded 


Cheddar cheese 


2 eggs, beaten 
% cup milk 


Cook rice according to package direc- 


tions. Combine egg and rice. Press mix- 
ture evenly against bottom and sides of 
buttered 9-inch pie plate building up 
slightly. Place 1 can of tuna evenly over 
bottom and sprinkle with one-half of 
che'ese. Top with remaining tuna, then 
cheese. Combine 2 eggs and milk. Pour 
over cheese and tuna. Bake in a pre- 
heated 400 degree oven for 25 minutes. 
Let stand 5 minutes before cutting for 
serving. Makes 6-8 servings.

The creamy filling features ham, Swiss 


cheese and golden corn. And, there's a 
hint of herbs for an extra special touch. 


For a brunch, complete your menu 


with a chilled fruit compote made from 
slices of citrus fruits and pomegranate 
seeds then add asparagus spears along 
side. For a luncheon, you might choose a 
fresh green salad sparked with orange 
slices and walnuts — then toss with an 
Italian-style dressing. 


HAM AND CORN QUICHE 


1 can (8 oz.) refrigerated crescent 


dinner rolls 


2 eggs, slightly beaten 
1 cup cubed ham, CA inch cubes) 
1 cup (4 oz.) shredded Swiss cheese 
1 to IVz cups (8 oz. or 12 oz. can) 
drained whole kernel corn 


Ms cup evaporated milk or light cream 
'/i teaspoon onion or 


garlic salt 


'A teaspoon ground thyme or sweet 


basil leaf 
Parsley flakes, if desired 
Unroll and separate crescent dough 


into 8 triangles. Place in 9-inch pie pan, 
pressing pieces together to form a crust. 
Set aside. In a small mixing bowl, com- 
bine remaining ingredients; blend well. 
Pour ham mixture into crescent crust; 
spread evenly. If desired, sprinkle pars- 
ley flakes over filling. Cover edges of 
crust with aluminum foil to prevent over- 
browning. Bake 25 minutes at 350 de- 
grees; remove foil. Return to oven for 15 
to 20 minutes until filling is set and crust 
is golden brown. Cook. 5 minutes before 
serving. Yields one 9-inch pie. 


Tip: Reheat, covered, at 350 degrees 


for 15 to 20 minutes until heated through.

If your fillings tend to "thin" during bak- 
ing, increase the oven temperature and 
shorten the baking time.

Have A Crowd To Feed? 


Some of our greatest American cook- 


ing comes to the fore when it's the occa- 
sion for a church supper. The food that 
appears in these meals for the multi- 
tudes makes for mouth-watering read- 
ing: lobsters and clams on the timbered 
Maine coast, crabs on Chesapeake Bay, 
grilled chicken and roast corn on a sunny 
prairie, barbecued beef and chili framed 
by a Southwest sunset.

Whatever the main course, the task of

arrange a hearing date. 


Atcher made personal contact with the 


ITC and Hoffman Estates Mayor Fred- 
erick Downey sent a letter to officials of 
villages including Schaumburg, Palatine 
and Inverness to pool resources toward 
securing the interchange.

GM Dealers Expect New Cars To Roll In

Announcement of the pending settle- 


ment of the strike against General Mo- 
tors Corp, brought optimistic comments 
from Schaumburg automobile dealers 
Wednesday. 


"The people can come in now," said 


John Mathles, manager of Franklin We- 
ber Pontiac. "Although we still have a 
few 1971's more new cars should be roll- 
big in within 10 days to two weeks," he 
added. 


Mathles reports that as the strike 


nvared two months without settlement, 
the parts department was "hurting." 
"No limitations on certain items, but 
running short on those in major use," he 
•aid. 


The Pontiac dealer added that a small 


amount of orders have been waiting for 
the strike settlement. "But Pontiac as- 
sured me I should have cars in a short 
time," said Mathies. 


Roselle Dodge salesman Ed Hoik said 


"Good" and added he was happy to see 
the end of the strike. 


Although the Dodge dealer at 208 Golf 


Road does not depend on GM production 
it too was affected. Holic said, "It affect- 
ed us too, but in a different way. The 
strike brought a couple of sales in, sure, 
but it could eventually stow things down. 


"PEOPLE DON'T buy until they see 


what other cars look like," he added. 


"And they have not been able to do too 


much looking," Mid Holic. 


Now that the strike has ended, they 


can look around again and our next wor- 
ry is that it doesn't happen to us, he 
said. 


Holic added that used car sales have 


gone up and so have values. "It remains 
to be seen if they stay that way," he 
added. 


John Howard, salesman at Larry Faul 


Oldsmobile, said thte new GM OWsmobite 
dealership one mile west of Rt. 53 on 
Golf Rd. was not affected by the strike. 


Howard explained that the facility is 


under construction and operating out of 
its offices. Faul Oldsmobile, an old Oak 
Park dealer moved to Schaumburg two 
months ago, and should be operating at 
full capacity by Thanksgiving, mid How- 
ard. 


"We are selling while we are getting 


settled in our new building and have six- 
teen 1971's availabte right now," said 
Howard 


"Sales may be a little slow, but that's 


to be expected while we are under con- 
struction," he added. 


IT APPEARED from answers given 


by the two GM dealers contacted that 
Pontiacs and Oldsmobiles would be 
available to buyers this month. 


But, the Suburban Volkswagen dealer 


at Rte. SB wasn't so optimistic. 


How did the GM strike affect Volks- 


wagen? "Although we don't handle GM 
products the strike affected us," said 
salesman Bill Seaton. 


"Cars are scarce, and trade in values 


becomes higher. Volkswagen still sold 
a fantastic number of cars this past 
year, in fact the last two years have 
been more than good, our sales have 
been outstanding," said Seaton. 


"Bugs are impossible to get. At this 


point most dealers have sold out through 
their February allocation. 


"Volkswagen too is affected by a 


strike, but it's the dock strike in Germa- 
ny," said Seaton.

STATE LICENSED TEACHERS 
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Teachers Ready For Everything 
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Substitute teachers can 'expect any- 


thing to happen when they walk into a 
classroom. 


Their ages vary from 23 to 70, and 


have from zero to 21 years of teaching 
experience behind them when they walk 
into that classroom. All substitute teach- 
ers agree they can expect kids to try to 
do something their regular 
teacher 


doesn't allow. 


"I learned fast the first couple of 


classes I subbed in," John Hentoz, a new 
substitute teacher in High School Dist. 
211, said. When kids brought radios and 
newspapers into the first class he was 
supervising, Hentoz picked out the mean- 
est and toughest looking kid who was dis- 
rupting the class and reprimanded him. 


"It was amazing how busy everybody 


suddenly got. But then, at the end of the 
period, I give the kids a few minutes to 
talk and they usually go out with a 
smile." 


SWAPPING SEATS and trying to con- 


vince, the teacher it's tlm'o to go when it 
isn't, is normal conduct from a class 
with a substitute teacher. Despite pranks 
and antics, substitute teachers in Dist, 
zll think students are generally well be- 
haved. 


"They aren't like students used to be 


years ago," Mrs. Fred Hohenhorst, a 
Palatine High School sub for 21 years, 
said. A self-described disciplinarian, she 
said kids today try to talk back to a sub 
more than they used to. 


But then she remembers some of to- 


day's Dist. 211 administrators who were 
in the classes she substituted in years 
ago: "Some of them were little devils, 
too, and look how they turned out." 


Dennis Paige, a Schaumburg resident 


who is a substitute at Conant, Schaum- 


burg and Fremd high schools, has a 
teaching certificate, arid is waiting for a 
permanent opening: 


'•You have to admit that learning 


doesn't come across that much in a class 
where the teacher is absent. I substitute 
teach now while I'm waiting for a per- 
manent job, but I think full-time teaching 
is better." 


MRS. TERRY LEIGHTY, a former 


physical education teacher at Palatine, 
thinks differently: "I find I have all the 
fun of teaching and not all the things I 
didn't like — like for instance giving out 
grades and making up reports." 


She is willing to substitute teach any 


class: "You certainly learn a lot from 
the kids. I find they can teach them- 
selves for a day, and I sometimes end up 
learning something, too." She substitutes 
in one of the Dist. 211 schools daily. 


A shortage of male substitute teachers 


for boy's physical education, vocational 
education, and some of the advanced 
math and science courses has prompted 
airline pilots to go into substitute teach- 
ing. Many cannot substitute for an entire 
week, but they are available part of the 
week. 


John Hentoz substitutes at the begin- 


ning of the ,week: "As a first-year pilot 
with orfe of the airlines, my salary is 
about half what it should be, so I substi- 
tute teach to get more money. My airline 
is very helpful. If I'm on standby and get 
called to sub, they will usually let me 
go." 


HENTOZ FLIES from Chicago to 


Miami, Atlanta, Fort Lauderdale and 
Houston three days a week. Two or three 
days a week he substitutes at one of the 
four Dist. 211 schools; "The kids now 
know I'm a pilot, so at the end of class 
they usually spend some time asking me 


questions about it." 


Hentoz was also in the Air Force for 


seven years. "I didn't particularly like 
the military, but it wasn't like the hip- 
pies tell it, so I sometimes tell kids about 
my military career. I learned to fly in 
the Air Force. Before Uiat, I was think- 
ing of being a teacher." 


Substitutes have favorite subjects they 


like to teach, though they sometimes get 
into classes they haven't had any experi- 
ence with. 


"I've taught just about everything," 


Mrs. Hohenhorst said. When she began 
substituting for Dist. 211, she was the 
only substitute teacher in the district. 


NOW, WITH A few men on the substi- 


tute list, the district tries to have men in 
the boy's physical education classes and 
industrial arts classes. 


"When I'm in a foreign language class, 


I usually keep my mouth shut," Mrs. Ho- 
henhorst said. "I let the kids pronounce 
the words. If I do, I bring the house 
down with laughter." 


Regular teachers usually leave lesson 
plans for their substitutes, though the 
district does not require daily lesson 
plans be turned in. 


When a regular teacher is going to be 


absent for any length of time, a substi- 
tute with a major in that subject is usu- 
ally brought in. 


x 


Dist. 211 substitute,teachers like the 


central system for contacting substitutes 
which began this year. They will get only 
otfe phone call in the morning from the 
central office instead of several from dif- 
ferent principals each of whom was re- 
sponsible for obtaining his own substi- 
tutes in past years. 


"Of course, it all boils down to one bas- 


ic thing," one substitute chuckled. 
"When a teacher is absent they need 
someone in the classroom with the kids. 
You can caH it high-priced babysitting if 
you want, but I like to think I'm doing 
something for the district. And some- 
times the kids do end up learning some- 


Electrical Code Adopted

In the past the Lopez family lived in a 


dilapidated house trailer in Elk Grove 
and a basement room in an Arlington 
Heights church'. 


Apida said the inspectors will deter- 


mine if and what provisions of the Pala- 
tine minimum housing code are in viola- 
tion.

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Mental Illness Rare — Problems Prevalent

A witch hunt possibly ending in an exe- 


cution was the fate of the severely 
emotionally disturbed in the 18th ceatu- 
try. 


Treatment of the emotionally disturbed 


today Is much more civilized, but some 
misconceptions still linger. Popular opin- 
ion often labels these people as "crazy" 
and envisions them living in the midst of 
bedlam in a mental institution. 


In reality, mental illness today is rare, 


according to Alan Racldatz, a psychiatric 
s o c i a l worker trainfed as a psy- 
chotherapist. "The emotionally disturbed 
are usually people who are experiencing 
emotional problems, not illness. 


"I work with people who have prob- 


lems in living. They aren't happy and 
they would like to get something more 
out of life. And they would like to learn 
something about themselves that would 
case their tension," said Raddatz. 


RADDATZ'S BASE OF operation is a 


two-room office attached to his home in 
Prospect Heights. A blazing fireplace in 
the main room takes the chill out of 
black vinyl furniture and rough stone 
walls. 


At one end of the room, glass doors 


frame a tall oak tree standing in front of 
a flock of wild ducks, drifting on the sur- 
face of a small lake. Shelves stretch 
across the entire length of the opposite 
wall, with books ranging from popular 
novels to scientific text books. 


Seated in front of the bookshelves, 


Raddatz can look out at the lake and eas- 
ily reach his reference materials. His fa- 
vorite is the "Prophet," a philosophic, 
religious book written by a Lebanese 
poet, Kahili Gibran. Raddatz said the 
book is the closest thing he has found to 
good general guidelines on living. 


Raddatz, a small compact man with a 


thick crop of hair and wire framed 
glasses, said he chose his profession be- 


cause he wanted to be a "man among 
men. I consider my profession the most 
interesting thing I have encountered in 
my life." 


"Pop Freudianism" and sensitivity 


training are denounced by Raddatz. He 
is a serious young man anxious to be 
"straight" and to avoid the hypocrisy 
sometimes exhibited by his colleagues. 


BEFORE RADDATZ chose his career, 


he spent two years in college studying to 
be an accountant. He followed that with 
11 years of under-graduate through post- 
graduate study in psychotherapy. 


Psychotherapy is different from psy- 


chaitry in that the latter focuses on 
medicine to reduce or relieve phycholo- 
gical symptoms, according to Raddatz. 
"Medicinte is useful in cases where the 
patient's ego is very battered. In such 
instances, I refer the patient to a psy- 
chiatrist." 


However, Raddatz prefers that his 


patients not be under the influence of 


medication because "they cant work 
with me as well then. Their mind and 
emotions are not working effectively, 
and they are not trying to examine them- 
selves to find their problem." 


Raddatz begins work with his patients 


by "learning who and what they are ... 
where their conflicts lie. I find out what 
solutions they have tried and what their 
resources are. Then I consider how they 
might act more effectively, possibly clos- 
ing down certain avenues of behavior. 


"AFTER THE DIAGNOSIS, I begin a 


course of psychotherapy that may last 
several months. In these sessions the 
patient talks about himself in the present 
and in the past, and (earns to understand 
himself by understanding his past." 


In general, Raddatz's patients are 


people who feel dissatisfied or unhappy 
with their lives. "Some cam't function at 
work because they feel too anxious and 
frightened. Others are severely depr- 


essed and feel life isn't worth living." 


"In some cases a personal problem is 


interfering with a marital relationship. I 
believe the divorce rate is high because 
frightened. 
Others are deverely de- 


pressed and feel life isn't worth living. 


"It is essential that people learn to 


communicate their conflicts rather than 
to suppress them," said Raddatz. "And 
they must cease to construct fairy tales 
about an easy life. God never intended 
Hfe to be easy. As it states in the "Pro- 
phet," 'as love crowns you, so shall you 
be crucified.' " 


REWARDS IN LIFE come from acting 


respnsibly and trying to do things right, 
according to Raddatz. "Happiness is not 
what you experience on a high. It is a 
steady experience coming from a good 
and meaningful life. A life in which you 
love your fellow man without abusing 
him." 


Some people are reluctant to accept re- 


sponsibility because of inadequate train- 
ing in their childhood, according to Rad- 
datz: "Under the guise of permissiveness 
some parents escape their obligation to 
set limits for their children and demon- 
strate concern. Other children are re- 
stricted so much they never develop self- 
confidence. It is important that children 
have a sufficient display of love and dis- 
cipline." 


The home is not the only root of emo- 


tional disturbances. So is society at 
large, said Raddatz. "With the popu- 
lation boom, the business world and the 
philosophy on sex have become imper- 
sonal. The pace is faster and people no 
longer 'greet each other at the market 
place.' " 


"People are so busy with so many 


things, they don't have time to relax, 
love and play," added Raddatz, turning 
to look at the peaceful scene outside his 
glass doors.

Water Cleaning 
6Up To Villages' 


The $50 million Salt Creek Watershed 


improvement project will provide recrea- 
tional retention basins, but it's up to lo- 
cal villages and health boards to clean 
up the water, said Tom Hamilton, water- 
shed steering committee chairman. 


Hamilton was speaking to the Elk 


Grove Village Board of Health Wednes- 
day morning, describing the committee's 
plan to curb flooding along Salt Creek. 


The five-year project, if approved by 


Congress, will provide six water reser- 
voirs in Cook County along Salt Creek. 


The project is expected to improve the 


quality of the environment, enhance fish 
and wildlife, and prevent future flood 
damage. 


The lakes will be there, and recreation- 


al areas will surround them, but if they 
are to support fish and wildlife the water 
must be cleaned, Hamilton said. 


WHEN ASKED if use of fertilizer 


should be curbed as one pollution pre- 
vention method, he said fertilizer does 
pollute to some extent, although it is not 
known how much. However, fertilizer not 
only promotes good grass, thus holding 
the top soil from washing into the creek, 
but provides a deeper root system and 
allows for more drainage, serving as 
flood prevention. 


The health board, whicfi has been map- 


ping areas of stagnant water in the vil- 
lage, questioned Hamilton on how to ap- 
proach the project. 


Hamilton said none of the areas were 


natural lakes, that they could be made 
into lakes, but should be controlled. 


"The worst areas of stagnant water 


are in the industrial park," Donna Far- 
ley, board member said. 


HAMILTON SAID the village and the 


developer were partially to blame. 


"In the areas where drainage is 


blocked, it's up to the building depart-

KRAMER SAID THE Wheeling Cham-

The Long Grove group was organized 


three years ago when a wife whose hus- 


band was in Vietnam sent cookies to him 
and'his platoon. The practice has been 
continued ever since and now every 
Tuesday, the group meets in the Long 
Grove Community House, next to the 
Long Grove Community Church. 


Mrs. Coffin said usually the group 


sends about 15 cartons of food a month, 
but now during the Christmas season 
about 40 cartons a month are mailed 
from the Lak§ Zurich post office. 


"The boys tell us when the food comes 


over, they just dive in," she said. 


MOST OF THE cartons are filled with 


canned goods. Newspapers, magazines 
and books are packed on the top and bot- 
tom to protect against damage in ship- 
ment.

25 Cry TouF; Board Defends Manager Law Change 


Wheeling village trustees defended a 


proposed ordinance about 25 residents 
Monday night during a controversy about 
the position of village manager. 


The new ordinance would eliminate all 


qualifications for the job, as well as 
making other changes. 


Residents challenged the change at a 


time when one of the board members is 
a candidate for the now-vacant position. 
Trustee Roger Strieker, seeking the job, 
could not meet present requirements for 
the job. 


The citizens submitted several letters 


on the matter. Two residents at the 
meeting told the village president and 
trustees that they became concerned 
about the proposed manager ordinance 
after reading a Herald column. That col- 
umn pointed out that the new manager 
ordinance being considered by the board 
lists no restrictive qualifications for the 
village manager post. 


SEVERAL OF the citizens at the meet- 


ing charged board members purposely 
misled the public before last April's vil- 
lage manager referendum.. 


They said village officials didn't ex- 


plain in promoting the referendum that a 
new ordinance eliminating all quali- 
fications for the job would be required if 
the referendum succeeded. 


Board members denied the accusation,

They said they bad learned of the neces- 
sity of eliminating qualifications from 
the ordinance from Village Atty. Paul 
Hamer only after the referendum had 
passed. 


Trustee Ira Bird said he personally 


had been unaware that the new ordi- 
nance could not legally contain quafc 
fications for a manager until Hamer said 
so at Monday's meeting. 
' 


Hamer said Monday that 


ft. 


proposed manager ordinance was a copy 
of the ordinance now in effect in Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Hamer said it would violate state stat- 


utes to put restrictions in the ordinance 
on qualifications for the post. 


HAMER SAID THE only restrictions 


are that the. board could not choose a 
manager on the basis of political affilia- 
tion or religion, according to the state 
statutes. Therefore, they are the only 
ones in the proposed ordinance, he said. 


Hamer said the village's first and sec- 


ond manager ordinances were more re- 
strictive in setting up manager quali- 
fications. However, then the manager 
system was set up by local ordinance 
rather than by state statute, he said. 


While explaining that he was not chal- 


lenging Hauler's legal opinion, Bird said 
he had been under the impression that a 
local ordinance could be more restrictive 
than a state statute, but could not be 
more lenient 


Lillian Stiller of 606 S. Wayne PI. and 


Sheila Scnuttz of 383 S. Headowbrook Ln. 
each addressed the-board and questioned 


them about the proposed ordinance. 


Mrs. Stiller asked whether the board 


might have excluded the manager quali- 
fications from the ordinance because "in 
lieu of a man to fit a job we are seeking 
a job to fit a man." 


She said two attorneys had told her the 


board was within its legal rights to 
change the manager ordinance. '"How- 
ever, both your ethics and your motives 
could be questioned," she told board 
members. 


Quoting state statutes, she said there is 


"a gray area" in the law which prohibits 
any member of a board from being ap- 
pointed to an office by the village presi- 
dent while he is serving an elected>term. 
She said that any such appointment be- 
comes void and is a misdemeanor. ' 


However, she said the attorneys had 


advised her that no test cases similar to 
the Wheeling situation had been taken to 
court. 


MRS. SCHULTZ also spoke in favor of 


retaining a strong ordinance with quali- 
fications for the manager post if pos- 


She charged that the board members 


ask for citizen participation and then "in- 
timidate" citizens who do come to speak 
before the board. 


She in turn asked each board member 


about comments endorsing the idea of a 
professional manager they had made 
during the referendum campaign. Each 
assured her that he still adhered to his 
comments. 


Board members assured the citizens 


that they-were seeking-"a proper admin- 
istrator" for the manager job. 


Mrs. Schultz also questioned why the 


village's advertisement for the job had 
specified "professional manager experi- 
ence" as a criterion for the job. Hamer 
replied that it was "immaterial what the 
village says in an ad. The ordinance is 
what matters." 


SHE ALSO CHARGED that the board 


approved a misleading statement about 
the manager's qualifications for the re- 
cent issue of the, village newsletter sent 
to every home in the village" 


Trustee Michael Valeriza charged that 


the public shouldn't be concerned with 
the ordinance draft in the first place be- 
cause, since it had not been passed by 
the board, "it is not a public record." 


Members of tfe audience then called 


out that "it's too late" to object once an 
ordinance is approved. 


"Coming here after an ordinance is 


passed doesn't give the board any feeling 
of the citizens of Wheeling's attitudes," 
Mrs. Schultz said.

In response to other questions, board 


members said that "problems last sum- 
mer" (with the village police strike) had 
jeopardized the seeking of a manager 
and were part of the reason for the delay 
in passing a new manager ordinance. 


Wheeling has been without a manager 


since Matthew Golden left last April.

Bird told the residents not to take his 


silence on the issues Monday as ignoring 
their pleas. "I will speak at the time the 
ordinance is considered," he said. Afte}- 
the discussions were concluded Bird also 
said that the board welcomes comments.

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Mental Illness Rare — Problems Prevalent

A witch hunt possibly ending in an exe- 


cution was the fate of the severely 
emotionally disturbed in the 18th centu- 
try. 


Treatment of the emotionally disturbed 


today is much more civilized, but some 
misconceptions still linger. Popular opin- 
ion often labels these people as "crazy" 
and; envisions them living in the midst of 
bedlam In a mental Institution. 


In reality, mental illness today is rare, 


according to Alan Raddatz, a psychiatric 
s o c i a l worker trained as a psy- 
chotherapist. "The emotionally disturbed 
are usually people who are experiencing 
emotional problems, not illness. 


'*! work with people who have prob- 


lems in living. They aren't happy and 
they would like to get something more 
out of life. And they would like to learn 
something about themselves that would 


ease their tension," said Raddatz. 


RADDATZ'S BASE OF operation is a 


two-room office attached to his borne in 
Prospect Heights. A blazing fireplace In 
the main room takes the chill out of 
black vinyl furniture and rough stone 
walls. 


At one end of the room, glass doors 


frame a tall oak tree standing in front of 
a flock of wild ducks, drifting on the sur- 
face of a small lake. Shelves stretch 
across the entire length of the opposite 
wall, with books ranging from popular 
novels to scientific text books. 


Seated in front of the bookshelves, 


Raddatz can look out at the lake and eas- 
ily reach his reference materials. His fa- 
vorite is the "Prophet," a philosophic, 
religious book written by a Lebanese 
poet, Kahili Gibran. Raddatz said the 
book is the closest thing he has found to 
good general guidelines on living. 


Raddatz, a small compact man with a 


thick crop of hair, and wire framed 
glasses, said he chose his profession be- 
cause he wanted to be a "man among 
men. I consider my profession the most 
interesting thing I have encountered in 
my life." 


"Pop 
Freudianism" and sensitivity 


training are denounced by Raddatz. He 
is a serious young man anxious to be 
"straight" and to avoid the hypocrisy 
sometimes exhibited by his colleagues. 


BEFORE RADDATZ chose his career, 


he spent two years in college studying to 
be an accountant. He followed that with 
11 years of under-graduate through post- 
graduate study in psychotherapy. 


Psychotherapy is different from psy- 


chaitry in that the latter focuses on 
medicine to reduce or relieve phycholo- 
gical symptoms, according to Raddatz. 
"Medicine is useful in cases where the

patient's ego is very battered. In such 
instances, I refer the patient to a psy- 
chiatrist." 


However, Raddatz prefers that his 


patients not be under the influence of 
medication because "they can't work 
with me as well then. Their mind and 
emotions are not working effectively, 
and they are not trying to examine them- 
selves to find their problem." 


Raddatz begins work with his patients 


by "learning who and what they are ... 
where their conflicts lie. I find out what 
solutions they have tried and what their 
resources are. Then I consider how they 
might act more effectively, possibly clos- 
ing down certain avenues"of behavior. 


"AFTER THE DIAGNOSIS, I begin a 


course of psychotherapy that may last 
several months. In these sessions the 
patient talks about himself in the present 
and in the past, and learns to understand 
himself by understanding his past." 


In general, Raddatz's patients are 


people who feel dissatisfied or unhappy 
with their lives. "Some can't function at 
work because they feel too anxious and 
frightened. Others are severely depr- 
essed and feel life isn't worth living." 


"In some cases a personal problem is 


interfering with a marital relationship. I 
believe the divorce rate is high because 
frightened. Others are deverely de- 
pressed and feel life isn't worth living. 


"It is essential that people learn to 


communicate their conflicts rather than 
to suppress them," said Raddatz. "And 
they must cease to construct fairy tales 
about an easy life. God never intended 
life to be easy. As it states in the "Pro- 
phet," 'as love crowns you, so shall you 
be crucified'" 


REWARDS IN LIFE come from acting 


respnsibly and trying to do things right, 
according to Raddatz "Happiness is not 
what you experience on a high. It is a

steady experience coining from a good 
and meaningful life. A life in which you 
love your fellow man without abusing 
him." 


Some people are reluctant to accept re- 


sponsibility because of inadequate train- 
ing in their childhood, according to Rad- 
datz. "Under the guise of permissiveness 
some parents escape their obligation to 
set limits for their children and demon- 
strate concern. Other children are re- 
stricted so much they never develop self- 
confidence. It is important that children 
have a sufficient display of love and dis- 


cipline." 


The home is not the only root of emo- 


tional disturbances. So is society at 
large, said Raddatz. "With the popu- 
lation boom, the business world and the 
philosophy on sex have become imper- 
sonal. The pace is faster and people no 
longer 'greet each other at the market 
place.' " 


"People are so busy with so many 


things, they don't have time to relax, 
love and play," added Raddatz, turning 
to look at the peaceful scene outside his 
glass doors.

units, according to a Marine officer who 
spoke yesterday at Wheeling's annual 
"Eggs and Issues" breakfast. 


The breakfast is sponsored each year 


by American Legion Post 1968. Wheeling 
and Buffalo Grove area civic leaders and 
businessmen were invited to the event at 
the Union Hotel. 


The breakfast was held on the day de- 


clared as "Prisoner of War" Day and 
Veterans Day, in Wheeling 


Col Vernon Clarkson Jr., an inspector 


for the Fourth Marine Aircraft Wing with 
headquarters at the Glenview Naval Air 
Station, addressed the 25 attending the 
breakfast, As well as discussing the re- 


sults of the end of the draft, he also de- 
scribed his unit's organization and activi- 
ties. 


Clarkson showed slides of the various 


aircraft used by the wing. He explained 
the unit serves as a training unit for re- 
servists and is capable of welding units 
into a combat division 


Fiscal cutbacks in government mili- 


tary spending have resulted in the clos- 
ing of four bases for the wing, and cut 
backs early this year resulted in reduced 
activities, he said. 


He explained that units of the wing are 


trained all over the United States Ac- 
cording to Clarkson the units can merge 
into a single fighting force in one to two 
months if mobilized 


Turning his attention to the military 
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draft, Clarkson said many of the reserv- 
ists are "category K volunteers who join 
the reserve unit because of their obliga- 
tion to the military draft " 


"If a zero draft call becomes a reality 


it would be hard to say what would hap- 
pen to our recruits," he said "I'm not 
sure we could maintain our quota of re- 
cruits with the present national military 
attitudes if we had no draft," he said 


He predicted a zero draft call could 


come as early as 1973 


Clarkson estimated that the program 


retains 10 per cent of the reservists who 
have fulfilled their required military ob- 
ligation and said the wing needs to retain 
25 per cent

Paul S. Chevrin, attorney for a group 


of seven residents who initiated the ac- 
tion, said the referendum will ask that 
the area be disannexed from the Wheel- 
ing district and annexed to Long Grove 
Fire Protection District. 


THE ELECTION will be held at the 


home of LeRoy Raupp, 955 Checker Rd., 
Buffalo Grove from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. Nov. 
21. 


According to Cbevrin, the reaidenti 


who filed the petition calling for the vote 
believe that if there were a fire in the 
area, the Long Grove Fire Department 
could get there faster than the Buffalo 
Grove Fire Department.

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Mental Illness Rare — Problems Prevalent

A witch hunt possibly ending in an exe- 


cution was the fate of the severely 
emotionally disturbed in the 18th centu- 
try. 


Treatment of the emotionally disturbed 


.today is much more civilized, but some 
misconceptions still linger. Popular opin- 
ion often labels these people as "crazy" 
.and envisions them living in the midst of 
1>edlam in a mental Institution. 


In reality, mental iilness today is rare, 


according to Alan Raddatz, a psychiatric 
s o c i a l worker trauted as a. psy- 
chotherapist. "The emotionally disturbed 
•are usually people who are experiencing 
.emotional problems, not illness. 


"I work with people who have prob- 


ems in living. They aren't happy and 
they would like to get something more 
out of life. And they would like to learn 
something about themselves that would 


ease their tension," said Raddatz. 


RADDATZ'S BASE OF operation is a 


two-room office attached to his home in 
Prospect Heights. A blazing fireplace in 
the main room takes the chill out of 
black vinyl furniture and rough stone 
walls. 


At one end of the room, glass doors 


frame a tall oak tree standing in front of 
a flock of wild ducks, drifting on the sur- 
face of a small lake Shelves stretch 
across the entire length of the opposite 
wall, with books ranging from popular 
novels to scientific text books. 


Seated in front of the bookshelves, 


Raddatz can look out at the lake and eas- 
ily reach his reference materials. His fa- 
vorite is the "Prophet," a philosophic, 
religious book written by a Lebanese 
poet, Kahili Gibran. Raddatz said the 
book is the closest thing he has found to 
good general guidelines on living. 


Raddatz, a small compact man with a 


thick crop of hair and wire framed 
glasses, said he chose his profession be- 
cause he wanted to be a "man among 
men. I consider my profession the most 
interesting thing I have encountered in 
my life " 


"Pop Freudianism" and sensitivity 


training are denounced by Raddatz. He 
is a serious young man anxious to be 
"straight" and to avoid the hypocrisy 
sometimes exhibited by his colleagues. 


BEFORE RADDATZ chose his career, 


he spent two years in college studying to 
be an accountant. He followed that with 
11 years of under-graduate through post- 
graduate study in psychotherapy. 


Psychotherapy is different from psy- 


chaitry in that the latter focuses on 
medicine to reduce or relieve' phycholo- 
gical symptoms, according to Raddatz. 
"Medicine is useful in cases where the

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patient's ego is very battered. In such 
instances, I refer the patient to a psy- 
chiatrist." 


However, Raddatz prefers that his 


patients not be under the influence of 
medication because "they can't work 
with me as well then. Their mind and 
emotions are not working effectively, 
and they are not trying to examine them- 
selves to find their problem." 


Raddatz begins work with his patients 


by "learning who and what they are ... 
where their conflicts lie. I find out what 
solutions they have tried and what their 
resources are. Then I consider how they 
might act more effectively, possibly clos- 
ing down certain avenues of behavior. 


"AFTER THE DIAGNOSIS, I begin a 


course of psychotherapy that may last 
several months. In these sessions the 
patient talks about himself in the present 
and in the past, and learns to understand 
himself by understanding his past." 


In general, Raddatz's patients are 


people who feel dissatisfied or unhappy 
with their lives. "Some can't function at 
work because they feel too anxious and 
frightened. Others are severely depr- 
essed and feel life isn't worth living." 


"In some cases a personal problem is 


interfering with a marital relationship I 
believe the divorce rate is high because 
frightened. Others are deverely de- 
pressed and feel life isn't worth living. 


"It is essential that people learn to 


communicate their conflicts rather than 
to suppress them," said Raddatz. "And 
they must cease to construct fairy tal'es 
about an easy life. God never intended 
life to be easy. As it states in the "Pro- 
phet," 'as love crowns you, so shall you 
be crucified." " 


REWARDS IN LIFE come from acting 


respnsibly and trying to do things right, 
according to Raddatz. "Happiness is not 
what you experience on a high. It is a

The pace is faster and people no 
longer 'greet each other at the market 
place.' " 


"People are so busy with so many 


things, they don't have time to relax, 
love and play," added Raddatz, turning 
to look at the peaceful scene outside his 
glass doors.

Kearns and Fred Zajonc said they will 
vie for re-election on April 20. The three 
trustees won seats for the first time on 
the village board in 1967 as a three-man 
Republican slate. 


Palatine Township Republican Party 


Organization precinct captains will meet 
behind closed doors tonight to discuss the 
possibilities of once again forming a 
slate-making committee to select nomi- 
nees. 


Bernard Pedersen, Palatine Township 


Republican committeeman, said he did 
not know if the incumbents would be 
slated again, as "this is up to the slate 
making committee." 


Both Brown and Kearns said they will 


run independently if they are not slated 
by the Republican Party. Zajonc, how- 
ever said he "would have to make that 
decision when and if the time comes." 


ZAJONC, A PRODUCT manager for U. 


S. Gypsum, Co,, said he personally "de- 


sires both parties to run slates. People 
should have a choice and they (the par- 
ties) are doing a disservice to the com- 
munity if they don't pick good people and 
run them." 


He also felt the slates should offer

year. 


Clayton Brown, president of PEP, a 


Palatine-based anti-pollution group, said 
previously that the stickers will serve as 
n reminder to all residents of their re- 
sponsibility to the environment. 


Along with the vehicle sticker appli- 


cations, Village officials are also sending 
an application for a dog license to resi- 
dents. The dog licenses cost $2. Residents 
must present a certificate of rabies in- 
noculation to obtain the license. 


Braun said residents wishing more in-

Budget Code System OKd 


Palatine Village Trustees approved the 


adoption of a budget ordinance system 
this week, which does away with the cur- 
rently used appropriations ordinance sys- 
tem. 


The major change resulting from the 


new system is that the listed ex- 
penditures on the budget sheet will now 
become the controlling factors, rather 
than the appropriations ordinance. 


The new ordinance also calls for a pub- 


lic hearing to be held on the proposed 
1971 budget no later than May l, 1971, the 
beginning of the new fiscal year. 


Although the budget officer law will 


not make any substantial changes in the 
approach to formulating a budget, it will 
allow village officials more flexibility. 


The budget ordinance provides for the 


village board to make financial adjust- 


ments from time to time within the 
framework of actual revenues. Under the 
old system, this was not permitted. 


Under the old system, it was the prac- 


tice of the village to enact appropriations 
in excess of anticipated budgetary re- 
quirements because of the lack of any 
provision permitting officials to amend 
the appropriations ordinance in the 
course of the fiscal year. 


The proposal was made by Village 


Mgr, Berton Braun early last month. 
Palatine, under state law, is eligible to 
implement the budget ordinance. Mon- 
day night, the board passed the ordi- 
nance, making the budget the Village's 
basic financial control, in place of the 
formerly used appropriations ordinance, 
which will now no longer have to be pub- 
lished.

'Nothing New' On Murder: Police 


Palatine police said yesterday there 


are no new developments in their search 
for the killer of Inverness resident 
George Jayne. 


Robert Centner, Palatine police chief, 


said he could not comment on the in- 
vestigation at this point. 


Jayne, 47, was shot and killed Oct. 28 


while playing cards with his wife, daugh- 
ter nnd son-in-law in the basement of his 
1918 Banbury Lane home. 


Centner declined to comment when 


asked it police had a suspect in the mur- 
der. 


The killer apparently approached ttw 


Jayne home from Tweed Road and used 
a rifle to shoot Jayne A ,30 caliber slug 
was taken from his body. 


Jayne was one of the country's most 


prominent and widely known horsemen. 
At one time he owned the now-defunct 
Tri-Color Stables where Harper College 
currently stands in Palatine. 


Among the many people who have 


been questioned by investigators since 
the shooting is Silas Jayne, George's 63- 
year-old brother and business com- 
petitor. 


FOR THE LAST ten years, the Jayne 


brothers' feud has been widely publicized 
and incidents which were allegedly 
linked to the feud have made headlines.

Among these incidents is the 1965 car 


bombing death of Miss Cheri Rude, a 22- 
year-old employe of George who was 
killed upon starting Jayne's car at the 
Palatine stables. 


Police are investigating this as well as 


the death of George's former body guard 
Frank Michelle, whom Silas shot and 
killed on bis Elgin farm in 1969 in self- 
defense. 


Investigators said they have also un- 


covered two letters which George left to 
be opened only after his death and which 
dealt with his feud with Silas. Police said 
the letters offered no clues to last 
month's shooting, however. 


The Herald also recently learned that 


George Jayne left six other letters to his 
wife and four children. In the letters 
Jayne foretold his "violent and pre- 
mature death." 


Palatine police are heading the in- 


vestigation with the assistance of the Illi- 
nois Bureau of Investigation and several 
other outside policing agencies.

Substitute teachers can' expect any- 


thing to happen when they walk into a 
classroom. 


Their ages vary from 23 to 70, and 


have from zero to 21 years of teaching 
experience behind them when they walk 
into that classroom. All substitute teach- 
ers agree they can expect kids to try to. 
do something 
their regular 
teacher 


doesn't allow. 


"I learned fast the first couple of 


classes I subbed in," John Hentoz, a new 
substitute teacher in High School Dist. 
211, said. When kids brought radios and 
newspapers into the first class he was 
supervising, Hentoz'picked out the mean- 
est and toughest looking kid who was dis- 
rupting the class and reprimanded him. 


"It was amazing how busy everybody 


suddenly got. But then, at the end of the 
period, I give the kids a few minutes to 
talk and they usually go out with a 
smile." 


SWAPPING SEATS and trying to 'con- 


vince the teacher it's time to go when it 
isn't, is normal conduct from a class 
\yith a substitute teacher. Despite pranks 
and antics, substitute teachers in' Dist. 
211 think students are generally well be- 
haved. 


"They aren't like students used to be 


years ago," Mrs. Fred Hohenhorst, a 
Palatine High School sub for 21 years, 
said. A self-described disciplinarian, she 
said kids today try to talk back to a sub 
more than they used to. 


But then she remembers some of to- 


day's Dist. 211 administrators who were 
in the classes she substituted in years 
ago: "Some of them were little devils, 
too, and look how they turned out." 


Dennis Paige, a Schaumburg resident 


who is a substitute at Conant, Schaum- 
burg and Fremd high schools, has a

This acquisition, if made, would be the 


first venture of the township into the 
area of municipal water and sanitary 
sewer districts in unincorporated areas. 


The township's board of auditors had 


been approached by a homeowners group 
in Lake Park Estates concerning the 
township's buying of a private water sys- 
tem that was being put up for sale. The 
private system provides water for 65 
homes in the area. 


The board of auditors Tuesday night 


committed 'themselves to look into the 
possibility of buying the private water 
system from L & K! Utilities, providing 
the Lake Park homeowners agree to the 
township buying this system. 


Originally, the homeowners wanted to 


buy the system themselves and set up a 
water district. 


The board authorized- Twp. Supervisor 


Howard Olsen to approach the owner of 
L & K Utilities and get an understanding 
that the board is willing to cooperate in 
trying to acquire the system. 


"If the people (the homeowners) would 


like us to own the water system, we will 
send an engineer to negotiate a price and 
to inspect it to see if it would be worth 
buying," Olsen said. 


"THE SYSTEM WILL be bought with 


revenue bonds and paid off by the people 
who use the water. No taxes will be lev- 
ied, even if the system fails. 


"If the system needs major repairs, we 


will not consider buying it because the 
bond buyers would not want to invest 
their money in it," he said. 


Before acquiring the utility, the town- 


ship will have to assure the current 
owner of the system that the board will 
establish the selling of bonds to pay for 
the acquisition. 


The board will also have to write an 


ordinance governing the operation of a 
water and sanitary sewer system. 


"L & K is interested in getting this 


thing moving," said Marty Galis, a 
spokesman at the meeting for the home- 
owners. He said L & K will give Palatine 
Township the first chance to acquire its 
utility. 


HOWEVER, L & K would like the ac- 


quisition to take place in either January 
and February while Olsen said it would 
be March or April before the acquisition 
would start to take place. 


The board will select an engineering 


firm to act as township engineer in a 
special executive session on Saturday, 
Nov. 21. The selected firm will be con- 
firmed at the board's next regular meet- 
ing on Monday, Dec. 7. 


A township engineer will be needed to 


look over the water system before the 
board will consider buying it through 
bonds.

I find they can teach them- 
selves for a day, and I sometimes end up 
learning something, too." She substitutes 
in one of the Dist. 211 schools daily. 


A shortage of male substitute teachers 


for boy's physical education, vocational 
education, and some of the advanced 
math and science courses has prompted 
airline pilots to go into substitute teach- 
ing. Many cannot substitute for an entire 
week, but they are available part of the 
week. 


John Hentoz substitutes at the begin- 


ning of the week: "As a first-year pilot 
with one of the airlines, my salary is 
about half what it should be, so I substi- 
tute teach to get more money. My airline 
is very helpful. If I'm on standby and get 
called to sub, they will usually let me 
go." 


HENTOZ FLIES from Chicago to 


Miami, :Atlanta, Fort Lauderdale and 
Houston three days a week. Two or three 
days a week he substitutes at one of the 
four Dist. 211 schools: "The kids now 
know I'm a pilot, so at the end of class 
they usually spend sonfc time asking me 
questions about it." 


Hentoz was also in the Air Force for 


seven years. "I didn't particularly like 


the military, but it wasn't like the hip- 
pies tell it, so I sometimes tell kids about 
my military career. I learned to fly in 
the Air Force. Before that, I was think- 
ing of being a teacher." 


Substitutes have favorite subjects they 


like to teach, though they sometimes get 
into classes they haven't had any experi- 
ence with. 


"I've taught just about everything," 


Mrs. Hohenhorst said. When she began 
substituting for Dist. 211, she was the 
only substitute teacher in the district. 


NOW, WITH A few men on the substi- 


tute list, the district tries to have men in 
the boy's physical education classes and 
industrial arts classes. 


"When I'm in a foreign language class, 


I usually keep my mouth shut," Mrs. Ho- 
henhorst said. "I let the kids pronounce 
the words. If I do, I bring the house 
down with laughter." 


Regular teachers usually leave lesson 


plans for their substitutes, though the 
district does not require daily lesson 
plans be turned in. 


When a regular teacher is going to be 


absent for any length of time, a substi- 
tute with a major in that subject is usu- 
ally brought in. 


Dist. 211 substitute teachers like the 


central system for contacting substitutes 
which began this year. They will get only 
oite phone call in the morning from the 
central office instead of several from dif- 
ferent principals each of whom was re- 
sponsible for obtaining his own substi- 
tutes in past years. 


"Of course, it all boils down to one bas- 


ic thing," one substitute 
chuckled. 


"When a teacher is absent they need 
someone in the classroom with the kids. 
You can call it high-priced babysitting if 
you want, but I like to think I'm doing 
something for the district. And some- 
times the kids do end up learning some-

There are people in certain parts of the 


world who are eagerly waiting to find out 
just that. One of those persons is Marine 
Sgt. Paul D. Ashby of "M" Co. 3rd batta- 
lion 1st Marine Division. He is in Viet- 
nam. 


Ashby is.one of a 107-man unit that has 


been "adopted" by a group of interested 
persons in Long Grove. Each month they 
send food, magazines and even the stale, 
month old comics to the members of the 
2nd platoon of "M" Co. 


Ashby wrote on behalf of his platoon 


thanking the group, composed of senior 
citizens and housewives. In part of his 
letter he said, "Yes, the banana bread 
was, as you say, fit to eat. As a matter 
of fact, it was still fresh." 


MRS. ROBERT COFFIN, wife of the 


Long Grove village president, is the di- 
rector of the group. She said members of 
the group come from Inverness, Buffalo 
Grove and other surrounding towns. 


The women's auxiliary of Amvet Post 


66 in Wheeling conducts a similar pro- 
gram and is in the process of seeking 
Christmas cards to be sent to men in 
Vietnam. 


The Long Grove group was organized 


three years ago when a wife whose hus- 
band was in Vietnam sent cookies to him 
and his platoon. The practice has been 
continued ever since and now every 
Tuesday, the group meets in the Long 
Grove Community House, next to the 
Long Grove Community Church. 


Mrs. Coffin said usually the group 


sends about 15 cartons of food a' month, 
but now during the Christmas season 
about 40 cartons a month are mailed 
'from the Lake Zurich post office. 


"The boys tell us when the food comes 


overi they just dive in," she said. 


MOST OF THE cartons are filled with 


canned goods. Newspapers, magazines 
and books are packed on the top and bot- 
tom to protect against damage in ship- 
ment. 


The women met last week to wrap the 


food and gifts for the servicemen. They 
meet once a month at the Long Grove 
Community House in Long Grove. About 
30 women were there packing home 
made cookies and brownies in empty cof- 
fee cans. At one table near a window, 
.four ladies sat wrapping cookies in clear 
plastic wrapping material. The table was 
piled high with cookies and other baked 
goods. The women were old, but their 
fingers were nimble enough to wrap the 
cookies. 


One woman, with thin whispy gray 


pulled back behind h« head said, "You 
only get homemade cookies here, no 
store bought cookies for the boys."

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Beth Tikvah Temple To Be Doubled 


Beth Tikvah, the 210-family reformed 


Jewish congregation in Hoffman Estates, 
is embarking on an expansion program 
that will double the size of the existing 
8,000-square foot temple building by fall, 
1971. 


The planned expansion is one that 


seemed Improbable to the 13 Jewish fam- 
ilies who met in Nov. 1956, to form the 
congregation. 


The group's first formal religious ser- 


vices were held in a public school, as are 
many newly organized religious groups. 


The High Holy Days of Rosh Hashana 


(Jewish New Year) and Yom Kippur 
(Day of Atonement) created the need for 
a large place of worship that would not 
interfere with public school activities, 
congregation leaders said. 


The Beth Tikvah members found and 


used a barn. 


When the barn burned down the follow- 


ing year, another place had to be found 
for the special days of worship The 
search led the growing group to the 
chapel at Arlington Park Race Track. 


RABBI H1LLEL Gamoran, in 1962, fin- 


ished his second year as Beth Tikvah's 
spiritual leader and organized a building 
program. 


A year later, the doors opened to 120 


families at the temple's present facility, 
275 Hillcrest Blvd. in Hoffman Estates. 
The children now had their own class- 
rooms, the Rabbi had his own study; and 
there was a sanctuary. 


Beth Tikvah began in the fall of 1970 a 


religious school year with an enrollment 
of over 370 children attending either Sat- 
urday or Sunday sessions. Many young- 
sters also attend classes during the week 
to study Hebrew, the native language of 
Israel and the Holy Scriptures. 


The school handles all grades from 


nursery through 12th. Facilities are so 
crowded today that classes are held in 
the Rabbi's study, the library, the office 
and even the kitchen. Sunday classes are 
held in two shifts, spokesmen said. 


THE 216 MEMBER families were so 


packed in the temple for the High Holy 
Days this year that some persons took 
seats in the hallways adjacent to the 
sanctuary. It was not the first time the 
crowding occurred, but it will be the last 
time if the current expansion plans are 
carried out before next year's High Holy 
Day period. 


A tentative plan for the layout and fi- 


nancing of the expansion was presented 
at a recent general meeting of Beth Tik- 
vah members 6y Robert Steinman and 
Saul Cohen. 


Steinman is chairman of the building 


expansion committee. Cohen is chairman 
of the financial planning committee for

In wrapping up the 
meeting, Mayor Roland Meyer asked if 
there was any unfinished business to be 
taken care of. Hearing no response, he 
asked if there was any miscellaneous 
business, to which there also was no re- 
sponse. 


"Then how about any monkey busi- 


ness," he quipped. 


Rolling Meadows residents will save 


some money next year that was pre- 
viously paid to the city when the motor 
vehicle sticker fee is reduced and the 
garbage collection fee eliminated. 


The city council approved Tuesday the 


reduction of fees for vehicle stickers for 
1971 from the current $5 per vehicle to 
$3 In line with this reduction, each of the 
truck licensing categories will also re- 
ceive a reduction of $5 per vehicle for a 
1971 sticker. 


The motor vehicle sticker fee in the 


city has undergone a gradual reduction 
within the last three years In 1969, $10 
was charged for a vehicle sticker. In 
1970, the fee was lowered to $5. 


MOTOR VEHICLE stickers will go on 


sale at the new rate Dec. 1 in city hall. 


The council also approved elimination 


of the $2 per month fee for garbage col- 
lection. The service will now be provided 
to residents free beginning Jan 1,1971. 


According to Mayor Roland Meyer, the 


city council has been able to make the 
reductions because of surplus revenue 
received from sales taxes. 


"To reduce the, surplus, we thought it 


would be best to return the money to the 
resident through the reduction of these 
two fees," Meyer said. 


Although other methods of reducing 


the surplus were open to the council, 
such as lowering the city's tax levy next 
year, Meyer said the council felt the re- 
duction of the vehicle sticker and gar- 


bage collection fees would be faster and 
have a more immediate effect on resi- 
dents. 


If the need arises to increase the sur- 


plus in future, Meyer said it would be 
easier to change these two rates rather 
than institute a tax levy change. 


ACCORDING TO MEYER, if the reve- 


nue continues to grow within the next six 
months as it has in the past six months, 
the city would build up a surplus of al- 
most one-half million dollars. The fee re- 
ductions will help to lower this surplus, 
he said. 
' 


The council also voted Tuesday to 


place a limit of four bundles per home- 
owner on garbage bag distribution rather 
than the unlimited number currently pro- 
vided free to residents. 


According to Meyer, 92 per cent of the 


homeowners in the city use four bundles 
or less each year for garbage Because 
the bags are provided free, a small num- 
ber of residents have taken advantage of 
the situation, he said. 


Fifty bags are provided in each bundle. 


If a resident would like more than the 
allotted four bundles, extras can be pur- 
chased at the city garage for $6 per 
bundle. 


To provide stricter control over dis- 


tribution, the garbage bag bundles win 
.be provided to a resident after Jan. 1 
upon presentation of his last water bill to 
officials at the city garage. The bill will 
be stamped at the time of receipt of the 
bags. 


Donate $15,000 For Siren 


A tepresentative from the state office 


of civil defense presented the Rolling 
Meadows City Council Tuesday with a 
$15,000 check to be used in the purchase 
and installation of a civil defense siren 
warning system in the city. 


The money from the state represents 


funds to be matched by the city for in- 
stallation of the $30,000 warning system 


The city civil defense unit has been 


working since 1968 to arrange for the 
receipt of the matching state funds. Sev- 
eral delays in the grant resulted from 
state and federal budgetary cutbacks. 


The system will equip the city with 


three sirens to be installed in corners of 
the city so that most residents will live 
within range of them. A fourth siren cur- 
rently installed at the fire station on 
Meadow Drive will also be used in the 
emergency warning system. 


The warning system will benefit Pala- 


tine as well as Rolling Meadows Each of 
the 17 Dist. 15 schools in Palatine Town- 
ship will soon be equipped, at the ex- 
pense of the school district, with emer- 
gency radio receivers. 


As part of the emergency system, an 


encoder located in the Rolling Meadows 
Police Department will alert the schools 
in code through the receivers as to 
weather conditions and various other 
emergency situations.

Jayne, 47, was shot and killed Oct. 28 


while playing cards with his wife, daugh- 
ter and son-in-law in the basement of his 
1918 Banbury Lane home. 


Centner declined to comment when 


asked if police bad a suspect in the mur- 
der. 


The kilter apparent^ «ppreached the 


Jayne home from Tweed Road and used 
a rifle to shoot Jayne A .30 caliber slug 
was taken from his body. 


Jayne was one of the country's most 


prominent and widely known horsemen. 
At one time he owned the now-defunct 
Tri-Color Stables where Harper College 
currently stands in Palatine. 


Among the many people who have 


been questioned by investigators since 
the shooting is Silas Jayne, George's 63- 
year-old brother and business com- 
petitor. 


FOR THE LAST ten years, the Jayne 


t 


brothers' feud has been widely publicized 
and incidents 
which were allegedly 


linked to the feud have made headlines. 


Among these incidents is the 1165 car 


bombing death of Miss Cheri Rude, a 22- 
year-old employe of George who was 
killed upon starting Jayne's car at the 
Palatine stables. 


Police are Investigating this as well as 


the death of George's former body guard 
Frank Michelle, whom Silas shot and 
killed on his Elgin farm in 1969 in self- 
defense.

The township's board of auditors had 


been approached by a homeowners group 
in Lake Park Estates concerning the 
township's buying of a private water sys- 
tem that was being put up for sale. The 
private system provides water for 65 
homes in the area. 


The board of auditors Tuesday night 


committed themselves to look into the 
possibility of buying the private water 
system from L & K Utilities, providing 
the Lake Park homeowners agree to the 
township buying this system. 


Originally, the homeowners wanted to 


buy the system themselves and set up a. 
water district, 


The board authorized Twp. Supervisor 


Howard Olsen to approach the owner of 
L & K Utilities and get an understanding 
that the board is willing to cooperate in 
trying to acquire the system. 


"If the people (the homeowners) would 


like us to own the water system, we will 
send an engineer to negotiate a price and 
to inspect it to see if it would be worth 
buying," Olsen said. 


"THE SYSTEM WILL be bought with 


revenue bonds and paid off by the people 
who use the water. No taxes will be lev- 
ied, even if the system fails. 


"If the system needs major repairs, we 


will not consider buying it because the 
bond buyers would not want to invest 
their money in it," he said. 


Before acquiring the utility, the town- 


ship will have to assure the current 
owner of the system that the board will 
establish the selling of bonds to pay for 
the acquisition. 


The board will also have to write an 


ordinance governing the operation of a 
water and sanitary sewer system. 


"L & K is interested in getting this 


thing moving," said Marty Galis, a 
spokesman at the meeting for the home- 
owners. He said L & K will give Palatine 
Township the first chance to acquire its 
utility. 


HOWEVER, L & K would like die ac- 


quisition to take place in either January 
and February while Olsen said it would 
be March or April before the acquisition 
would start to take place. 


The board will select an engineering 


firm to act as township engineer in a 
special executive session on Saturday, 
Nov. 21. The selected firm will be con- 
firmed at the board's next regular meet- 
ing on Monday, Dec. 7. 


A township engineer will be needed to 


look over the water system before the 
board will consider buying it through 
bonds.

Sub Teachers Stay Ready

Substitute teachers can fexpect any- 


thing to happen when they walk into a 
classroom. 


Their ages vary from 23 to 70, and 


have from zero to 21 yeaars of teaching 
experience behind them when they walk 
into that classroom. All substitute teach- 
ers agree they can expect kids to try to 
do something 
their regular teacher 


doesn't allow. 


"I learned fast the first couple of 


classes I subbed in," John Hentoz, a new 
substitute teacher in High School Dist. 
211, said. When kids brought radios and 
newspapers into the first class he was 
supervising, Hentoz picked out the mean- 
est and toughest looking kid who was dis- 
rupting the class and reprimanded him. 


"It was amazing how busy everybody 


suddenly got. But then, at the end of the 
period, I give the kids a few minutes to 
talk and they usually go out with a 
smile." 


SWAPPING SEATS and trying to con- 


vince the teacher it's time to go when it 
isn't, is normal conduct from a class 
with a substitute teacher. Despite pranks 
and antics, substitute teachers in Dist. 
211 think students are generally well be- 
haved. 


"They aren't like students used to be 


years ago," Mrs. Fred Hohenhorst, a 
Palatine High School sub for 21 years, 
said. A self-described disciplinarian, she 
said kids today try to talk back to a sub 
more than they used to. 


But then she remembers some of to- 


day's Dist. 211 administrators who were 
in the classes she substituted in years 
ago: "Some of them were little devils, 
too, and look how they turned out." 


Dennis Paige, a Schaumburg resident 


who is a substitute at Cooant, Schaum- 
burg and Fremd high schools, has a 


Raymond Barome of Customer Rela- 


tions at the Chicago branch of the U.S. 
Post Office said that third class mail (as 
junk mail is referred to at the post of- 
fice) can be stopped. 


"All you have to do to stop this third 


class mail is to go to the post office and 
ask for Pandering Advertisement Form 
123. You fill it out and attach the address 
or mailing label to it and it goes back to 
the firm. They have to take you off their 
mailing list. Its the law," Barome said. 


Barome said you can even have the 


draft board take you off its mailing list 
with the form. It won't stop them from 
drafting you, but it will stop them from 
pestering you through the mail. 


Bone said he likes getting the junk 


mail and wouldn't care to stop it. 


"I find it pretty much fun reading the 


stupid stuff," he said. 


teaching certificate, and is waiting for a 
permanent opening: 


"You have to admit that learning 


doesn't come across that much in a class 
where the teacher is absent. I substitute 
teach now while I'm waiting for a per- 
manent job, but I think full-time teaching 
is better." 


MRS. TERRY LEIGHTY, a' former 


physical education teacher at Palatine, 
thinks differently: "I find I have all the 
fun of teaching and not all the things I 
didn't like — like for instance giving out 
grades and making up reports." 


She is willing to substitute teach any 


class: "You certainly learn a lot from 
the kids. I find they can teach them- 
selves for a day, and I sometimes end up 
learning something, too." She substitutes 
in one of the Dist. 211 schools daily. 


A shortage of male substitute teachers 


for boy's physical education, vocational 
education, and some of the advanced 
math and science courses has prompted 
airline pilots to go into substitute teach- 
ing. Many cannot substitute for an entire 
week, but they are available part of the 
week. 


John Hentoz substitutes at the begin- 


ning of the week: "As a first-year pilot 
with one of the airlines, my salary is 
about half what it should be, so I substi- 
tute teach to get more money. My airline 
is very helpful. If I'm on standby and get 
called to sub, they will usually let me 
go." 


HENTOZ FLIES 
from Chicago to 


Miami, Atlanta, Fort Lauderdale and 
Houston three days a week. Two or three 
days a week he substitutes at one of the 
four Dist. 211 schools: "The kids now 
know I'm a pilot, so at the end of class 
they usually spend senate time asking me 
questions about it." 


Hentoz was also in the Air Force for 


seven years. "I didn't particularly like 


the military, but it wasn't like the hip- , 
pies tell it, so I sometimes tell kids about 
my military career. I learned to fly in 
the Air Force. Before that, I was think- 
ing of being a teacher." 


Substitutes have favorite subjects they 


like to teach, though they sometimes get 
into classes they haven't had any experi- 
ence with. 


"I've taught just about everything," 


Mrs. Hohenhorst said. When she began 
substituting for Dist. 211, she was the 
only substitute teacher in the district. 


NOW, WITH A few men on the substi- 


tute list, the district tries to have men in 
the boy's physical education classes and 
industrial arts classes. 


"When I'm in a foreign language class,, 


I usually keep my mouth shut," Mrs. Ho- 
henhorst said. "I let the kids pronounce 
the words. If I do, I bring the house 
. down with laughter." 


Regular teachers usually leave lesson 


plans for their substitutes, though the 
district does not require daily lesson 
plans be turned in. 


When a regular teacher is going to be 


absent for any length of time, a substi- 
tute with a major in that subject is usu- 
ally brought in. 


Dist. 211 substitute teachers like the 


central system for contacting substitutes 
which began this year. They will get only 
orte phone call in the morning from the 
central office instead of several from dif- 
ferent principals each of whom was re- 
sponsible for obtaining his own substi- 
tutes in past years. 


"Of course, it all boils down to one bas- 


ic thing," one substitute 
chuckled. 


"When a teacher is absent they need 
someone in the classroom with the kids. 
You can call it high-priced babysitting if 
you want, but I like to think I'm doing 
something for the district. .And some- 
times the kids do end up learning some-

MRS. ROBERT COFFIN, wife of the 


Long Grove village president, is the di- 
rector of the group. She said members of 
the group come from Inverness, Buffalo 
Grove and other surrounding towns. 


The women's auxiliary of Amvet Post 


66 in Wheeling conducts a similar pro- 
gram and is in the process of seeking 
Christmas cards to be sent to men in 
Vietnam. 


The Long Grove group was organized 


three years ago when a wife whose hus- 
band was in Vietnam sent cookies to him 
and his' platoon. The practice has been 
continued ever since and now every 
Tuesday, the group meets in the Long 
Grove Community House, next to the 
Long Grove Community Church. 


Mrs. Coffin said usually the .group 


sends about 15 cartons of food a month, 
but now during the Christmas season 
about 40 cartons a month are mailed 
from the Lake Zurich post office. 


"The boys ten us when the food comes 


over, they just dive in," she said. 


MOST OF THE cartons are-filled with 


canned goods. Newspapers, magazines 
and books are packed on the top and bot- 
tom to protect against damage in ship- 
ment. 


The women met last week to wrap the 


food and gifts for the servicemen. They 
meet once a month at the Long Grove 
Community House in Long Grove. About 
30 women were there packing home 
made cookies and brownies in empty cof- 
fee cans.

GM Dealers See 'Mark Of Profits'

Tentative settlement of a 58-day strike 


by United Auto Workers at General Mo- 
tors boosted the spirits of local GM deal- 
ers yesterday. 


Barring any last-minute hitch in nego- 


tiations and in ratilication of a new 
three-year 
contract by United Auto 


Workers, GM production lines could be in 
full swing again by Dec. 1. 


For local GM dealers, settlement of the 


strike will allow them to begin filling or- 
ders for new cars by Dec. 15. However, 
the announcement yesterday of a tenta- 
tive agreement did not put an immediate 
end to the walkout which has idled more 
than 400,000 workers and shut down pro- 
duction by one of the largest auto manu- 
facturing firms 


But local dealers seemed confident 


yesterday that the tentative agreement 
will be accepted by General Motors and 
United Auto Workers, even though settle- 
ment is expected to cost GM an esti- 
mated $2 billion in wage increases for 


UAW members and-others over a three- 
year period. 


For local GM dealers, a settlement 


must be reached soon if dealers expect 
to rebound from the financial damage of 
the strike before the end of the year. 


"AT THIS TIME, we have well over 


100 new cars on order and I imagine, if 
the strike is settled now, we'll begin fill- 
ing some of these orders within the next 
month. An immediate settlement will 
help us to recoup some of our losses this 
year, but it'll still be difficult because 
the cars will be delivered right before 
the Christmas holidays," Pierce Ennes- 
sy, general manager of Mack Cadillac 
Corp. in Mount Prospect, explained. 


"However, in the long run, I think 


we should do all right with our sales 
after Christmas. 
We've suffered a 


considerable loss due to the strike be- 
cause our new oar volume is very low. 
But from what I understand, there 
wasn't much of an increase in our com- 
petitors' businesses as a result of the 


shutdown," Ennessy said. 


Although local GM dealers did not 


comment in dollars and cents on the ef- 
fects of the strike, sales have been slow 
and the GM market is on the brink of a 
complete standstill unless production is 
resumed soon.

Emotional Illness: More Than A 'Witch Hunt9 


by BETSY BROOKER 


A witch hunt possibly ending in an exe- 


cution was the fate of the severely 
emotionally disturbed in the 18th centu- 
try. 


Treatment of the emotionally disturbed 


today is much more civilized, but some 
misconceptions still linger. Popular opin- 
ion often labels these people as "crazy" 
and envisions them living in the midst of 
bedlam in a mental institution 


In reality, mental illness today is rare, 


according to Alan Raddatz, a psychiatric 
social worker trained as a psy- 
chotherapist. "The emotionally disturbed 
are usually people who are experiencing 
emotional problems, not illness. 


"I work with people who have prob- 


lems in living. They aren't happy and 
they would like to get something more 
out of life. And they would like to learn 
something about themselves that would 
ease their tension," said Raddatz. 


RADDATZ'S BASE OF operation is a 


two-room office attached to 'lis home in 
Prospect Heights. A blazing fireplace in 
the main room takes the chill out of 
black vinyl furniture and rough stone 
walls. 


At one end of the room, glass doors 


frame a tall oak tree standing in front of 
a flock of wild ducks, drifting on the sur- 
face of a small lake. Shelves stretch 
across the entire length of the opposite

wall, with books ranging from popular 
novels to scientific text books. 


Seated in front of the bookshelves, 


Raddatz can look out at the lake and eas- 
ily reach his reference materials. His fa- 
vorite is the "Prophet," a philosophic, 
religious book written by a Lebanese 
poet, Kahili Gibran. Raddatz said the 
book is the closest thing he has found to 
good general guidelines on living. 


Raddatz, a small compact man with a 


thick crop of hair and wire framed 
glasses, said he chose his profession be- 
cause he wanted to be a "man among 
men. I consider my profession the most 
interesting thing I have encountered in 
my life." 


"Pop Freudianism" and sensitivity 


training are denounced by Raddatz. He 
is a serious young man anxious to be 
"straight" and to avoid the hypocrisy 
sometimes exhibited by his colleagues. 


BEFORE RADDATZ chose his career, 


he spent two years in college studying to 
be an accountant. He followed that with 
11 years of under-graduate through post- 
graduate study in psychotherapy. 


Psychotherapy is different from psy- 


chaitry in that the latter focuses on 
medicine to reduce or relieve phycholo- 
gical symptoms, according to Raddatz 
"Medicine is useful in cases where the 
patient's ego is very battered. In such 
instances, I refer the patient to a psy- 
chiatrist." 


However, Raddatz prefers that his 


patients not be under the influence of 
medication because "they can't work 
with me as well then. Then- mind and 
emotions are not working effectively, 
and they are not trying to examine them- 
selves to find their problem." 


Raddatz begins work with his patients 


by "learning who and what they are ... 
where their conflicts lie. I find out what 
solutions they have tried and what their 
resources are. Then I consider how they 
might act more effectively, possibly clos- 
ing down certain avenues of behavior. 


"AFTER THE DIAGNOSIS, I begin a 


course of psychotherapy that may last 
several months. In these sessions the 
patient talks about himself in the present 
and in the past, and learns to understand 
himself by understanding his past." 


In general, Raddatz's patients are 


people who feel dissatisfied or unhappy 
with their lives. "Some can't function at 
work because they feel too anxious and 
frightened. Others are .severely depr- 
essed and feel life isn't worth living." 


"In some cases a personal problem is 


interfering with a marital relationship. I 
believe the divorce rate is high because 
frightened. Others are deverely de- 
pressed and feel life isn't worth living. 


"It is essential that people learn to 


communicate their conflicts rather than 
to suppress them," said Raddatz. "And 
they must cease to construct fairy tales 


about an easy life. God never intended 
life to be easy. As it states in the "Pro- 
phet," 'as love crowns you, so shall you 
be crucified.' " 


REWARDS IN LIFE come from acting 


respnsibly and trying to do things right, 
according to Raddatz. "Happiness is not 
what you experience on a high. It is a 
steady experience coming from a good 
and meaningful life. A life in which you 
love your fellow man without abusing 
him." 


Some people are reluctant to accept re- 


sponsibility because of inadequate train- 
ing in their childhood, according to Rad- 
datz: "Under the guise of permissiveness 
'some parents escape their obligation to 
set limits for their children and demon- 
strate concern. Other children are re- 
stricted so much they never develop self- 
confidence. It is important that children 
have a sufficient display of love and dis- 
cipline." 


The home is not the only root of emo- 


tional disturbances. So is society at 
large, said Raddatz. "With the popu- 
lation boom, the business world and the 
philosophy on sex have become imper- 
sonal. The pace is faster and people no 
longer 'greet each other at the market 
place.' " 


"People are so busy with so many 


things, they don't have tune to relax, 
love and play," added Raddatz, turning 
to look at the peaceful scene outside his 
glass doors.

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Ridge School PTA Hears Drug Talk 


by JDUY MEHL 


"I don't know how much of this has 


any meaning to you. I can only say go 
home and look in your medicine cabi- 
net." 


That is where youngsters first learn- 


how ot use marijuana and pills, Dr. Rob- 
ert Wlllford, elementary educator of psy- 
chology at Forest View Hospital in Des 
Plaines, told 50 Ridge School parents and 
teachers Tuesday night in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage 


After two hours of discussion with Will- 


ford on topics ranging from advertising 
to love, all related to drug taking, most 
of the parents there had already men- 
tally perused their medicine cabinets. 


Wlllford had accused them, as well as 


most parents today, of "popping a pill 
every time you want to get rid of a 
hurt" 


WILLFORD SAID, "People who care 


for themselves, have a realistic under- 
standing of life, and put everything in 
proper perspective, don't take drugs 
They don't have to. We deal with the 
people who are non-functional, who are 
not capable of this understanding." 


Claiming that we are going to live with 


drugs for the rest of our existence, Will- 
ford said that the problem now is accept- 
ing drug accessibility and teaching chil- 
dren not to abuse drugs. 


Me stressed a home atmosphere of 


open communication honesty, and the en- 
courogment of decision-making abilities 
at an early age. 


Wlllford traced the use of drugs by 


youngsters back to their babyhood and 
observances of parents. 


"The youngster learns by association 


that whenever you don't feel good you go 
to the bathroom and take a pill, and IS 


or 20 minutes later you're loving again," 
he said. 


THROWING OUT a few facts to point 


to parents as major drug users, the psy- 
chologist said: 


—One third of all drugs in the United 


States are sold to adults. 


—There are more women hooked on 


diet pills than there are people on heroin. 


—Alcohol is one of the most dangerous 


drugs on the market today — mostly con- 
sumed by adults 


—The adult population represents the 


greatest number of addicts consuming 
the predominance of all drugs. 


Wilford contends that the home is still 


the major source in providing direction 
to youth, but said that doing so was not 
easy. 


"Being a parent is not an easy job or a 


natural thing To raise a child in a 
healthy emotional environment is more 
delicate than 
any occupation in the 


world," he said 


But because it was a difficult job did 


not excuse parents' failures, according to 
Wlllford 


"I WANT to impart the idea that we 


cannot take this responsibility and shirk 
it off onto kids They are responding to 
attitudes and a value system imposed on 
them," he said. 


One of these values is that of taking a 


drug for every hurt Willford said that in 
an experiment with Elk Grove Village 
youngsters last year, 32 out of 35 said the 
only way to get rid of a headache was 
taking aspirin. 


"We have failed to teach them the al- 


ternatives," he said, 


Listing the alternatives that the young- 


sters decided upon, Willford suggested 
asking a friend to rub your neck, laying 


down, using a cold rag, or going outside 
and taking a deep breath 


"These are things that would get rid of 


a tension headache but we never try 
them anymore And youngsters do nave 
tension headaches," he said. 


"Kids have four times more to learn 


than kids did 20 years ago, but the same 
time in which to learn it," he said. 


"THEY CAN'T handle it, so they begin 


to do what they see their parents do — 
take a pill to get rid of the hurt," he 
said. 


"Mrs. R J Strelau, a Ridge School 


p a r e n t , questioned Willford's "per- 
missiveness" with children 


"Aren't we even supposed to express 


an opinion of what we believe is right or 


wrong?" she asked 


W i l l f o r d encouraged some per- 


missiveness, open discussion and ex- 
pression of opinions as long as .parents 
"knew as much as possible about the 
topic " 


He said that punishment only leads to 


"knowing.it's wrong to do in front of 
mom and dad, but does not stop the ac- 
tion " 


Willford said the first step in rearing a 


child was "never to expect him to be 
better than you are " 


He asked, "How have you taught your

the auto workers strike, the reactions of 
competing dealers in the village ranged 
from delight to a regret the negotiators 
ever found the conference table. 


Perhaps the most surprising reaction 


to the news that the 59-day-old strike had 
apparently ended came from Scotty Rob- 
inson, general manager of George Pool 
Ford Inc., 400 W Northwest Hwy 


"We're very happy it's over with — 


very happy," said Robinson "It means 
more business for all of us " The general 
manager added that although the deal- 
ership had realized slight increases in 
sales during the strike, "We've had no 
fabulous increases over a year ago. No 
captured sales to speak of " 


Robinson explained that many people, 


laid off from their jobs iwth automotive 
supporting industries, were unable to buy 
cars during the strike. He also said he 
believes that many would-be buyers 
stayed at home because they were 
unable to "shop around" and compare 
prices 


Mark Heller, owner of Mark Motors, 


2020 E Northwest Hwy, said that al- 
though he has realized a substantial in- 
crease in sales, "It's a good thing they're 
back — competition is much healthier 
than stagnation " 


HELLER SAID that while sales of his 


Chrysler Co , products were up about 10 
per cent, the sales of the imported Mer- 
cedes-Benz almost doubled The dealer 
attributed these sales to the buyers who 
normally may have purchased a Cadillac 
or Oldsmobile Toronado. 


Concerning the sales of the Chrysler 


products, Heller said, "No matter what 
price a buyer may have been offered by 
us or Ford, I think many people feel that 
we were taking advantage of them Of 
course thatS not true, but people who felt 
that way probably will wait untrl GM 
products are on the market to make 
their comparisons "

The Mount Prospect 
Cloudy 
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GM Dealers See 
'Mark Of Profits'

Tentative settlement of a 58-day strike 


by United Auto Workers at General Mo- 
tors boosted the spirits of local GM deal- 
ers yesterday. 


Barring any last-minute hitch in nego- 


tiations and in ratification of a new 
three-year contract by United Auto 
Workers, GM production lines could be in 
full swing again by Dec. 1. 


For local GM dealers, settlement of the 


strike will allow them to begin filling or- 
ders for new cars by Dec. 15. However, 
the announcement yesterday of a tenta- 
tive agreement did not put an immediate 
end to the walkout which has idled more 
than 400,000 workers and shut down pro- 
duction by one of the largest auto manu- 
facturing firms. 


But local dealers seemed confident 


yesterday that the tentative agreement 
will be accepted by General Motors and 
United Auto Workers, even though settle- 
ment is expected to cost GM an esti- 
mated $2 billion in wage increases for 
DAW members and others over a three- 
year period. 


For local GM dealers, a settlement 


must be reached soon if dealers expect 
to rebound from the financial damage of 
the strike before the end of the year. 


"AT THIS TIME, we have well over 


100 new cars on order and I imagine, if 
the strike is settled now, we'll begin fill- 
ing some of these orders within the next 
month. An immediate settlement will 
help us to recoup some of our losses this 
year, but it'll still be difficult because 
the cars will be delivered tight before 
the Christmas holidays," Pierce Ennes- 
sy, general manager of Mack Cadillac 
Corp. in Mount Prospect, explained. 


"However, in the long run, I think 


we should do all right with our sales 
after Christmas. 
We've suffered 
a 


considerable loss due to the strike be- 
cause our new car volume is very low. 
But from what I understand, there 
wasn't much of an increase in our com- 
petitors' businesses as a result of the 
shutdown," Ennessy said. 


Although local GM dealers did not 


comment in dollars and cents on the ef- 
fects of the strike, sales have been slow 
and the GM market is on the brink of a 
complete standstill unless production is 


No Developments 
In Jayne Case 


Palatine police said yesterday there 


are no new developments in their search 
(or the killer of Inverness resident 
George Jayne. 


Robert Centner, Palatine police chief, 


said he could not comment on the in- 
vestigation at this point. 


Jayne, 47, was shot and killed Oct. 2B 


while playing cards with his wife, daugh- 
ter and son-in-law in the basement of his 
1918 Banbury Lone home. 


Centner declined to comment when 


asked If police had a suspect in the mur- 
der. 


The killer apparently approached the 


Jayne home from Tweed Road and used 
a rifle to shoot Jayne, A ,30 caliber slug 
was taken from his body. 


Jayne was one of the country's most 


prominent and widely known horsemen. 
At one time he owned the now-defunct 
Tri-Color Stables where Harper College 
currently stands in Palatine. 


Among the many people who have 


been questioned by investigators since 
the shooting is Silas Jayne, George's 63- 
year-old brother and business com- 
petitor. 


FOR THE LAST ten years, the Jayne 


brothers' feud has been widely publicized 
and incidents which were 
allegedly 


linked to the feud have made headlines. 


Among these incidents is the 1965 car 


bombing death of Miss Cheri Rude, a 22- 
year-old employe of George who was 
killed upon starting Jayne's car at the 
Palatine stables. 


Police are investigating this as well as 


the death of George's former body guard 
Frank Michelle, whom Silas shot and 
killed on his Elgin farm in 1969 in self- 
defense. 


i Investigators said they have also un- 
covered two letters which George left to 
be opened only after his death and which 
dealt with his feud with Silas. Police said 
the letters offered no clues to last 
month's shooting, however. 


The Herald also recently learned that 


George Jayne left six other letters to his 
wife and four children. In the letters 
Jayne foretold his "violent and pre- 
mature death." 


Palatine police are heading the in- 


vestigation with the assistance of the Illi- 
nois Bureau of Investigation and several 
other outside policing agencies.

"Just about all of our new 1970 cars in 


the showroom and on the lot sold out dur- 
ing the strike. Oddly enough, in view of 
the strike, we had a good carry-over 
business with the sale of 1970 models for 
the month of October. We'll probably be 
hurt by the strike this month because we 
won't have enough deliveries in Decem- 
ber, if the strike is settled, to recover our 
November losses," Joe Mitchell, general 
manager of Mufich Buick Inc. in Mount 
Prospect, said. 


Although Mufich has 130 new cars on 


order, Mitchell said he doubted if the 
dealership will recover its losses from 
the strike by the end of the year. "But 
our business was good before the strike 
which will help us to compensate for our 
losses within the last two months. Also, 
Opel sales have helped considerably in 
that we were able to sell more Opels be- 
cause of the shortage of new Buicks," 
Mitchell said. 


THE PRODUCTION of the Opel line is 


not affected by the GM shutdown, ac- 
cording to Tom Collins of Bill Cook Buick 
in Arlington .Heights. Collins said the 1971 
Opels will be introduced on the market 
next week and Buick dealers hope this 
advertising campaign will stimulate new 
interest in the car market. 


Although Mitchell didn't seem to think 


the used-car market at Mufich was af- 
fected by the strike, Mack Cadillac and 
Bill Cook Buick both agreed used-car 
sales have been very good. Ennessy said 
Mack Cadillac has also completely sold 
out its 1970 stock. 


All three dealers agreed customers 


seem to be waiting for the strike to end 
rather than switching to a competitive 
line and buying 1971 models immediate- 
ly. 


"There are two kinds of customers: 


che guy who orders a car for delivery 
and the fellow who buys a car straight 
off the lot, right out of the showroom. If 
a dealer didn't have any new stock to 
show or sell, then the strike hurt him a 
little more," Collins said. 


"WE HAD THE ADVANTAGE of hav- 


ing a limited number of 1971 models to 
show and sell, so our customers were 
still coming in during the strike to see 
them and order new cars, even though 
delivery depended on settlement of the 
strike. Maybe we were hurt a little by 
the fellow who was thinking about 
switching to a Buick this year but then 
changed his mind due to the strike. But 
all in all, I think most of our customers 
will order new cars after the strike, I 
don't think they've switched to another 
line," Collins explained. 


For local GM dealers, the strike has 


taken its toll on business this year. But 
the sate of new 1970 cars and used cars 
has helped them cope with the otherwise 
' costly effects of the 58-day strike.

Emotional Illness: More Than A 'Witch Hunt9

A witch hunt possibly ending in an exe- 


cution was the fate of the severely 
emotionally disturbed in the 18th centu- 
try. 


Treatment of the emotionally disturbed 


today is much more civilized, but some 
misconceptions still linger. Popular opin- 
ion often labels these people as "crazy" 
and envisions them living in the midst of 
bedlam in a mental institution. 


In reality, mental illness today is rare, 


according to Alan Raddatz, a psychiatric 
social worker trained as a psy- 
chotherapist, "The emotionally disturbed 
are usually people who are experiencing 
emotional problems, not illness. 


"I work with people who have prob- 


lems in living. They aren't happy and 
they would like to get something more 
out of life. And they would like to learn 
something about themselves that would 
ease their tension," said Raddatz. 


RADDATZ'S BASE OF operation is a 


two-room office attached to his home in 
Prospect Heights. A blazing fireplace in 
the main room takes the chill out of 
black vinyl furniture and rough atone 


walls. 


At one end of the room, glass doors 


frame a tall oak tree standing in front of 
a flock of wild ducks, drifting on the sur- 
face of a small lake. Shelves stretch 
across the entire length of the opposite 
wall, with books ranging from popular 
novels to scientific text books. 


Seated in front of the bookshelves, 


Raddatz can look out at the lake and eas- 
ily reach his reference materials. His fa- 
vorite is the "Prophet," a philosophic, 
religious book written by a Lebanese 
poet, Kahili Gibran. Raddatz said the 
book is the closest thing he has found to 
good general guidelines on living. 


Raddatz, a small compact man with a 


thick crop of hair and wire framed 
glasses, said he chose his profession be- 
cause he wanted to be a "man among 
men. I consider my profession the most 
interesting thing I have encountered in 
my life." 


"Pop Freudianism" and sensitivity 


training are denounced by Raddatz. He 
is a serious young man anxious to be 
"straight" and to avoid toe hypocrisy 
sometimes exhibited by bis colleagues. 


BEFORE RADDATZ chose his career, 


he spent two years in college studying to 
be an accountant. He followed that with 
11 years of under-graduate through post- 
graduate study in psychotherapy. 


Psychotherapy is different from psy- 


chaitry in that the latter focuses on 
medicine to reduce or relieve phycholo- 
gical symptoms, according to Raddatz. 
"Medidde is useful in cases where the 
patient's ego is very battered. In such 
instances, I refer the patient to a psy- 
chiatrist." 


However, Raddatz prefers that his 


patients not be under the influence of 
medication because "they can't work 
with me as well then. Their mind and 
emotions are not working effectively, 
and they are not trying to examine them- 
selves to find their problem." 


Raddatz begins work with his patients 


by "learning who and what they are ... 
where their conflicts lie. I find out what 
solutions they have tried and what their 
resources are. Then I consider how they 
might act more effectively, possibly clos- 
ing down certain avenues of behavior. 


"AFTER THE DIAGNOSIS. I begin a 


course of psychotherapy that may last 
several months. In these sessions the 
patient talks about himself in the present 
and in the past, and learns to understand 
himself by understanding his past." 


In general, Raddatz's patients are 


people who feel dissatisfied or unhappy 
with their lives. "Some can't function at 
work because they feel too anxious and 
frightened. Others -are severely depr- 
essed and feel life isn't worth living." 


"In some cases a personal problem is 


interfering with a marital relationship. I 
believe the divorce rate is high because 
frightened. Others are deverely de- 
pressed and feel life isn't worth living." 


"It is essential that people learn to 


communicate their conflicts rather than 
to suppress them," said Raddatz. "And 
they must cease to construct fairy tales 
about an easy life. God never intended 
life to be easy. As it states in the "Pro- 
phet," 'as love crowns you, so shall you 
be crucified.' " 


REWARDS IN LIFE come from acting 


respnsibly and trying to do things right, 
according to Raddatz. "Happiness is not 
what you experience on a high. It is a 


steady experience coming from a good 
and meaningful life. A life in which you 
love your fellow man without abusing 
him." 


Some people are reluctant to accept re- 


sponsibility because of inadequate train- 
ing in their childhood, according to Rad- 
datz: "Under the guise of permissiveness 
some parents escape their obligation to 
set limits for their children and demon- 
strate concern. Other children are re- 
stricted so much they never develop self- 
confidence. It is important that children 
have a sufficient display of love and dis- 
cipline." 
x 


The home is not the only root of emo- 


tional disturbances. So is society at 
large, said Raddatz. "With the popu- 
lation boom, the business world and the 
philosophy on sex have become imper- 
sonal. The pace is faster and people no 
longer 'greet each other at the market 
place.' " 


"People are so busy with so many 


things, they don't have tune to relax, 
love and play," added Raddatz, turning 
to look at the peaceful scene outside his

While General Motors dealers in Ar- 


lington Heights rejoiced over the end of 
the auto workers strike, the reactions of 
competing dealers in the village ranged 
from delight to a regret the negotiators 
ever found the conference table. 


Perhaps the most surprising reaction 


to the news that the 59-day-old strike had 
apparently ended came from Scotty Rob- 
inson, .general manager of George Pool 
Ford Inc., 400 W. Northwest Hwy. 


"We're very happy it's over with — 


very happy," said Robinson. "It means 
more business for all of us." The general 
manager added that although the deal- 
ership had realized slight increases in 
sales during the strike, "We've had no 
fabulous increases over a year ago. No 
captured sales to speak of." 


Robinson explained that many people, 


laid off from their jobs iwth automotive 
supporting industries, were unable to buy 
cars during the strike. He also said he 
believes that many would-be buyers 
stayed at home because they were 
unable to "shop around" and compare 
prices. 


Mark Heller, owner of Mark Motors, 


2020 E. Northwest Hwy., said that al- 
though he has realized a substantial in- 
crease in sales, "It's a good thing they're 
back — competition is much healthier 
than stagnation." . 


HELLER SAID that while sales of his 


Chrysler Co., products were up about 10 
per cent, the sales of the imported Mer- 
cedes-Benz almost doubled. The dealer 
attributed these sales to the buyers who 
normally may have purchased a Cadillac 
or Oldsmobile Toronado. 


Concerning the sales of the Chrysler 


products, Heller said, "No matter what 
price a buyer may have been offered by 
us or Ford, I think many people feel that 
we were taking advantage of them. Of 
course thatS not true, but people who felt 
that way probably will wait until GM 
products are on the market to make 
their comparisons." 


Dick Roto, owner of Roto Lincoln-Mer- 


cury, 1410 E. Northwest Highway said, 
"It almost seems like we've been on 
strike — we're almost out of cars." Roto 
explained that his dealership realized the 
biggest sales month in its history in Oc- 
tober, with sales up about 75 per cent. He 
also noted that sales for the month of 
September, up about 44 per cent, repre- 
sented the biggest September the deal- 
ership has had. 


Rot said he thinks his sales figures will 


remain at the present level or perhaps 
increase due to a healthier economy and 
competitive market. 


"We're not really unhappy," Roto said 


about the strike settlement, "But ii's not 
exactly the happiest day of my life." 


New Cars Are Coming If -

General Motors dealers in Arlington 


Heights expect to have new cars by the 
end of 'the month if the United Auto 
Workers Union (UAW) ratifies a new 
three-year contract. 


The national contract settlement an- 


nounced yesterday may spell the end of 
the 59-day walk-out which closed General 
Motors plants and halted the flow of new 
cars to Arlington Heights. 


Local dealers said they have been hurt 


by the strike but expect sales to rebound 
when cars become available. 


.When the strike began cars were on 


the assembly lines and waiting in storage 
lots of GM plants, H. Morton of Morton 
Pontiac, 666 E. Northwest Hwy., said. 


As a result of backlog, cars will be- 


come available very quickly and orders 
will be filled on a first come, first served 
basis, he said. 


All plants will not be in operation until 


local contracts are settled, dealers said, 
but buyers are likely to find big rewards 


when deliveries start. 


Warren Lattof of Lattof Motor Co., 800 


E. Northwest Hwy., said, "Those people 
who waited to get a Chevrolet product 
will be rewarded with outstanding pur- 
chase prices. They will find it was worth 
the wait." 


Lattof added that he has 60 cars in 


stock for delivery now and with the set- 
tlement "we will be in a very good posi- 
tion to deliver cars right away." 


All the dealers have been taking orders 


in anticipation of the strike's end and 
Bill Cook of Bill Cook Buick, Euclid Ave- 
nue and Northwest Highway said he ex- 
pected more than 100 persons to get cars 
in the next month. 


All the dealers are hoping the union 


will ratify the new contract quickly and 
that local plants will also settle. 


Morton summed up the feelings of 


many when he said, "As soon as they are 
through the pitfalls we will be very hap- 
py to have cars. Strikes are a very un- 
necessary thing." 


Water Usage Questioned 


A proposed 344-unit multi-family hous- 


ing development got a cold shower last 
night when the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission raised serious 
questions 


about water at the site. . 


Instead of the usual questions of storm 


water runoff, the commission this time 
concerned itself with expected water us- 
age at the property development and its 
relationship with a water shortage prob- 
lem plaguing the entire village. 


The development is planned for a 


triangular piece of land on the east side 
of Rand Road, just north of Hintz Road. 
The development, to be know as Randha- 
ven Terrace, is planned to include clus- 
ters of one-bedroom apartments and two- 
bedroom townhouses. 


Late into the evening the commission 


had not reached a decision on the peti- 
tion for a planned development. 


Plato Foufas, attorney -for the petition- 


er, said construction of the first phase of 
the development would begin within 120 
days of final approval, with completion 
expected in about a year. 


COMMISSIONER Alice Harms first 


raised the question of how the devel- 
opment might affect the current village 
water problem, and was joined quickly 
by several other commission members. 


James Muldowney, an engineer testi- 


fying for the petitioner, said the average 
daily water use at the complex would be 
about 31,000 gallons, based on his estima- 
tion of a total population of 516 people. 


Commissioner James McGrath quickly 


added his estimation of approximately 
900 residents, based on the 216 two-bed- 


room and 128 one-bedroom living units 
planned. McGrath said the discrepancy 
in the figures could seriously affect wa- 
ter usage and therefore the entire vil- 
lage. 


Foufas at one time questioned the "ju- 


risdiction" of the village to refuse a de- 
veloper because the village has a water 
problem. Commissioner Harold Klmgner 
answered, "We have the perfect right if 
the construction would seriously endan- 
ger the health and welfare of the balance 
of the community." 


FOUFAS THEN ASKED plan commis- 


sion chairman Leo Mueller to reread a 
report from the village engineer's office 
on the matter. The report mentioned the 
department's concern about the water 
problem, but added that whether or not 
the development is constructed, there 
can be no guarantee that the village will 
not experience another water shortage. 


Klingner, citing the village engineer's 


statement that the village will need an 
increase of pumping capacity of 3 million 
gallons a day within the next year, said 
that the cost of one well and storage fa- 
cilities will run about $275,000. The com- 
missioner added that the proposed devel- 
opment will use approximately one-sixth 
of the capacity of a new well, and 
charged that the developer had not yet 
committed himself to any public contri- 
bution. 


Frank O'Riley, one of the owners of 


the land, told the commission he has 
committed a contribution of a five-acre 
parcel to the park district, which he val 
ued at $50,000. 


Park Board OKs Hockey Program 


A boys' hockey program sponsored by 


the Arlington Heights Jaycees received 
the go-ahead from the Arlington Heights 
Park Board Monday night. 


The program would use a combination 


of natural ice at Recreation Park, 500 E. 
Miner St., Arlington Heights, and arti- 
ficial ice at the Polar Dome in East Dun- 
dee. 


Bob Clark, a member of the Jaycees 


and in charge of the program, requested 
the use of the ice at Recreation Park 
with the understanding that the Jaycees 
would help in the maintenance of the tee. 


The park board approved the times 


during which the Jaycees will have use 
of the hockey rink at the park and final 
approval of the entire program is pend- 


ing the working out of a few details. The 
Jaycees would have exclusive use of the 
hockey rink only for about 23 hours per 
week. 
• 


The program will include league play 


for about 150 youngsters. At present the 
program includes about 140 boys regis- 
tered and the remaining slots left open, 
Clark said. The fee for the program is 
$35. 


Charles Cronin, park board president, 


suggested that the program be made 
part of the park district's activities with 
the Jaycees providing the manpower. A 
decision on this matter may be made at 
the park board's next meeting. 


In return for the use of the ice at Rec- 


reation Park, the Jaycees have agreed to 
conduct hockey clinics at-other park lo- 


cations in the park district. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the park board 


discussed taking legal action to force the 
completion of some lighting work at new 
parks. The board will forward its corre- 
spondence on the lighting problems to its 
attorney for study. 


The present lighting problems include 


the lack of installation of walk and tennis 
court lighting at Frontier Park, the lack 
of light control boxes for the tennis 
courts at Camelot, Frontier and Heritage 
parks, and the malfunctioning of time 
clocks at all new park locations. 


More problems include the lack of aim- 


ing the lights on tennis courts, multi-pur- 
pose areas and walks at an new park 
locations; the lack of several poles at 
Heritage, Camelot and Patriot parks; 


and flimsy bases used on lighting poles 
and other items. 
; 


Although the park district has with- 


held money from the contractor, the 
work is still not completed. For the past 
few months, the park board has written 
letters to the contractors, Milburn Broth- 
ers; the landscape architect, Novak and 
Carlson; the sub-contractor, Rafael Elec- 
tric; and the supplier, Sylvania; to try (o 
get the problems solved.

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Play Leads To Motor Development

The kid on the scooter might run over 


the teacher. 


But he doesn't, and neither do any of 


the other small fry who turn the multi- 
purpose room of Kensington School in 
Arlington Heights into a noisy, teeming 
place twice a week. 


On Monday and Wednesday all the kin- 


dergarten children at Kensington go to 
thfc multi-purpose room to work with a 
teacher and mothers who volunteer their 
time. 


They do "fun things" like push wooden 


scooters around the floor without using 


their feet or they hop like frogs or crawl 
on hands and knees like a lame dog. 


And all the time they are learning to 


use their bodies and to coordinate their 
movements. 


The 64 children at Kensington are tak- 


ing part in the only separate motor skills 
development program in Dist. 25. Other 
district schools use parts of the program 
in their physical education classes. 


The program, now in its second year, 


is patterned after a program used in 
Dist. 21 in Wheeling, according to Peter 
Lanners, physical education teacher at 
Kensington. 


The lessons the children receive defin- 


itely improve coordination, Lanners said. 
He has been testing first and second gra- 
ders and has found a "definite improve- 
ment" in the children who had the motor 
skills development work. 


Already this year, he said, the kinder- 


garten children are improving. "When 
we started about 90 per cent of them 
could hardly do anything but they have 
improved," he said. 


Another thing the program helps -with, 


he said, is teaching children to tell their 
left from their right and it helps them 
decide which hand they will use in their 
work. 


"At the beginning of the year only five 


or 'six knew their left from their right," 
he said. . 


The lessons are planned in advance 


and are designed to introduce new skills 
and reinforce old ones. When the chil- 
dren finish the lessons planned for the 
day Lanners and the mothers often play 
games with them.

FOR THE LAST ten years, the Jayne 


brothers' feud has been widely publicized 
and incidents which were allegedly 
linked to the feud have made headlines. 


Among these incidents is the 1965 car 


bombing death of Miss Cheri Rude, a 22- 
year-old employe of George who was 
killed upon starting Jayne's car at the 
Palatine stables. 


Police are investigating this as well as 


the death of George's former body guard 
Frank Michelle, whom Silas shot and 
killed on his Elgin farm in 1969 in self- 
defense. 


Investigators said they have also un- 


covered two letters which George left to 
be opened only after his death and which 
dealt with his feud with Silas. Police said 
the letters offered no clues to last 
month's shooting, however. 


The Herald also recently learned that 


George Jayne left six other letters to his 
wife and four children. In the letters 
Jayne foretold his "violent and pre- 
mature death." 


Palatine police are heading the in- 


vestigation with the assistance of the Illi- 
nois Bureau of Investigation and several 
other outside policing agencies.

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Mental Illness Rare — Problems Prevalent 


by BETSY BROOKER 


A witch hunt possibly ending in an exe- 


cution was the fate of the severely 
emotionally disturbed in the 18th centu- 
try. 


Treatment of the emotionally disturbed 


today is much more civilized, but some 
misconceptions still linger. Popular opin- 
ion often labels these people as "crazy" 


and envisions them living in the midst of 
bedlam in a mental institution. 


In reality, mental illness today is rare, 


according to Alan Raddatz, a psychiatric 
s o c i a l worker trained as a psy- 
chotherapist. "The emotionally disturbed 
are usually people who are experiencing 
emotional problems, not illness. 


"I work with people who have prob- 
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leras in living. They aren't happy and 
they would like to get something more 
out of life. And they would like to learn 
something about themselves that would 
ease their tension," said Raddatz. 


RADDATZ'S BASE OF operation is a 


two-room office attached to his home in 
Prospect Heights. A blazing fireplace in 
the main room takes the chill out of 
black vinyl furniture and rough stone 
walls. 


At one end of the room, glass doors 


frame a tall oak tree standing in front of 
a flock of wild ducks, drifting on the sur- 
face of a small lake. Shelves stretch 
across the entire length of the opposite 
wall, with books ranging from popular 
novels to scientific text books. 


Seated in front of the bookshelves, 


Raddatz can look out at the lake and eas- 
ily reach his reference materials. His fa- 
vorite is the "Prophet," a philosophic, 


religious book written by a Lebanese 
poet, Kahili Gibran. Raddatz said the 
book is the closest thing he has found to 
good general guidelines on living. 


Raddatz; a small compact man with a 


thick crop of hair and wire framed 
glasses, said he chose his profession be- 
cause he wanted to be a "man among 
men. I consider my profession the most 
interesting thing I have encountered in 
my life." 


"Pop Freudianism" and sensitivity 


training are denounced by Raddatz. He 
is a serious young man anxious to be 
"straight" and to avoid the hypocrisy 
sometimes exhibited by his colleagues. 


BEFORE RADDATZ chose his career, 


he spent two years in college studying to 
be an accountant. He followed that with 
11 years of under-graduate through post- 
graduate study in psychotherapy. 


Psychotherapy is different from psy-

chaitry in that the latter focuses on 
medicine to reduce or relieve phycholo- 
gical symptoms, according to Raddatz. 
"Medicirte is useful in cases where the 
patient's ego is very battered. In such 
instances, I refer the patient to a psy- 
chiatrist." 


However, Raddatz prefers that his 


patients not be under the influence of 
medication because "they can't work 
with me as well then. Their mind and 
emotions are not working effectively, 
and they are not trying to examine them- 
selves to find their problem." 


Raddatz begins work with his patients 


by "learning who and what they are ... 
where their conflicts lie. I find out what 
solutions they have tried and what their 
resources are. Then I consider how they 
might act more effectively, possibly clos- 
ing down certain avenues of behavior. 


"AFTER THE DIAGNOSIS, I begin a 


course of psychotherapy that may last 
several months. In these sessions the 
patient talks about himself in the present 
and in the past, and teams to understand 
himself by understanding his past." 


In general, Raddatz's patients are 


people who feel dissatisfied or unhappy 
with their lives. "Some can't function at 
work because they feel too anxious and 
frightened. Others are severely depr- 
essed and feel life isn't worth living." 


"In some cases a personal problem is 


interfering with a marital relationship. I 
believe the divorce rate is high because 
frightened. Others are deverely de- 
pressed and feel life isn't worth living. 


"It is essential that people learn to 


communicate their conflicts rather than 
to suppress them," said.Raddatz. "And 
they must cease to construct" fairy tales 
about an easy life. God never intended 
life to be easy. As it states in the "Pro- 
phet," 'as love crowns you, so shall you 
be crucified.' " 


REWARDS IN LIFE come from acting 


respnsibly and trying to do things right, 
according to Raddatz. "Happiness is not 
what you experience on a high. It is a 
steady experience corning from a good 
and meaningful life. A life in which you 
love your fellow man without abusing 
him." 


Some people are reluctant to accept re- 


sponsibility because of inadequate train- 
ing in their childhood, according to Rad- 
datz: "Under the guise of permissiveness 
some parents escape their obligation to 
set limits for their children and demon- 
strate concern. Other children are re- 
stricted so much they never develop self- 
confidence. It is important that children 
have a sufficient display of love and dis- 
cipline." 


The home is not the only root of emo- 


tional disturbances. So is society at 
large, said Raddatz. "With the popu- 
lation boom, the business world and the 
philosophy on sex have become imper- 
sonal. The pace is faster and people no 
longer 'greet each other at the market 
place.' " 


"People are so busy with so many 


things, they don't have time to relax, 
love and play," added Raddatz, turning 
to look at the peaceful scene outside his 
glass doors.

The department has started a nursery

"The class was started this year to 


give our students the opportunity to have 
direct experiences with pre-school chil- 
dren. It was devised by the head of the 
department, then was approved by the 
school administrators," she explained. 


Twelve pre-schoolers from 2 through S 


years are enrolled this semester, which 
continues through December. Most are 
the children of WHS faculty members. 


Songs, games, stories, arts and crafts, 


and outdoor play time highlight a typical 
morning's activities. 


Generally the nursery meets three 


times a week, an hour and a half on two

"STUDENTS TAKE turns leading the 


activities for the week, deciding what 
games and activities the children will 
play. It gives them a chance to apply 
what they have been learning in the 
classroom," Mrs. Nolen explained. 


As a semester project, each girl en- 


rolled in the child care class must make 
a simple child's toy. 


"Some of them have been really clev- 


er: puppets, cradles from oatmeal boxes, 
felt rings to toss around wood sticks." 


How do the children benefit? 
According to Mrs. Nolen, "They get an 


opportunity to socialize and play with 


others their own age. Sometimes they 
learn how to count, or say the alphabet, 
although we don't actually teach them 
these things. They pick them up through 
the educational games they play." 


The student "teachers" take tests 


themselves on what they learn, though 
not at any set time. 


"The girls complete'their assignments 


and take tests when they feel ready for 
them. Each student can progress at her 
own individual rate," said the teacher. 


Enthusiastic support for the new pro- 


gram has come from the mini-skirted 
and .pants-suited girls enrolled in the 
class, too. 


"Terrific" was a typical reaction from 


one. 


Various other departments at the high 


school have also given their support to 
the program: Some of the arts and crafts 
and other materials used'by the children 
were loaned from the art and industrial 
arts divisions.

Des Plaines city officials will meet 


tonight with Thacker Street residents to 
discuss city plans to route additional 
traffic onto their street. 


More than 100 residents have opposed 


the plans in petitions to the city council. 
The city is contemplating a bridge over 
the Des Plaines River that would link 
Thacker and Dempster Street, diverting 
east-west downtown traffic that now uses 
Miner Street. 


Also discussed has been an underpass 


at Thacker and the Chicago and North 
Western outer belt tracks west of Wolf 
Road. Completed plans for the Demps- 
ter-Thacker bridge are being studied by 
the state highway department. 


Both city and Des Plaines Redevelop- 


ment Association officials have said the 
Thacker plans are a necessary part of 
downtown renewal. The redevelopment 
association, a not-for-profit corporation, 


Bond Vote Is 
Postponed 


The Des Plaines Park Board of Com- 


missioners Tuesday night decided to 
postpone a $1 million sports complex ref- 
erendum until after Jan. 1. 


The decision came after the board 


members saw preliminary architect's 
plans for the complex. The commission- 
ers were each given a set of plans and 
asked to make suggestions to the archi- 
tects, Ahrendt Engineering Co., at next 
week's Board meeting. 


The referendum, which had been tenta- 


tively planned for Dec. 12 will probably 
be held in late January, according to 
Robert Kunkel, director of parks and 
recreation. 


"We don't want to throw the idea at 


people," Kunkel said, "so we postponed 
the referendum because there wasn't 
enough time to sell the idea to people. 
Also, we've been asked by the man who 
sells our bonds to wait on holding the 
referendum until after the Constitutional 
Convention election Dec. 15." 


The architect's plans call for an Moor 


professional-sized ice rink, a multi-pur-. 
pose room and four small meeting 
rooms. The complex would also have a 
parking lot which would accommodate 
300 cars. The proposed complex would be 
built at Lake Park at a cost of $1,375,000. 


was formed five years ago by downtown 
businessmen and civic leaders to spear- 
head efforts to redevelop downtown Des 
Plaines. 


THE MEETING will be held at 8 p.m. 


in the municipal building city council 
chambers, 1412 Miner St. 


According to James Paroubek, associ- 


ation president, traffic and parking prob- 
lems in downtown Des Plaines must be 
solved before redevelopment can move 
ahead. 


At a recent public meeting to discuss 


renewal progress, ' Paroubek said the 
Thacker bridge was first proposed in 
1894. "There's a definite need for east- 
west traffic in this area and everything 
tends to show that this is the spot to do 
it," he said of the Thacker-Dempster link 
up. 


At the meeting, Mayor Herbert H. Beh- 


rel said planning for Thacker is under 
the jurisdiction of the county highway de- 
partment. 


"Sure enough, the people who live in 


the residential area are going to have 
some (more) traffic, but we're not going 
to be doing that. The county's going to be 
doing it," Behrel said. "If there's going 
to be a lot of heat about this, I don't 
know what the county's going to do. Re- 
member, this is a county road." 


CONSTRUCTION of the underpass 


west of Wolf Road would end traffic 
back-ups on Thacker by cars waiting for 
trains at the present grade crossing, he 
said. To obtain a needed right-of-way for 
the underpass, four or five houses would 
have to be removed, Behrel said. 


Thacker which extends from River 


Road west through the city, is named 
Dempster west of Mount Prospect Road. 
Including the portion of Dempster east of 
the river, the road goes through the 
city's 1st, 2nd, 3rd, 4th and 8th wards. 


The petitions have opposed the under- 


pass and bridge and asked for a ban on 
heavy trucks and a 20-mile-an-hour speed 
limit along Thacker.

Residents Honor War Dead 


CLARENCE LEIS. 72, a World War I 
Navy veteran, retired seven years 
ago from his job with the Des Plaines 
Park District. He and his wife, 
Mil- 


dred, spend one day a week doing 
volunteer work at Mines Veteran's 
Hospital. 


In a short ceremony yesterday morn- 


ing, a group of Des Plaines Cub Scouts 
and a handful of veterans paid homage 
to Americans who have died in the ser- 
vice of their country. 


During the ceremony at Memorial 


Park, River Road and Pearson Street in 
Des Plaines, members of Den 2 and Cub 
Scout Pack 12 and American Legion Post 
36 of Des Plaines read prayers for the 
war dead. The scouts put flowers at the 
base of a war memorial in the small 
park. 


One veteran, 72-year-old Clarence Leis 


of Des Plaines, who serves as American 
Legion chaplain, later discussed in an in- 
terview his thoughts about veterans and 
Veterans Day, which until 1954 was 
known as Armistice Day. 


During World War I, Leis joined the 


Navy at 19, serving as a baker aboard 
the U.S.S. Wyoming until the end of the 
war. As Leis tells it, he and a friend 
decided one Sunday to join the Navy and 
by Thursday were in the service. 


"He said let's go down and join the 


Navy and I said OK and that's the way it 
was," Leis recalled. "My friend and I on 
the spur of the moment went down and 
enlisted." 


After a few days at Great Lakes Naval 


Station and a few weeks in Charleston, 
S C, Leis joined the Wyoming's crew 
and spent the war on convoy duty. His 
ship was in the Orkney Islands off Scot- 
land in 1918 when the German fleet sur- 
rendered and sailed to Broest, France, for 
the arrival of President Woodrow Wilson. 


Leis, an American Legion member 


since 1929, has seen a lot of changes both 
in the veterans organization and in the 
country. In the past, he said, there'd be 
parades and the Legion would send out 
speakers to all the schools on Armistice 
Day 


World War I veterans had been the 


mainstay of the Nov 11 holiday. Now, 
said Leis, there are less than 50 of them 
left in the Des Flames post and several 
are sick or inactive. He was glad some of 
the younger men and the Cub Scouts 
could come out yesterday because until 
the night before, the Legion had planned 
to skip the annual ceremony for lack of 
participants. 


The younger men, he said, have 


"changed an awful lot.'" 


"They don't seem to have the spirit 


that the older veterans had. They don't 
seem to get things done. I think they're a 


little lax in a lot of things," said Leis. 
The older ones, he said, "are dying off - 
fast." 


In addition, he said, "there's a lot of 


things to take a guy's attention nowdays. 
Television takes a lot of guys away from 
our meetings and from doing things." 
The younger men "don't have the kind of 
jobs that we had. They can't get off for 
an hour or two to do this kind of stuff." 


The country has changed too, he said. 


"You see so much of these riots and 
stuff. I think it takes something away 
from people, desecrating the flag and all 
that stuff It seems to me there's been a 
let down, a let down in patriotism, I 
think." 


Leis, a former superintendent of 


maintenance for the Des Plaines Park 
District, retired seven years ago. He and 
his wife, Mildred, who live at 2101 Miner 
St., spend a full day each week doing 
volunteer work at Hines Veteran's Ad- 
ministration Hospital. 


He works with disabled veterans, help- 


ing with therapy and handicrafts but 
never discusses the war or how the men 
were wounded. "Going to Hines on Tues- 
day is like going to church on Sunday to 
me," said the old veteran, "and my wife 
is just the same way." 


'Weaker Sex9? Anthropologist Says No

"Are women constitutionally stronger 


than men? 


"Are they emotionally more resilient7 
"Are women more intelligent than 


men? 


"Undoubtedly they are. These are not 


argumentable points." 


So said' Dr. Ashley Montagu, an anth- 


ropologist, as he spoke at Maine South 
High School Tuesday night on the "Natu- 
ral Superiority of Women," 


Montagu, along with Ann Matasar of 


Mundeleln College, gave the second lec- 
ture in an eight part serlei on the "Odya- 
aey of Man into the 70's," sponsored by 


the Maine Adult Evening School and For- 
est Hospital in Des Plaines. 


Montagu told the audience of a little 


more than 100 people that women are, 
over-all, the superior of the two sexes. 


"The female is constitutionally strong- 


er than the male because she must bear 
the young of the species. She, as opposed 
to the male, must be preserved to bear 
and care for offspring and thereby con- 
tinue the species. A male can die after 
impregnating the female and the species 
can still go on." 


MEN, MONTAGU admitted, do have 


more muscular power. They can Jump 
higher, run faster and bit harder hut 


they die sooner than women because 
they have a higher metabolism rate 
which they need to remain stronger. A 
man burns himself up more rapidly than 
a woman, according to Montagu. 


"It is a myth that men work them- 


selves to death while their women sit 
around on chaise lounges," Montagu 
said. 


" W o m e n work infinitely harder 


than men. They do so many more 
chores and more strenuous activity. 
When a man is home for three days with 
the kids he's exhausted but a woman 
worta coMtantly." 


< Moatagu called a man's physical 


strength a terrible handicap. He said a 
man falls back on his brawn rather than 
his brain — that's why he's more prone 
to violence. 


"Take a group of children on a play- 


ground," he said. "While the girls stand 
around and treat each other like civilized 
people, the boys run around punching 
and pushing kids." 


And Montagu defended the emotional 


aspect of a woman. He called weeping a 
natural way of restoring a person's 
equilibrium and because society allows 
women to cry they are more likely to be 
better balanced individuals. Men, who 
are not supposed to cry, take out their 


emotions in other ways, he said, like 
acne, wheezing lungs and colitis. 


HE ADDED several other attributes of 


women which make them superior to 
men. 


"A male is so dumb he calls in- 


telligence intuition. A woman can give 
the proper response to a situation. She 
knows when her husband tells her he's 
been out with the boys he's really been 
out with the girls. Men call logic in- 
tuition. And women notice more things 
than a man does. They pick up clues and 
men call this gossip. Hen never gossip — 
they just investigate rumors." 
' Matasar, a political science instructor 


from Mundelem College in Chicago, told 
the audience that the biological differ- 
ences between sexes no longer pre- 
determines one's role in society. 


She said strides have been made to 


make women co-equal with men but 
something is missing 


"To me constitution is not just biologi- 


cal as Dr Montagu refers to it, but a 
political constitution. And we must ask 
ourselves how we can change our envi- 
ronment. We must have positive political 
success." 


Matasar continued to speak forcefully

Onkton Community College wBl soon 


host some Important visitors — impor- 
tant for the new junior college's future, 
according to college .officials. 


Two educators will visit the school this 


month to speak to Oakton's adminis- 


tration and faculty in one of the first 
steps towards receiving "accreditation." 


For Oakton, accreditation would mean 


that it has been examined and found to 
be achieving its education goals. It would 
mean that Oakton has been accepted and

is on the same level as 575 universities, 
colleges and junior colleges which have 
been accredited by the North Central As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary 
schools, in Illinois, midwestern and 
southern states, according to Thomas 
Gillis, assistant executive secretary. 


All of the well known schools, including 


Northwestern, the University of Illinois 
and Loyola University are accredited by 
the association, he said. 


If accredited, Oakton would become 


eligible to receive money from some pri- 
vate foundations, and from some federal 
programs, according to Gillis, who will 
meet Nov. 17 with Oakton's board of 
trustees to explain the accreditation pro- 
cess. By aplying, in the first step toward 
accreditation, Oakton became eligible for 
federal loans to its students, he said. 


ACHIEVING ACCREDITATION also 


has some effect on the willingness of oth- 
er colleges to accept credits of students 
who are transferring, though Gillis said 
this is not the "single determining" fac- 
tor for accepting transfer credits. The 
American Association Of Collegiate Reg- 
istrars and Admission Officials and each 
school decide whether credits will be be 
accepted, he said. 


Oakton now has received notice from 


Loyola, the University of Illinois, and ev- 
ery other area college where Oakton stu- 
dents might transfer, that Oakton credits 
will be accepted, according to William 
Koehnline, Oakton president. 


Seeking accreditation also means that 


Oakton will go through several years of 
looking closely at its goals and forming 
plans, Koehnline- said. The school will be 
required to write several reports and it 
will be visited several times by represen- 
tatives of the association, which has one 
of its headquarters in Chicago. 


The first visit will be during November 


by Marvin Knudson, president of Sinclair 
Community College in Dayton, Ohio, and 
by William Spence, director of the Ca- 
reer Division of Vincennes University, in 
Vincennes, Indiana. 


This visit will not be an "in-depth" 


study of Oakton, Koehnline said. The 
whole emphasis of the accreditation pro- 
cess is "self-analysis," the college look- 
ing at itself, he said. 


The main question the Association 


seeks to answer before awarding accre- 
ditation is "What is the college's pur- 
pose, and is it fulfilling its purpose?1 
Gillis said. It is not a comparison of Oak- 
ton with other junior colleges, like near- 
by Harper College in Palatine, Koehnline 
said.

sociation will,try to assess the quality of 
the college,' through the 
professional 


judgment and experience of its mem- 
bers, Gillis said. 


In the case of a community college like 


Oakton, it might be judged by its ability 
to fulfill such goals as providing a trans- 
fer program, a vocational program, 
adult education and community cultural 
enrichment counseling for students and 
general education for the community. 


The Association does take note of the 


number of books in the library, but its 
analysis of the school "isn't a checklist 
of how much of this or that the school 
has" he said. It is quality, not quantity 
that the association is interested in,. Gil- 
lis said. 


THE FIRST STEP IN the process to- 


wards accreditation was the filing last 
month with the Association of an "In- 
stitutional Analysis Report." It described 
the school's history before its opening 
day September 14, a description of its 
philosophy and goals, maps of the dis- 
trict and of the Morton Grove interim 
campus, and description of its courses: 


The association will decide in late 


March of next year, if the college will 
take the first step towards accreditation, 
becoming a "Correspondent" member. 


And over the next few years, Oakton 


will be visited twice more and will have 
to write increasingly thorough reports on 
its progress.

about the need for women to organize 
into a movement to force decision 
makers to change things in society. 


"BIOLOGICAL FACTS, good will, ur- 


gency and needs and demands are not 
enough to bring a change in women's 
status," she said. "Women who refuse to 
believe their roles are determined by so- 
cial custom and refuse to think they 
can't win must band together and force 
social change." 


Matasar said the women's liberation 


movement now is too fragmented, lacks 
a recognized leader or group of leaders 
and lacks a unified goal to be successful. 


"The women's liberation 
movement 


must establish one overall group'with 
designated leaders. Those leaders must 
be people who will be heard and the 
group must establish a step.by step plan 
of political attack. They must stop fight- 
ing over ultimate results, form an ideolo- 
gy and tighten their ranks. Then the lib- 
eration movement can be successful." 


DURING A QUESTION and answer pe- 


riod following the lecture Matasar reaf- 
' firmed her position that the problem of 
women in our society is political. 


"I assume the difference between men 


and women is political and the solution 
to this difference is political. I don't care 
if women are biologically constitutionally 
superior to men. Unless they're at least 
co-equal in society the problem is politi- 
cal." 


Matasar added, "The question that is 


important is not that brains are larger or 
smaller but that they're being used." 


Her audience applauded and Montagu 


agreed with her stand as he ended the 
program. "The one important thing we 
should remember is that we must treat a 
person as a human being — not as a 
member of a group. We should live and 
love as one."

>; IT OPERATES ON the assumption 
£ that most of the robbery victims will be 
" -workers who don't have anything worth 
' stealing, that most of the medical ex- 


penses will be incurred by healthy mo- 
torists and that the bulk of the traffic 
accidents will be caused by merchants 
who don't own cars. 


The insurance companies don't have 


much patience with people who insist on 
collecting the benefits their policies pro- 
vide, and I don't blame them, 


If the time ever comes when a large 


percentage of the policyholders actually 


need the insurance on which they pay 
premiums, then it is obvious that the sys- 
tem no longer will work. 


Let us say, for example, that you wish 


to take out insurance against being per- 
forated by woodpeckers. 


If you happen to live in a desolate area 


where no woodpeckers have been seen 
for at least 50 years — fine. No problem. 
Nearly any agent who handles wood- 
pecker Insurance will happily write you a 
policy. 


But suppose you move to a wooded

The current dispute over John 


S e x t o n Sand & Gravel Corp's 
land-fill project on the Des Plaines 
River north of Des Plaines has 
helped point out some weaknesses 
in county and state flood laws and 
confusion on the part of some offi- 
cials in enforcing those laws. 


Conservationists have criticized 


the company for its plans to move 
thousands of cubic yards of dirt 
and clay across a makeshift bridge 
in the river to a low lying 40-acre 
site on the river's west bank that 
floods in the spring, 


Eliminating that flood plain, the 


critics say, could cause backups 
farther upstream, unknown 
dam- 


age downstream and flooded base- 
ments for residents in the area. 
The company retorts that those 
critics are playing guessing games 
and points out that no flood plain

regulations are being violated. 


C o m p l a i n t s f r o m 
con- 


servationists have prompted the Il- 
linois attorney general's office to 
sue Sexton to force removal of the 
bridge, which was put up illegally 
but has since received a temporary 
permit from the Illinois Division 
of Waterways. The real target of 
the conservationists, however, is 
the flood plain filling, something 
that apparently does not come un- 
der state or county regulations. 


According to John C. Guillou, 


head of the waterways division, his 
agenda does not regulate construc- 
tion on flood plains unless the af- 
fected area becomes part of the 
river channel at flood stages. 


The Cook County zoning depart- 


ment, 
after 
repeated 
prodding 


from a Paddock Publications re- 
porter, sent an inspector to the 


site, He found no violations of 
county zoning laws. 


We have to agree with .Sexton 


that its critics are guessing about 
possible damage that could result 
from eliminating the 
floodplain. 


That does not mean, however, that 
the company should be allowed to 
fill at will. According to Guillou, 
it would cost $1,500 to $2,000 to 
study the effects of Sexton's flood 
plain operation. That would be a 
relatively small investment in view 
of possible damage. 


In our opinion, construction on 


floodplains of rivers and streams 
has been a contributor to flooding 
problems in the Northwest 
sub- 


urbs. The county needs to review 
its laws to tighten regulations in

Air Ambulance Could Save Lives 


by HALE C. BARTLETT 


Traffic accidents are causing one per- 


sonal Injury or death every 17 minules 
around the clock, 365 days a year in 
suburban Cook County. Last year, 31,561 
persons were injured on highways in 
Cook County (outside the City of Chi- 
cago), and 268 persons were killed in 
highway accidents. This year, the record 
will be even more grim. Since 1963, fatal 
accidents in suburban Cook County have 
risen 34 per cent and personal injury ac- 
cidents have risen 48 per cent. 


Recent studies by both military and ci- 


vilian groups show that many deaths and 
permanently crippling injuries can be 
eliminated by using helicopters to airlift 
victims from the scene of an accident 
directly to the hospital emergency room 
and: surgery. 


Undoubtedly, the most dramatic ex- 


ample of using helicopters to save lives 
is the Vietnam war. Today, no soldier in 
the battlefield Is more than 35 minutes 
away from a medical facility capable of 
giving life-saving treatment. Sharp re- 
ductions In wartime fatality rates have 
taken place by using helicopters to rapid- 
ly airlift trained medical technicians 
to the battlefield where initial aid 
is administered and then to transport 
wounded personnel quickly to a modern 
surgical unit. In Vietnam, 90 per cent of 
the wounded are evacuated by helicop- 
ter. In 1968, more than 250,000 wounded 
men were moved this way. The per- 
centage of men dying from wounds after 
reaching a hospital in Vietnam is 2,3 
per cent. This contrasts sharply with a 
death rate of 4.5 per cent experienced 
during World War II. 


THIS EXPERIENCE in saving lives in 


military combat is now being applied to 
saving lives on the highways at home. 
S e v e r a l helicopter ambulance ex- 
perimental programs have been con- 
ducted and some cities are now offering 
helicopter ambulance service on a regu- 
lar basis. 


A helicopter ambulance program con- 


ducted by the Ohio State University Col- 
lege of Medicine, Ohio Army National 
Guard and Ohio Highway Patrol from 
November, 1967, to May, 1970, clearly re- 
veals the benefit* that are possible. In 
general, only those persons with critical 
illnesses or injuries that required inflight 
treatment were carried by the medical 
helicopter. From a total of 50 patients 
carried, 25 were moved directly from the 
scene of an accident to Ohio State Uni- 
versity Hospital and 25 were critical 
transfers from community hospitals. A 
surgeon was carried on each flight, along 
with equipment for emergency medical 
care and special radio equipment to per- 
mit ditvct voice communication with 
both the Ohio Highway Patrol and Uni- 
versity Hospital personnel. 


The moat outstanding result of this pro- 


gram was revealed by Dr. Stuart Rob- 
erts of Ohio State University in a paper 
presented to the American Surgical Asso- 
ciation: "The assessment of specific 


medical benefit of this project is docu- 
nrfented by patients who arrived alive (at 
the hospital) who otherwise would have 
been dead on arrival — by the usual 
means. There are 13 patients in this cate- 
gory; they were either not breathing, 
had voluminous secretions, cardiac ar- 
rest, or were in profound shock. Six of 
these patients, including four from the 
accident scene and two from community 
hospitals survived to leave the hospital." 


Recognizing the importance of rapid 


medical mobility in accident cases, sev- 
eral cities have already started helicop- 
ter ambulance services. Regular on-call 
Service by helicopter ambulance is now 
available in Indianapolis, Detroit and 
Seattle. Experimental programs are pre- 
sently being conducted in Minneapolis, 
Palm Beach and San Antonio. 


THE PICTURE here in Chicago is dif- 


ferent. While outstanding rescue work 
has been performed by Chicago police 
and fire department helicopters in recent 
years, no helicopter ambulance service 
for highway accident victims exists in 


suburban Cook County. The Cook County 
sheriff's department has been working 
on the development of a helicopter ambu- 
lance program for more than a year. 
This service would supplement, not re- 
place, conventional ambulances. It would 
however, be of great value in reaching 
accident victims during rush hour traffic 
and victims in remote areas. Maximum 
response time under the sheriff's depart- 
ment plan would be five minutes to the 
sc'ene of an accident anywhere in Cook 
County. Departmental records show that 
the average response time by ground 
ambulance is 14 minutes and in some 
cases has been up to 1 hour and 20 min- 
utes. A test of this helicopter ambulance 
program was conducted successfully 
over the Memorial Day weekend in 1969. 


The Cook County sheriff's department 


is ready to start its proposed helicopter 
ambulance program immediately. Since 
federal funding under the Highway Safe- 
ty Act has been obtained, no additional 
costs would be borne by Cook County 
taxpayers. The department's helicopter 


ambulance program has been placed be- 
fore the Cook County Board two times in 
the past two months. In each instance, 
the board took no action on the program. 
With one injury or death occurring every 
17 minutes and the toll continuing to 
mount, such lethargy on the part of the 
Cook County Board clearly is not in the 
public interest.

Townhouse Civic Association, I work for 
my residents as you work for your citi- 
zens. When a problem arises they come 
to me, when the citizens of Des Plaines 
have a problem, they come to you. I as a 
citizen of Des Plaines, representing the 
people living in 64 tax paying residential 
units, now come to you for your help. We 


need our city maintenance crew to fill, 
level and spread gravel on the shoulder 
adjoining our properties and Northwest 
Highway. We need this done before win- 
ter to assure us that snow melting on 
warm days will not create a flooded con- 
dition. Isn't there a few dollars left from 
over $350,000 paid in taxes by the resi- 
dents from the time these units were 
first built 12 years ago to have the city 
purchase a carload of gravel and dis- 
tribute it along the shoulder? Surely 
there must be!

'Giving' Increases, So Do Costs 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


WASHINGTON UPI - Giving to Pro- 


testant churches increased sb'ghtly .dur- 
ing the 1969 fiscal year, but not enough to 
keep pace with inflation, a financial re- 
port indicated Monday. 


The report was compiled by. the Na- 


tional Council of Churches from data 
supplied by 48 Protestant denominations. 


It showed that total contributions to 


those bodies increased by about 3. per 
cent during the fiscal year which ended 
June 30, 1989. Government indexes show 
that inflation eroded about 4 per cent of 
the dollar's value during that period. 


Per capita giving total contributions 


divided by total membership for the 48 
denominations was reported to have been 
$87 for the 1969 fiscal year, compared to 
$83.65 in fiscal 1968. 


A REPORT ISSUED by the National 


Council of Churches in 1967, and never 
withdrawn or corrected, reported per ca- 
pita giving to Protestant denominations 
averaged" $127 in fiscal 1966. If that re- 
port were accurate, it would mean that 
the average .Protestant's giving had 
.dropped by about 30 per cent over the 
three-year period. 


However, a spokesman for the Nation- 


al Council said Monday that the council's 


statisticians now regard the fiscal 1966 
figures to be "inaccurate and invalid." 
He said the earlier report "therefore is 
now repudiated." 


He-was unable to supply per capita 


giving figures for fiscal 1967 or fiscal 
1965, but said the National Council had 
reported a figure of $72.04 for fiscal 1964. 


Assuming the validity of this figure, it 


would follow that annual per capita giv- 
ing increased by $15, or about 20 per 
cent, during the five-year period 1964- 
1969. During the same period, according 
to U.S. government figures, disposable 
personal income of Americans oh a per 
capita basis arose about 35 per cent.

park board of commissioners. They in- 
dicated that the needed safety changes at 
the pool could be completed "within the 
week" and they said the work could be 
done for "well under $2,000." 


THE PARK commissioners 
agreed 


unanimously to allow the architects to go 
ahead with the changes, an<i they waived 
the usual procedure of calling a special 
board meeting to appropriate the speci- 
fied expenditures. 


The indoor pool was constructed as a 


joint school-park venture However, it 
was not legally necessary for the park 
district to comply with the Illinois School 
Life-Safety Code, even though the pool 
was used by students for physical educa- 
tion purposes, according to school and 
park officials. 


Members of the board of commission- 


ers reiterated that the pool building met 
all national, state, county and municipal 
building requirements for safety. Mi- 
chael Buckley, a member of the park 


board, said the park district is now will- 
ing to comply with the school's life-safety 
code "as a matter of courtesy." 


The four Dist. 59 recommendations in- 


cluded bricking up a vent in the boiler 
room, changing two doors so that they 
swing out into a corridor, raising the 
height of three stacks on the boiler and 
two water heaters an additional eight 
feet, and replacing door closers on two 
doors at the pool. 


The five park district recommenda- 


tions included changing the swing of one 
door, the installation of a "combustion 
air relief louver" in the boiler room, in- 
stalling spill thermostats on the boiler 
and two water heaters, and bricking up 
the area around the chlorine machine in 
the boiler room. 


THE FOUR DIST. 59 recommendations 


for the pool to comply with the school 
life-safety code were included in a sur- 
vey taken by the district architect Fred 
Johnson which included about 40 recom- 
mended changes. 


Johnson told the board that the four 


changes would enable the reopening of 
the pool, but that the remaining recom- 
mendations would have to be met by a 
deadline to be decided on by both the 
park and school district. 


Buckley, who is also a lieutenant fire 


inspector with the Des Plaines Fire De- 
partment, said some of the recommenda- 
tions were "punch-list items," or dis- 
c r e p a n c i e s stemming from still-in- 
completed construction of the pool build- 
ing. 


He also said that some recommenda- 


tions listed by the school district such as 
changing the swing on doors would cause 
a traffic flow which would conflict with 
the present traffic flow at the school 


Buckley also claimed some of the 


school district recommendations were 
merely "housekeeping items." Buckley 
used as an example of a "housekeeping 
item" the fact that in order to meet with 
the school life-safety code there would 
have to be a fire extinguisher at 75-feet 
intervals throughout the building, result- 


ing in three fire extinguishers in the pool 
area where there is nothing combustible 


Buckley also stated that the recotn 


mendations listed by School Dist. 59 were 
based on a possible building capacity of 
1,300 persons. He said at no time could 
there be more than 350 people in the 
building at one time. 


"It should be made clear that we met 


all the other building requirements nee 
essary for a safe building It's just that 
the school has its own life-safety code 
said Buckley 


"We are going above and beyond \\ha, 


we have to do legally to comply with th 
code. We've got items we're putting 11 
such as a chlorine detector which is it.-, 
rquired by law anywhere "

I'll believe the settlement when the first 
new oar comes," said Clayton Sondag, 
owner of Sondag Chevrolet, Inc., 1723 
Busse Hyn., Des Plaines. 


"We've been writing some orders, and 


hopefully we'll get some cars by mid- 
December. It will be mid-January before 
we have a good inventory," he said. 
"Normally we have 20-25 demonstrator 
models, but now we have live. We'ie 
selling everything we've got." He does 
not anticipate sales to reach last year's 
level.

Thelma White, who is expert at such 


matters, suggests two bags to make sure 
the juices don't seep out Some grease 
the inside with cooking oil, but you can 
just rub the bird well with oil or butter, 
put m the stuffing, sprinkle on a little 
salt and put in the bag which is then tied 
securely with string and placed on a 
roasting pan. The oven should be set at 
300 degrees 
Do not open the bag to 


baste Here are the cooking times: 30 
minutes a pound for a 7 to 10 pound tur- 
key; 20 minutes a pound for a 10 to 15 
pound bird; 18 minutes a pound for a 15 
to 18 pounder, 15 minutes a pound for 
one 18 to 20 pounds; and 13 minutes a 
pound for a 20 to 23 pound fowl. When 
the turkey is done, there should be plen- 
ty of rich stock in the bottom of the bag. 
Do the giblets separately.

The Doctor Says

DEAR DR. LAMB — I am 19 years old 


and am concerned about this cyclamate 
issue. While they were out I was always 
drinking and eating them, as my family 
and other people were, also. I would like 
to know if there is any chance of my 
coming down with something fatal or, for 
that matter, anything at all. I have not 
eaten or drunk anything with cyclamates 
for one year. 


DEAR READER - in my opinion, the 


cyclamate scare was an example of igno- 
rant bureaucracy in full bloom. There is 
not a single case of cancer in man that 
can be attributed to cyclamates. 


The whole fuss began when very large 


amounts of cyclamates were fed to rats 
and when cyclamates were injected by 
needle into chick embryos. 


Now any good researcher worth his 


government salary knows you must in-

terpret experiments on the basis of bow 
they are done. Man is not a rat. We do 
behave differently. Cyclamates in soft 
drinks and foods is not injected; it is tak- 
en by mouth, TWe amounts previously 
recommended were nowhere near the 
range used in the rat experiments. Al- 
most anything in grotesque excess can 
be harmful, including oxygen, sunshine, 
exercise and any naturally occurring 
foods, not to mention alcohol, tobacco 
and coffee. 


CYCLAMATES MUST first be ab- 


sorbed from the intestines before affect- 
ing any other part of the body. Because 
many people do not absorb them, they 
may act as a laxative and,cause bowel 
symptoms. If they are absorbed, chem- 
ical actions must take place (which sel- 
dom occurs in man but is observed in 
animals) before some of the other prob- 
lems attributed to cyclamates can occur. 


Cyclamates can cause distention, bow- 


el cramping and diarrhea when taken in 
excess. A few rare people develop in- 
creased sensitivity to the sunlight. But, 
taken by mouth in usual amounts, there 
is absolutely NO evidence that main has 
'over had or would have any other prob- 
lems. This is despite the fact that mas- 
sive quantities have been consumed by 
millions of people for a long time. Of

'Medicine is useful in cases wheie the 
patient's ego is veiy battered In such 
instances I refei the patient to a psy- 
chiatrist " 


However, Raddatz piefeis that his 


patients not be undei the influence of 
medication because "they can't woik 
with me as well then Their mind and 
emotions aie not working effectively, 
and they are not ttymg to examine them- 
selves to find then pioblem " 


Raddatz begins woik with his patients 


by "leainmg who and what they are 
where then conflicts lie I find out what 
solutions they have tried and what their 
lesouices are Then I considei how they 
might act more effectively, possibly clos- 
ing down certain avenues of behavior

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Women's Liberation In Action 


Women Bid For PBA Tour 


by MARTY RALBOVSKY 


NEW YORK - (NBA) -Being rated 


the best woman bowler in America may 
be pleasing to the ego, but so far it has 
done little to fill even the most petite of 
pocketbooks. 


Dotty FotherglU has been the best 


woman bowler in the country the last 
three years, yet she has made less mon- 
ey for all her victories than Don Johnson 
did last spring when he won a single 
tournament — the Tournament of Cham- 
pions — and $25,000. 


So Dotty, 25, 5-foot-2, 105 pounds and 


lefthanded, filed an application to join 
the Professional Bowlers Association 
Tour, which has been known to reward 
20th-place finishers with checks for 
$1,000, the same amount she was winning 
for finishing first In one of the infrequent 
women's tournaments. 


The PBA rejected her application on 


the grounds she did not meet their quali- 
fications (she hadn't bowled in a sanc- 
tioned league in three years, for one 
thing) but carefully avoided any mention 
of her sex. Dotty, meanwhile, has been 
saying that the PBA's reasoning is a lot 
of chauvinistic fine print, and the real 
reason she was rejected was precisely 
because of her sex. 


The PBA, she believes, doesn't want a 


woman on its tour, even if she is the best 
woman bowler in the country and better 
titan some of the men. So Dotty hired a 
lawyer, and he filed a $2.5 million law- 
suit in Common Pleas Court in Akron, 
contending that the PBA is depriving her 
of making a sufficient living as a pro 
bowler because she is a woman. 


The PBA is preparing its legal answer 


and some time before the $77,777 Show- 


boat Invitational Tournament in Las 


Vegas the court will decide whether or 
not another frame will be added to the 
game. 


"The thing that has disturbed me most 


in all of this is the thinking of the touring 
pros," said Dotty, a native of North At- 
tlebore, Mass. 
"v 


"I've talked to a lot of them about the 


situation and, in some cases, I might as 
well be talking to a brick wall. Others 
listen to me and nod their heads and try 
to be sympathetic. But I know what 
they're thinking. They're thinking I'm 
crazy. 


"A lot of pros have told me, 'Now lis- 


ten, Dotty, if it were only you it wouldn't 
be bad at all. But if you get in, how 
many other women are going to try to do 
the same thing? It would be some mess 


if we had a couple dozen girls on the tour 
with us. What would we tell our wives?' 
And I ten them, 'What do you tell your 
wivtes about the girls who travel the tour 
now and don't bowl?' 


"Other pros tell me, 'Dotty, having a 


woman on the tour is going to create all 
kinds of problems. How are you going to 
dress in the paddock with all the rest of 
us? We're going to have to spend all 
kinds of money getting separate facilities 
for you.' I tell them, 'I don't have to 
dress in any paddocks, and I'm a big 
enough girl now to take care of myself.' 
It's all a lot of nonsense." 


Dotty already has beaten many of the 


PBA's top money-winners in exhibition 
matches. Among her victims were Jim 
Stefanich (by 115 pins), Dick Weber (by 
105), Billy .Hardwick (by 113) and Dick 


Ritger (by 79), all in three-game sets'. 
' The one thing Dotty has avoided men- 
tioning in her cause is Women's Liber- 
ation. She does not have Betty Friedan 
or Bella Abzug waiting in the wings for 
vocal support, nor has she read a single 
line of Kate Millett's "Sexual Politics" 
for moral support. Her campaign has not 
been dramatized by a single charred and 
smoldering brassiere. 


"Funny thing is, I don't have the sup- 


port of too many women," said Dotty. 
"Women bowlers are peculiar. You're 
one of them until you get real good. Then 
they drop you. They're not afraid of .your 
ability like men are, but they're envious. 
That's why I stopped bowling in women's 
leagues. I didn't have too many friends 
after awhile."

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Leases Gaining New Life 
A (Film) Tour Of Portugal 


Leases are gaining new life as some 


apartment rental managers, in an at- 
tempt to spur a sagging market, offer 
concessions such as a free month's rent 
or waiving the security deposit. 


The apartment market is settling down 


to its seasonally slow pace, through next 
spring. Added to this is a slight surplus 
of units available, many in higher price- 
ranges. As a result, apartment seekers 
are discovering a good selection of apart- 
m e n t s and occasionally concessions 
thrown in as a prize. 


The most widely publicized free-rent 


offer comes from Kassuba Development 
Corp.. with an inventory of approximate- 
ly 13,000 apartment units in the metro- 
politan area. Offering a free month's 
rent in all its Trace apartments, Kassuba 
maintains that this is being done to keep 
pace with the turnover rate, rather than 
a response to rising vacancy rates. 


"We're just as good a retailer as any- 


body else, like car dealers,'1 said Tom 
Poulton, Kassuba's residential property 
manager at Berkshire Trace in Buffalo 
Grove. "We're always willing to go along 
with certain concessions, like movinp 
dates," he said. "I feel we're very com 
petltive," 


The response to this promotion ha* 


b e e n good, according to Poulton 
"People are anxious to take advantage 
of a deal like this," said Poulton. "iff 
simply a way of marketing, of becoming 
more well known." 


TAKING A different approach is Baird 


& Warner, Inc., manager of some 18,000 
Chicago area apartments. Although he 
admitted that some managers do give 
concessions, Edward Keliey, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the apart- 
ment division, said "when you see other 


companies offering free rent, they're not 
giving anything away, because the apart- 
ments would be vacant otherwise. It's 
like having a sale on Santa Claus orna- 
ments the day before Christmas." 


"Moving months in this market are 


April through September," said Kelley, 
"Atfer this, we die until spring, with the 
exception of newlyweds and transfer- 
ees." 


Kelley said Baird & Warner's vacancy 


rates on its 1,528 apartment units in the 
Northwest Suburbs, as of Oct. 1, was 2,6 
per cent "A year and a half ago we 
didn't have an apartment available, so 
the market now is soft in comparison," 
he said

In « random survey last week of some 


two dozen Northwest Suburban apart- 
ment projects, the replies indicated that 
a variety of apartments is available, in 
terms of the rent and amenities (recrea- 
tional facilities, laundry rooms, etc.) By 
a three-to-one margin, however, rental 
managers said they are not giving con- 
cessions. 


The rates were generally $115-$170 for 


studio apartments; S160-$230 for one-bed- 
room units; $189-$300 for two-bedroom 
apartments, and $2G9-S370 for three-bed- 
room units Tenants are generally re- 
ciuiiud to pay part of the utilities. 


COSTS VARIED slightly with such bo- 


nuses, as carpeting, underground parking 
and location on the second floor rather 
than the first Baird & Warner reported 
that 90 per cent of its suburban units are

"The reason poeple are attracted to

score in 1926. Although Al Jolson spoke 
only a short monologue in "The Jazz 
Singer," he sang his famous "Mammy," 
and the talkies were in, with far-reaching 
results. 


Established movie stars faltered before 


the microphone and disappeared. New 
stars came in from the theater. Studios 
were rebuilt for acoustical properties, nd 
cameras were sound-proofed. The old arc 
and mercury vapor lamps which sput- 
tered too audibly were replaced with in- 
candescents. Directors were obliged to 
throw away their megaphones and either 
learn hand signals or polish their direc- 
tion in multiple rehearsals. 


The Vitaphone process of "The Jazz 


Singer" and of Warner's all-talking mov- 
ie "Lights of New York" which followed 
it in 1928, consisted of disc recorded 
sound which sometimes ran ahead of or 
lagged behind the action of the picture. 
By 1930, it was replaced by sound on film 
which insured perfect synchronization. 


This milestone in the development of
